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CHAPTER  I 


Meteorology  and  Economic  Conditions,  i.e.  Prices  of 

Food-grains,  etc. 


The  cold  weather  period,  January  and  February — Weather  in  Jan¬ 
uary  was  generally  dry  up  to  the  third  week  except 
wea^er  certain  falls  in  the  last  week  in  the  United  Prov¬ 
inces  West  and  the  Kumaun  hills.  Humidity  was 
in  defect  and  the  minimum  temperature  was  below  normal. 

February  had  a  few  local  falls  in  the  Kumaun  hills  on  the  2nd,  fairly 
widespread  rain  on  the  6th  and  thunder-showers  on  the  7th  and  8th  in  the 
whole  province,  The  dry  period  that  followed  was  interrupted  by  local 
rain  in  the  United  Provinces  West,  on  the  17th,  and  scattered  thunder¬ 
showers  at  a  few  stations  on  the  19th.  Widespread  rain  on  the  23rd, 
accompanied  with  severe  thunder  and  hailstorms,  caused  considerable 
damage  to  the  standing  crops  and  trees.  The  total  rainfall  of  the  month 
was  in  large  excess  in  the  United  Provinces  Fast. 

Skies  were  more  clouded  than  usual  in  February. 


Hot  weather  period ,  March  to  May — The  weather  during  March  was 
mainly  dry.  There  was  widespread  rainfall  throughout  the  province  on 
the  7th,  local  rain  iu  the  Kumaun  hills  between  the  25th  and  27th  and 
fairly  widespread  rain  in  the  province  on  the  29th  and  30th.  The  total 
rainfall  of  the  month  was  in  largo  defect  in  the  United  Provinces  East. 

Weather  was  also  generally  dry  during  April.  The  total  rainfall  of 
the  month  was  in  large  defect  in  the  United  Provinces  West. 

In  May  fairly  widespread  dust  or  thunder-storms,  sometimes  accom¬ 
panied  with  hail,  were  rather  frequent  during  the  first  three  weeks. 
During  the  last  week  humid  winds  associated  with  the  advance  of  the 
monsoon  in  the  Bay  of  Bengal  flowed  into  the  province  causing  scattered 
thunder-showers.  The  total  rainfall  was  in  large  excess  in  the  United 
Provinces  West  and  in  slight  excess  in  United  Provinces  East, 

Skies  were  more  clouded  than  usual  in  May  and  less  clouded  than  usual 
in  April.  Humidity  was  in  defect  in  March  and  April,  Minimum 
temperature  was  above  normal  in  May. 

The  monnoon  period,  June  to  September — In  June  a  temporary 
incursion  of  moist  winds  up  the  Gangetic  plain  during  the  first  week  caused 
fairly  widespread  rain  with  dust  and  thunder-storms  between  the  2nd  and 
4th.  There  was  also  nearly  general  rain  in  the  United  Provinces  East  on 
the  6th  and  16th  and  scattered  falls  in  parts  of  the  province  up  to  the 
20th.  In  connexion  with  a  depression  from  the  Bay  which  filled  up  over 
Central  India  on  the  18th  the  monsoon  established  itself  in  the  United 
Provinces  by  the  end  of  the  third  week  and  caused  nearly  general  rain¬ 
fall  over  the  province  from  the  21st  to  the  24th  and  again  from  the  26th 
to  29th.  Rainfall  was  particularly  heavy  in  the  western  division  of  the 
province. 
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The  activity  of  the  monsoon  during  July  was  stimulated  by  four 
depressions  which  passed  inland  from  the  Bay  of  Bengal.  These  caused 
nearly  general  rainfall,  particularly  in  the  eastern  divisions  of  the  province, 
between  the  4th  and  12th,  local  rainfall  on  the  23rd,  and  widespread  rain 
over  the  whole  province  between  the  23rd  and  27th  with  general  rain  over 
the  western  districts  during  the  remainder  of  the  month.  Owing  to  heavy 
rains  severe  floods  were  reported  in  the  Ramganga,  Gomti,  Rapti  and 
Gogra  rivers  causing  great  damage. 

The  monsoon  was  weak  in  the  beginning  of  August.  It  then  streng¬ 
thened  and  gave  heavy  rain  iu  and  around  the  United  Provinces  East  on 
the  7th  causing  serious  flood  situation.  The  monsoon  weakened  thereafter 
but  strengthened  again  towards  the  end  of  the  third  week  giving  wide¬ 
spread  rain  in  the  province  between  the  20th  and  23rd  Thereafter  it 
became  weak,  but  towards  the  end  of  the  month  it  gave  fairly  widespread 
rain  in  the  United  Provinces  West. 

During  September  the  monsoon  caused  widespread  rain  over  the 
province,  ihe  falls  being  particularly  heavy  in  the  Kumaun  hills  and  in  the 
south-eastern  districts.  The  heavy  rain  in  the  hills  caused  serious  floods  in 
north  Garhwal.  The  monsoon  then  weakened.  It  revived  on  the  9th  and 
remained  strong  till  the  end  of  the  2nd  week  giving  widespread  rain  over 
the  province.  During  the  last  ten  days  thunder-storms  were  frequent  and 
caused  fairly  widespread  rain  in  the  United  Provinces  Ea+,  between  the 
20th  and  25th  and  in  the  United  Provinces  West,  between  the  25th  and 
28th. 

The  percentage  departures  of  rainfall  for  the  two  sub-divisions  of  the- 
provinces  during  the  monsoon  period  were  as  follows  :

Cloud  amount  was  above  normal.  Humidity  was  above  normal  in 
June.  Both  maximum  and  minimum  temperatures  were  below  normal  in 
June. 


The  retreating  monsoon  period ,  October  to  December — Weather  was 
dry  during  the  first  ihree  weeks  of  October  except  for  light  showers  in  the 
south-eastern  districts  between  the  4th  and  6th,  scattered  thunder-showers 
between  the  20th  and  25th  and  a  few  falls  in  the  south-eastern  districts 
under  the  influence  of  a  depression  which  dissipated  over  Nagpur  on  the 
30th  and  31st,  The  total  rainfall  of  the  month  was  in  large  defect, 

Weather  during  November  was  generally  dry  except  for  local  to  nearly 
general  rain  in  the  United  Provinces  West,  between  the  10th  —  1 2th  in 
connexion  with  a  depression  in  the  Arabian  Sea.  The  total  rainfall  of  the 
month  was  consequently  in  large  excess  in  the  United  Provinces  West,, 
but  in  large  defect  in  the  United  Provinces  East. 

December  began  with  a  few  falls  .in  the  United  Provinces  West,  on  the 
1st  and  2nd,  local  rain  in  the  United  Provinces  West,  on  the  8th  and  9th 
and  fairly  widespread  rainfall  in  the  United  Provinces  on  the  16th  and 
17th.  The  total  rainfall  was  in  large  excess. 
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Cloud  amount  was  in  large  excess  in  November  and  December. 
Humidity  was  in  excess  in  December.  Minimum  temperature  was  above 
normal  in  December. 

2.  Agriculture  arid  economic  conditions — There  was  light  rain  in 
January,  1936.  Damage  to  the  rabi  crop  from  draught,  whiteants  and 
hailstorm  was  reported  from  a  number  of  districts.  Frost  and  rats  were 
also  responsible  for  slight  damage  in  several  districts.  The  rainfall  in 
February  was  general  and  was  above  the  normal  in  most  districts.  There 
was  also  light  to  moderate  rain  in  the  second  and  fourth  weeks  of  March 
and  the  first  half  of  April.  The  first  half  of  May  received  light  showers 
but  in  the  second  half  it  was  general  throughout  the  province.  Hailstorm, 
rust  in  some  places  and  strong  wind  in  almost  all  the  districts  damaged 
the  wheat  crop  with  the  result  that  the  estimated  outturn  for  the  province 
was  80  per  cent,  of  the  normal.  It  however  showed  an  improvement 
over  last  year’s  estimated  outturn  of  75  per  cent. 

There  was  general  and  heavy  rain  in  the  month  of  June  causing  floods 
in  low-lying  areas.  Flooding  due  to  continuation  of  heavy  rains  in  July 
aflected  large  areas  in  Shahjahanpur,  Hardoi,  Bareilly,  Pilibhit,  Gorakhpur, 
Ballia,  Bahraich  and  Gonda.  There  was  general  and  widespread  rain  in 
August  throughout  the  province.  The  rainfall  in  September  was  below 
the  normal  in  the  Meerut,  Agra  and  Rohilkhand  divisions  and  a  few  other 
districts.  While  in  the  remaining  part  of  the  province  it  was  above  the 
normal, 

The  general  yield  of  kharif  crops  for  the  province  was  estimated  at  12 
annas  in  the  rupee.  The  outturn  of  cotton  was  60  per  cent,  of  the  normal 
against  78  per  cent,  of  the  normal  last  year.  Departmental  sources  of 
information  indicate  an  outturn  not  above  55  per  cent,  of  normal  on 
account  of  early  ripening  of  the  crop.  The  quality  of  the  lint  was  reported 
to  be  not  good.  The  rainfall  in  the  month  of  October  was  below  normal 
almost  all  over  the  province.  Excepting  some  light  showers  in  the 
Benares,  Jhansi  and  Gorakhpur  divisions  the  month  of  November  was 
practically  rainless.  The  rainfall  in  the  first  and  third  weeks  of  December 
was  general,  the  second  and  fourth  weeks  receiving  light  showers  only  at 
places.  Ample  moisture  in  the  soil  at  the  time  of  sowing  wheat  resulted 
in  an  increase  in  the  area.  The  area  estimated  under  wheat  in  the  current 
year  is  more  than  that  of  the  last  year. 

Sufficient  employment  at  good  wages  was  available  throughout  the  year 
for  the  labouring  and  agricultural  population.

respectively.  Out  of  85  municipalities,  32  recorded  a  death-rate  higher 
than  the  provincial  average  and  the  rest  below  that  figure.  Conspicuous 
amongst  the  former  were  Tilhar  (82*30',  Benares  (51*14)  and  Jalesar 
(50*73).  The  highest  mortality  rates  in  Tilhar,  Benares  and  Jalesar  were 
chiefly  due  to  14  fevers”  and  “  all  other  causes,  ’’  “  respiratory  diseases  ” 
being  an  additional  factor  in  the  case  of  Benares.  The  lowest  mortality 
was  recorded  in  Mainpuri  (9  65),  Mussoorie  (10*42)  and  Banda  (12*13). 
Mainpuri  has  been  returning  the  lowest  rates  for  the  last  seven  years  and 
Banda  for  the  last  four  years. 

16.  Compared  with  1935,  the  notified  areas  showed  an  increase  of 
Mortality  in  notified  339  deaths  in  1936,  the  figures  for  the  two  years 

areas*  being  11,155  and  10,816,  respectively,  the  rates 

being  23  77  and  25*35.  Out  of  the  54  notified  areas,  26  returned  death- 
rates  above  and  28  below  the  provincial  average.  Rath  (Hamirpur 
district)  returned  the  highest  death-rate  ^ 58*54),  followed  by  Jalaun 
(48*32)  and  Pihani  (Hardoi  district)  44*53. 

The  highest  death-rate  in  Rath  was  against  “  all  other  causes  ”  and 
“  respiratory  diseases  ”  and  in  Jalaun  and  Pihani  against  “  fevers  ”  and  “  all 
other  causes  .  The  lowest  death-rates  were  returned  from  Chunar 
Settlement  in  the  Mirzapur  district  (3*68),  Mughalsarai  in  the  Benares 
district  (4*51)  and  Mahoba  in  the  Hamirpur  district  (8*58).

The  infantile  mortality  for  the  province  in  1936  was  lower  than  the  pre¬ 
ceding  decenuial  average  and  also  than  the  rate  in  the  preceding  five 
years.  1,791  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  municipalities  employing  medical 
officers  ot  health  as  due  to  tetanus,  out  of  which  3 ,207  were  verified  by 
medical  officers  of  health  and  only  749  were  found  to  have  actually  occurred 
from  this  cause.  No  deaths  from  this  cause  were  reported  from  the  muni¬ 
cipalities  of  Mussoorie,  Saharanpur,  Hardwar,  Muzaffarnagar,  Meerut, 
Hapur,  Brindaban,  Chandausi  and  Naini  Tab 


20.  During  the  year  under  report  infantile  mortality  per  thousand  of

CHAPTER  III 


The  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Province  and  History  of 

Chief  Diseases 


General  health  of  the 
province. 


The  death-rate  in  1936  in  these  provinces  from  all  causes  showed  a 

decrease  of  2*1 1  as  compared  with  the  figures  of 
the  preceding  year,  the  rates  per  mille  of  popula¬ 
tion  for  the  two  years  being  22  61  and  24*78, 
respectively.  A  comparative  statement  showing  the  death-rates  from  certain 
important  diseases  is  appended  below.  The  decrease  during  1936  was 
noticeable  under  all  heads  except  injuries  and  all  other  causes.  It  would 
also  appear  that  1936  has  shown  low  death-rates  under  all  heads  except 
smallpox  and  respiratory  diseases  as  compared  to  decennial  averages.

2.  During  the  year  under  repirt  cholera  was  responsible  for  6,793 

Deaths  and  death-  deaths  aglinsti  10,412  in  the  previous  year.  The 
rates  from  cholera  in  r&tes  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  two  years 
the  province.  were,  respectively,  T4  and  21  and  the  quinquennial 

(Statement  VII  )  average  was  *35.  Th *  maximum  mortality  ( 1,582) 
occurred  in  June  and  the  minimum  (12)  in  January. 
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3.  In  14  districts  out  of  48  the  mortality  rate  from  cholera  exceeded 

the  provincial  death-rate.  The  district  of  Hamirpur 

inclusive  “d  the  province  with  a  death-rate  of  (1-61) 

(Statement  VII.)  followed  by  banda  with  ( *78),  Garhwal  with  (  50), 

Ghazipur  with  (’49)  and  Dehra  Dun  with  (*46).  The 
districts  of  Almora  and  Shahjahaopur  remained  entirely  free  from  cholera. 
Other  districts  showing  low  mortality  were  Etah,  Budaua,  Farrukhabad,, 
Lucknow,  Unao,  Sitapur,  Hardoi  and  Partabgarh  with  a  uniform  death- 
rate  of  (‘01)  each. 

4.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  in  rural  areas  during  the  year 
Cholera  in  Rural  was  5,976,  showing  a  death-rate  of  *14.  The 

areas.  highest  mortality  was  returned  from  the  rural  areas 

(Statement  VI'A.)  of  the  Hamirpur  district  (1*63)  followed  by  Banda 
(*74),  Ghazipur  (‘53)  and  Garhwal  (’50), 

With  a  view  to  prevent  importation  of  cholera  from  the  Nepal  territory 
the  “  Barrier  Scheme  ”  was  continued  and  special  staff  was  posted  to  the 
Nepal  Border  of  the  Gorakhpur  and  Basti  districts.  Cases  of  cholera 
imported  from  the  Nepal  territory  were  treated  at  these  barriers  and  wells 
of  the  vicinity  were  promptly  permanganated. 

5.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  in  urban  areas  was  817„ 

Cholera  in  urban  yielding  a  death-rate  of  T5.  The  highest  mortality 
areas.  was  returned  from  Rath  ( Hamirpur)  4-96  followed 

(Statement  VI-B.)  by  Atarra  (Banda)  4*65,  Rikhikesh  (Dehra  Dun) 
4-28  and  Chharra  (Aligarh)  3*88. 

In  109  towns  the  number  of  deaths  did  Dot  exceed  10,  while  311 
were  free  from  the  disease. 


Anti-cholera  scheme  was  extended  to  the  remaining  29  districts  of  tho 

province.  Under  this  scheme  ail  the  districts  were 
Anti-cholera  scheme,  equipped  with  quantities  of  permanganate  of  potash 

and  kaolin  in  accordance  with  the  scale  prescribed  by  Government. 


The  total  quantities  of  potash  permanganate,  kaolin  and  essential  oils 
mixture  used  were  38,878,  5,987  and  1,873  lb.  respectively. 

Inoculations — The  total  number  of  inoculations  performed  by  different 
agencies  during  the  year  was  202  318.  Out  of  these  72,259  were 
performed  by  travelling  dispensaries,  94,301  by  district  health  staff  and 
the  remaining  35,758  by  other  agencies. 

Monetary  grants — Grants  amounting  to  Rs, 9,937  were  given  to 
district  magistrates  for  anti-cholera  measures  in  rural  areas. 


Temporary  Regulations — Temporary  Regulations  under  the  Epi¬ 
demic  Diseases  Act  were  enforced  m  a  number  of  districts  and  munici¬ 
palities.

No  deaths  were  returned 
from  the  districts  of  Dehra  Dun,  Muttra,  Agra,  Mainpuri,  Etah,  Shahjahan- 
pur,  Pilibhit,  Farrukhabad,  Etawah,  Fatehpur,  Jhansi,  Jalaun,  Hamirpur, 
Banda,  Naini  Tal,  Almora,  Garhwal,  Lucknow,  Unao,  Rae  Bareli,  Sitapur, 
Hardoi,  Kheri,  Gonda,  Bahraich,  Partabgarh  and  Bara  Banki.  While  the 
number  of  deaths  reported  from  the  districts  of  Aligarh,  Bareilly,  Budaun, 
Cawnpore  and  Allahabad  was  too  low  to  yield  a  ratio.

9.  The  total  number  of  deaths  in  rural  districts  was  6,585  in  1936, 
Plague  in  rural  showing  a  death-rate  of  *15.  Of  these  returning  the 
areas.  highest  mortality  rates,  Gorakhpur  stood  first  with 

(Statement  VTA.)  a  death-rate  of  1*00  followed  by  Muzafiarnagar 
(*57),  Azamgarh  (*44)  and  Saharanpur  (*40). 

No  deaths  were  reported  from  the  rural  areas  in  27  districts. 

Inoculations — The  total  number  of  inoculations  performed  during 
the  year  was  127,487,  of  which  67,643  were  performed  by  travelling 
dispensaries  (including  reserve  and  temporary  medical  officers),  36,063  by 
district  health  staff  and  the  remaining  23,781  by  other  agencies. 

Evacuation — Evacuation  of  the  infected  dwellings  is  a  measure  which 
is  gradually  getting  popular  with  the  masses.  It  is  most  useful  in  checking 
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Deaths  and  death- 
rates  from  smallpox 
in  the  province. 
(Statement  VIII) 


an  epidemic  of  plague.  Rs.  1,886  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  district 
magistrates  to  assist  people  in  evacuating  their  houses. 

Rat  destruction —  Anti-rat  campaign  was  carried  out  in  22  districts, 
35  Municipalities  and  6  notified  areas  in  the  province.  The  total  nus,tb 
of  rats  killed  during  the  year  under  report  was  1,955,116. 

2,5881b  of  barium  carbonate  were  supplied  free  of  charge  to  districts 
and  municipalities  and  grants  amounting  to  Rs,  4,606  were  given  to 
district  magistrates  and  local  bodies  for  anti-rat  campaign. 

Epidemic  Regulations  —  These  regulations  were  promulgated  where- 
ever  necessary  to  control  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Smallpox 

10.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  smallpox  during  1936  was 

14,819  as  compared  with  26,032  in  1935.  The 
death-rates  for  the  two  years  were,  respectively,  *30 
and  *54  and  the  quinquennial  average  *24.  The 
deaths  amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were 
2,713,  between  the  ages  one  to  ten  years  3,509  and 

the  rest  amongst  adults.  Like  last  year  the  highest  mortality  (3,081) 
occurred  in  May  and  the  lowest  (74)  in  October.  (A  separate  report  on 
vaccination  is  contained  in  Chapter  XIII  of  the  report.)

The  lowest  mortal¬ 
ity  was  recorded  in  Etah  and  Cawnpore  with  a  death-rate  of  *01  each,  follow 
ed  by  Aligarh,  Muttra,  Agra,  Banda,  Bahraich  and  Partabgarh  with  a 
uniform  death-rate  of  *02. 

14.  There  being  no  separate  smallpox  hospitals  in  these  provinces, 

smallpox  cases  were  treated  in  infectious  diseases  hos- 
Smallpox  hospitals.  pitals  where  such  existed,  in  temporary  huts  or  in 
regular  hospitals  with  infectious  diseases  wards.  The  table  appended  below 
gives  a  short  history  of  the  cases  treated  in  these  hospitals  :

Cerebro* Spinal  Mon-  There  were  in  all  236  deaths  from  this  cause  during 
ingitis.  the  year  under  review  as  compared  with  756  in  the 

(Statement  VI  (a).]  preceding  year.  Of  these  207  deaths  were  reported 
from  towns  and  29  deaths  from  rural  tracts. 

Out  of  439  towns,  cases  were  reported  only  from  37.  Mortality  was 
most  marked  in  the  towns  of  Agra  (51),  Cawnpere  (38),  Lucknow  (19), 
Meerut  (15),  Allahabad  (12)  and  Muttra  (11)  while  in  the  remaining  31 
infected  towns  the  number  of  deaths  reported  did  not  exceed  8. 

The  incidence  of  the  disease  in  rural  tracts  of  the  districts  was  very 
low.  Mortality  was  reported  from  only  12  districts  and  the  number  of 
deaths  reported  did  not  exceed  8  in  any  case. 

Majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  persons  between  10  to  35  years  of 
age.  Children  under  one  year  and  persons  over  55  years  were  the  least 
affected.  It  was  noticed  that  all  communities  were  susceptible  to  the 
disease  but  females  were  comparatively  less  affected  than  males.  The 
disease  was  more  prevalent  among  Muslims  than  among  Hindus, 

Cases  were  mostly  isolated  and  treated  in  the  infectious  diseases  ward 
of  civil  hospitals  where  special  arrangements  for  lumbar  puncture  and  for 
repeated  injections  of  anti-meningococcus  serum  were  made.  In  the 
Cawnpore  Municipality  the  cases  were  treated  at  the  infectious  diseases 
hospital  where  in  the  course  of  treatment  it  was  observed  that  with  the 
use  of  Meningococous  anti-toxin  the  number  of  lumber  punctures  perform¬ 
ed  was  less  and  convalescent  period  was  less  prolonged,  but  such 
defects  as  defective  hearing,  loss  of  vision  and  speech,  were  noticed  in  a 
number  of  cases  even  after  their  recovery. 

The  disease  though  contagious  was  found  to  be  irregular  in  its  distri¬ 
bution,  as  cases  occurred  in  different  mohallas  far  from  each  other  and  no 
second  case  occurred  in  the  same  family. 

It  was  found  that  recovery  rate  in  cases  treated  in  hospitals  was  more 
promising  than  in  cases  treated  at  residences.  It  is  essential  that  people 
should  realize  the  danger  of  the  disease  and  come  forward  immediately  for 
treatment  in  hospitals. 

A  statement  showing  the  number  of  seizures  and  deaths  from  the 
disease  registered  during  the  year  according  to  age,  sex  and  community 
groups  is  appended.

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The  following  preventive  measures  were  adopted  to  combat  the  preva- 
1  ence  of  the  disease  : 

(1)  Patients  were  removed  to  the  hospitals. 

(2)  Houses  were  disinfected. 

(3)  Relations  were  advised  to  expose  their  clothes,  beddings,, 

furniture,  etc.  to  the  sun  daily  to  avoid  overcrowding  and 
unnecessary  worry, 

(4)  Contacts  were  supplied  with  Potassium  Permanganate  for 

gargling  and  cleaning  of  the  nose. 

(5)  Roads  and  Kachcha  patris  were  watered  both  morning  and 

evening  to  keep  down  dust. 

(6)  Leaflets  and  posters  dealing  with  preventive  measures  were 

distributed  to  the  public. 

(7)  Strict  supervision  was  kept  over  the  local  cinemas.  The 

managers  were  warned  against  overcrowding  and  sealing  of 
doors  and  windows  during  the  shows. 

(8)  Particular  attention  was  paid  towards  the  general  sanitation, 

disposal  of  nightsoil  and  rubbish  and  the  cleansing  of 
affected  areas. 


Btri-Beri 

31.  There  were  118  deaths  in  urban  areas  and  27  in  rural  areas,  i,e.. 

a  total  of  145  deaths  during  the  year  under  review 
m^Dropsy  01  as  compared  to  380  deaths  in  the  preceding 

[Statement  VI(a).]  year. 

Like  last  year  the  disease  again  appeared  in  somewhat  serious  form 
in  the  Benares  city,  where  the  active  symptoms  appeared  mostly  amongst 
the  old  cases.  A  few  new  cases  were  also  reported  from  Dasaswamedh  and 
Bhelupura  wards.  Ths  disease  was  mainly  confined  to  the  Bengali  com¬ 
munity.  Ninety-two  deaths  were  reported  from  the  Benares  city  alone 
against  304  in  the  previous  year.  In  other  infected  towns  and  rural  tracts 
of  districts  the  number  of  deaths  reported  did  not  exceed  8  in  any  case. 
The  disease  has  not  yet  been  declared  notifiable. 

The  chief  features  of  the  disease  were  dilation  of  heart,  cardiac  pain, 
oedema  all  over  the  body  and  diarrhoea.  No  glaucoma  was  present. 

The  following  measures  were  adopted  to  check  the  prevalence  of  the 
disease  : 

(1)  Patients  were  advised  to  live  in  well-ventilated  and  good 

hygienic  surroundings,  to  take  cow’s  milk  and  simple  food 
and  to  avoid  rice  and  oil  during  convalescence. 

(2)  Leaflets  and  posters  giving  symptoms  and  preventive  measures 

were  distributed  to  the  public. 

(3)  Lectures  on  the  preventive  measures  of  Beri-Beri  were 

delivered  in  schools  and  public  places.  Propaganda  through 
house  to  house  visit  was  also  carried  out. 

(4)  Medicines  and  drugs  were  distributed  free  amongst  the  poor. 

(5)  Marmite  sandwiches  and  milk  were  given  regularly  to  school 

children  in  the  Benares  city.

(6)  All  houses  where  deaths  from  Beri-Beri  took  place  were  disin¬ 

fected.

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CHAPTER  IV 

Epidemiology 

Rai  Bahadur  Dr.  A.  C.  Banerjea,  m.b.,  dr.p.h.,  Assistant  Director  of 

Public  Health,  Malariology,  United  Provinces,  held 
charge  of  this  branch  in  addition  to  his  other  duties. 
The  staff  consisted  cf  46  medical  officers  of  the  provincial  subordinate 
public  health  service,  grade  II  of  whom  33  medical  officers  held  charge 
of  travelling  dispensaries,  one  medical  officer  was  employed  on  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  anti-cholera  vaccine  and  12  medical  officers  were  engaged  on- 
reserve  duty.  There  was  also  one  store-keeper  attached  to  the  Epidemic 
Stores,  In  addition  to  this  staff,  15  to  20  temporary  medical  officers  were 
appointed  for  epidemic  duty  in  various  districts  of  the  province,  their 
services  being  retained  for  periods  of  varying  duration  according  to  the 
local  epidemic  needs,  for  inoculation,  flood  relief  and  medical  inspection  of 
passengers.  As  the  need  for  strengthening  the  permanent  cadre  of  the 
provincial  subordinate  public  health  service  has  been  keenly  felt  for  the 
past  several  years,  Government  were  requested  to  permanently  increase 
the  cadre  of  medical  officers  by  20,  but  the  question  had  to  be  deferred 
owing  to  financial  stringency. 

2.  Travelling  dispensaries — The  number  of  provincial  travelling 
dispensaries  was  increased  from  23  to  26  during  the  year  and  the  total 
strength  of  travelling  dispensaries  is  now  33  inclusive  of  four  district, 
board,  one  forest  and  two  Tarai  and  Bhabar  Estates  travelling  dispen¬ 
saries.  Each  of  the  district  boards,  viz.  Pilibbit,  Gorakhpur,  Aluttra  and 
Cawnpore,  contributed  the  usual  amount  of  Rs. 1,000  annually  towards  the 
upkeep  of  its  travelling  dispensary.  The  Forest  travelling  dispensary 
(Khen)  and  the  two  Tarai  and  Bhabar  Government  Estates  travelling 
dispensaries  were  maintained  entirely  at  the  cost  of  the  Forest  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  estates  concerned. 

The  activities  cf  the  district  board  travelling  dispensaries  were,  as 
usual,  confined  to  the  districts  to  which  they  were  attached,  while  the 
Forest  and  Tarai  and  Bhabar  Estates  travelling  dispensaries  worked  in 
their  respective  areas.  The  provincial  public  health  travelling  dispen¬ 
saries  were  engaged  in  normal  times  in  affording  medical  relief  to  the  rural 
masses  and  on  other  public  health  works  within  the  districts  to  which  they 
were  occasionally  attached,  while  during  outbreaks  of  epidemics  they 
carried  out  preventive  measures  in  the  interior  of  districts,  viz.  disinfection, 
mass  inoculation,  etc. 

On  e  reserve  travelling  dispensaiy  was  mobilized  and  posted  at  Ram- 
nagar  (Naini  Tal)  to  supervise  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  pilgrim  route 
to  Badri  Nath  and  Kedar  Nath.  In  addition,  one  provincial  public  health, 
travelling  dispensary  was  posted  at  Rikhikesh  for  six  months  for  medical 
aid  to  pilgrims  to  Badri  Nath  and  Kedar  Nath. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  by  these  dispen¬ 
saries  was  159,490  against  154,347  in  the  last  year  and  the  number  of 
villages  visited  was  4,145.  They  also  performed  1,064  minor  operations 
and  did  41  784  anti-plague  inoculations  and  33,714  anti-cholera  inocula¬ 
tions. 

Apart  from  their  normal  duties  these  itinerant  units  rendered  great 
assistance  in  rural  uplift  work.  They  carried  out  sanitary  improvements 
in  a  large  number  of  villages.  They  also  disributed  literature  on  various 
epidemic  diseases  and  trained  a  large  number  of  village  aiders. 
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CHAPTER  V 
Fairs  and  Festivals 

1.  The  most)  important  fair  of  the  year  was  the  Adh  Kumbh  Mela  at 
Allahabad,  which  was  held  early  in  the  year.  A  complete  report  detailing 
the  public  health  and  medical  arrangements  made  has  already  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  Government  and  is  also  appended  to  this  report  as  Appendix  E. 
The  medical  and  sanitary  arrangements  were  in  my  charge  in  my  capacity 
as  assistant  director  of  public  health  of  the  II  range.  There  wa9  no  out¬ 
break  of  any  epidemic — 'the  number  of  seizures  and  deaths  from  cholera 
were  only  8  and  6  respectively. 

2.  The  assistant  director  of  public  health,  I  range,  organized  and 
supervised  the  sanitary  and  medical  arrangements  of  the  Mahafcarni  and 
Dikhauti  fairs  held  at  Hardwar  and  Rikhikesh,  Piran  Kaliar  fair 
(Saharanpur),  Garhraukhtesar  and  Nauchandi  fairs  (Meerut).  He  also 
or  ganized  the  arrangements  of  the  Batesar  fair  (Agra),  Daranagar  fair 
(Bijnor)  and  of  the  Dhaighat  fair  (Shahjahanpur).  The  assistant  director 
of  public  health,  II  range,  supervised  the  arrangements  of  the  Govind 
Dwadeshi  and  Rasulpur  Dargah  fairs  (Fyzabad),  the  Ram  Naumi  and 
Sawan  Jhula  fairs  (Ajodhia),  the  Dadri  fair  (Ballia)  and  the  Dewa  fair 
(Bara  Banki).  Four  cases  of  smallpox  were  detected  each  during  the 
Mahabarni  and  Dikauti  fairs  at  Hardwar  and  four  of  cholera  and  one  of 
chickenpox  during  the  Ram  Naumi  fair  at  Ajodhia.  Other  fairs  were 
supervised  and  controlled  by  the  local  public  health  staff. 

3.  The  usual  anti-epidemic  measures,  such  as  cleaning  of  mala  sites 
before  and  after  the  fairs,  disinfection  of  fair  area  and  roadside  wells, 
careful  supervision  of  import  and  export  of  infectious  cases,  etc.  were 
carried  out.  Medical  inspection  of  pilgrims  at  all  important  railway 
stations  was  also  undertaken  in  respect  of  larger  fairs.  Temporary  regula¬ 
tions  under  the  Epidemic  Diseases  Act  were  also  enforced  in  case  of  the 
big  fairs.  Hygiene  propaganda  work  was  done  in  almost  all  the  importapt 
fairs  of  the  province. 
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CHAPTER  VI

3.  During  the  year  1936,  an  important  decision  was  taken  by  Govern¬ 
ment  in  respect  of  the  administration  of  infectious 
diseases  hospitals  and  this  has  been  circulated 
amongst  the  local  authorities  for  adoption.  So 
far,  these  hospitals  were  in  administrative  charge  of  municipal  medical 
officers  of  health  and  the  actual  treatment  work  was  in  the  hands 
of  assistant  or  sub-assistant  surgeons  employed  by  municipal  boards  for 
the  sub-charge  of  these  hospitals.  Government  have  decided  that  while 
the  administration  of  the  hospitals  should  remain  in  the  hands  of  municipal 
boards,  or  the  municipal  medical  officers  of  health,  and  while  the  assistant 
and  sub-assistant  surgeons  to  be  employed  by  these  boards  should  continue 
to  be  responsible  for  actual  treatment  work,  civil  surgeons  of  the  districts 
or  their  assistants  should  hold  visiting  charge  of  the  hospitals,  so  that  the 
standard  of  treatment  and  nursing  may  be  on  up-to-date  lines. 


The  infectious  diseases  hospital  at  Gouda,  of  which  mention  was  made 
in  the  previous  year’s  report,  was  opened  to  the  public  in  1936.  Plans 
and  estimates  for  an  infectious  diseases  hospital  at  Allahabad  and  another 
at  Gorakhpur  have  been  prepared,  while  those  for  a  similar  hospital  at 
Moradabad  are  uuder  preparation. 


5.  Statements  showing  the  results  of  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 

analyses  of  water  supplies  in  the  municipalities  and

Iu  nearly  all  the  towns  with  piped  water  supplies,  water  analysis  was 
carried  on  by  the  medical  officers  of  health.  But  for  control  purposes  on 
the  routine  tests  carried  out  by  these  officers  as  also  to  serve  as  a  reliable 
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guide  in  forming  an  opinion  as  to  the  quality  of  water,  370  samples  of 
water  were  also  examined  at  the  Provincial  Hygiene  Institute  chemically 
and  bacteriologically,  during  different  seasons  of  the  year  and  suitable 
measures  where  necessary  for  improving  the  quality  of  water  were  recom¬ 
mended. 

The  assistant  director  of  public  health,  I  range,  inspected  the  water 
supply  of  Agra  and  Meerut  municipalities  and  also  the  Tirath  Tank  at 
Gola  (Kheri). 

The  classification  of  the  various  water  supplies  in  the  United  Provinces 
according  to  the  percentage  of  number  of  samples  that  came  up  to  the 
standard  during  the  year  1935-36  based  upon  the  reports  of  examina¬ 
tions,  received  from  the  medical  officers  of  health  of  different  municipalities 
and  on  the  results  of  the  seasonal  analyses  carried  out  at  the  Provincial 
Hygiene  Institute,  United  Provinces,  was  as  under:

The  water  supplies  of  Hardwar,  Fatehpur  Sikri,  Lucknow,  Dehra 
Dun,  Bhowali  and  Benares  showed  considerable  improvement  during 
the  year  under  report  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  quality  of  water  of  Meerut,  Muttra  and  Aligarh  was  unsatisfactory 
when  judged  from  the  record  of  the  results  of  seasonal  analyses  carried 
out  at  the  Provincial  Hygiene  Institute.  The  medical  officers  of  health 
were  asked  to  take  necessary  remedial  measures  and  the  subsequent 
analyses  reports  showed  improvement  in  the  quality  of  water. 

Group  II — water  supplies  in  which  60  to  79  per  cent,  of  the  samples 
examined  during  the  year  came  up  to  the  standard  and  which  are  regarded 
as  fairly  satisfactory  were  classed  in  this  group  and  they  are  as  follows  :

The  quality  of  water  of  Unao  municipality  showed  improvement  this 
year. 
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Although  the  Mirzapur  water-supply  is  in  group  II  yet  when  judged 
from  the  results  of  seasonal  analyses  carried  out  at  the  Institute  the 
quality  of  water  of  this  municipality  was  unsatisfactory.  As  pointed 
out  last  year  this  water-supply  should  be  regarded  as  belonging  to  group 
III  of  unsatisfactory  water-supplies. 

Group  III  consisted  of  those  water-supplies  in  which  less  than  50 
per  cent,  of  the  samples  examined  were  found  to  be  up  to  the  standard 
and  which  were  regarded  as  unsatisfactory.

The  quality  of  water-supply  at  Fyzabad  deteriorated  as  compared  with 
the  results  of  last  year.  The  water-supply  of  this  municipality  deserves  a 
closer  investigation  by  the  Engineering  Department. 

Recommendations 

(1)  Filtration  and  chlorination  plants  for  the  treatment  of  water- 
supplies  at  Jhansi  and  Mirzapur  are  necessary.  At  Jhansi  the  balancing- 
tank  has  been  completed  and  a  portion  of  the  pipe  water-supply  is  now 
chlorinated.  In  the  case  of  Mirzapur  the  purification  of  water-supply  is 
necessary  but  it  is  difficult  to  determine  the  size  of  purification  plant  until 
waste  is  brought  down  to  a  reasonable  limit  so  that  real  consumption 
may  be  ascertained.  More  vigorous  action  is  necessary. 

(2)  Dehra  Dun  water-supply  from  all  the  sources,  should  be  chlorinated 
throughout  the  year.  Re-organization  scheme  has  been  taken  in  hand 
and  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  ready  in  a  year  or  so. 

(3)  Some  permanent  measures  for  the  disinfection  of  water-suppies  at 
Golagokaran  Nath,  Haldwani  and  Almora  are  necessary.  The  Boalrd  of 
Public  Health  gave  a  grant  to  cover  the  Lalkua  Canal  at  Haldwani  which 
is  also  one  of  the  sources  of  domestic  water-supply. 

(4)  The  water-supplies  of  the  following  places  were  found  to  be  of  a 
degree  of  hardness  beyond  permissible  limits  on  chemical  examination  :

The  Chairmen,  Municipal  Boards  of  Unao  and  Moradabad,  have  been 
asked  to  provide  a  small  laboratory  of  their  own  for  analysis  of  water  in 
their  towns  in  the  near  future  and  necessary  steps  are  being  taken  by  them 
in  the  matter.  Laboratories  have  been  established  in  Jhansi  and 
in  Hathras. 

6.  Thirty-seven  samples  of  water  from  railway  stations  and  pilgrim 
Analysis  of  water-  centres  were  examined  bacteriologically  at  the  com- 
supplies  of  railway  meccement  of  the  fairs,  and  during  the  fairs  and  the 
stations.  prevalence  of  epidemics  of  cholera  in  the  districtss* 

Results  of  analyses  carried  out  by  the  railway  medical  officers  were  al  o 
scrutinized  at  the  Provincial  Hygiene  Institute  and  necessary  recom¬ 
mendations  were  made  to  the  railway  authorities  to  improve  their  water* 
supplies.

The  “  village  medicine  chests  *’  designed  by  the  department)  and 
Issued  to  villages  under  the  rural  development  scheme  last  year  are 
very  popular  and  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  various  authorities. 
The  soakage  pits  are  on  the  whole  popular,  but  their  success  depends 
on  the  nature  of  the  soil  and  the  availability  or  otherwise  of  the  soaking 
material  (burnt  bricks,  ballast,  etc).  The  trench  pattern  latrines,  a  large 
scale  experiment  on  which  was  undertaken  last  year,  have  not  proved  a 
success  at  all  and  they  have  been  ordered  to  be  abandoned.  Manure  pits 
are,  on  the  other  hand,  more  universally  used,  and  where  pits  are  not 
constructed,  or  cannot  be  dug,  the  manure  and  rubbish  heaps  are  being 
removed  outside  the  abadi.  The  formation  of  sanitary  committees  under 
the  rural  development  scheme  has  awakened  local  enthusiasm  in  public 
health  matters. 


3.  No  model  village  was  laid  out  during  the  year,  but  model  houses 

were  constructed  in  certain  villages,  e.g.  in  the

Rockefeller  Foundation  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  The  work  is  being  carried  out  on  the  same 
lines  as  in  previous  years. 

was  one  of  intense  activity  for  members  of  the 
district  health  staff,  as  they  were  called  upon  to 
co-operate  actively  in  the  Government’s  programme 
for  rural  development.  In  nine  districts  the  District  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  or  Reserve  Officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department  were 
also  required  to  supervise  the  “  modified  ”  health  units.  Owing  to 
reorganization  of  the  general  plan  of  rural  development  work  in  con¬ 
nexion  with  suggestions  made  by  the  Government  of  India,  who  pro¬ 
vided  funds  for  both  schemes,  i.e.,  the  main  scheme  of  development 
in  the  45  plains  districts  and  the  modified  health  units  in  nine  dis » 
tricts,  the  latter  had  to  be  abandoned  from  November  1,  1936,  after 
working  for  a  year.  During  the  period  of  its  working  163  villages 
were  improved  on  sanitary  lines,  wells  in  them  were  made  sanitary,  soakage 
pits,  manure  pits,  sanitary  type  of  cattle-sheds,  ventilators  and  bathing 
enclosures  for  women  were  provided  and  health  propaganda  and 
maternity  work  was  carried  on  an  intensive  scale.  Public  health  work, 
by  itself,  is  generally  looked  upon  with  indifference  in  villages,  but  the 
combination  of  medical  relief  along  with  public  health  work  in  these 
units  created  confidence  in  the  minds  of  the  people  and  won  their 
co-operation.  The  zamindars  in  the  health  unit  area  also  extended  a 
considerable  measure  of  support  in  labour  and  money. 

Work  under  the  main  scheme  in  the  45  plains  districts  was  on  the  lines 
mentioned  last  year. 

8.  Public  health  byelaws  have  now  been  framed  in  nearly  all  districts

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CHAPTER  VIII 
Malaria 

Rai  Bahadur  Dr.  A.  C.  Banerjea,  D,  P.  H Assistant  Director  of

In  1936,  malaria  was  responsible  for  751,712  deaths  as  against 
Malaria  onditions  813,591  deaths  in  1935  and  the  death  rates  for  the 
In  the  province.  two  years  were  15’53  and  16*81,  respectively,  while 

[Statement  VI(a)>  the  recorded  death  rates  from  all  causes  for  these 

years  were  22  61  and  24*78,  respectively.  Malaria  was  responsible  for 
about  70  per  cent  of  the  deaths  registered  from  all  causes. 

Reporting  under  malaria,  as  is  wellknown,  is  extremely  defective  and 
under  the  present  system  of  reporting,  particularly  in  rural  areas,  most  of 
the  fever  cases  are  registered  under  this  head.  It  is  difficult  to  ascertain 
the  direct  mortality  from  malaria,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  mortality 
from  this  cause  is  certainly  very  large  and  forms  a  considerable  proportion 
of  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes.  Apart  from  the  direct  loss 
due  to  deaths  from  malaria,  it  has  also  a  marked  indirect  action  in  lowering 
the  vitality  of  the  sufferers  and  making  them  susceptible  to  contract  other 
diseases. 

Correct  data  cannot  be  formed  to  determine  the  case  incidence  of 
malaria  in  rural  areas  where  hospitals  are  few  and  far  between  and  where 
a  large  percentage  of  population  depends  on  indigenous  system  of  medi¬ 
cine  for  treatment.  According  to  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Inspector 
General  of  Civil  Hospitals,  United  Provinces,  1,497,346  patients  of  mala¬ 
ria  were  treated  in  all  classes  of  dispensaries  in  the  United  Provinces  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  1936  a5?  compared  with  1,174,745  patients  in  1935,  showing 
an  increase  of  322,601  patients  in  1936,  This  increase  is  due  to  epide¬ 
mic  outbreaks  of  malaria  in  29  districts  of  the  province  during  the  autumn 
of  1936  due  to  unusually  heavy  rains  and  consequent  flooding  of  the 
large  rivers.  These  figures,  by  no  means,  represent  the  true  index  of 
malaria  sickness  in  the  province  and  are  only  a  fraction  of  the  total  sufferers 
from  this  disease.  The  figures  given  above  with  regard  to  deaths  and 
sickness  from  malaria  whether  reliable  or  not,  indicate  that  of  all  diseases 
malaria  is  the  greatest  problem  of  the  country  and  anything  done  to  fight 
this  scourage  will  be  of  distinct  economic  gain  to  the  State, 

Summary  of  the  principal  activities  of  the  Malaria  Branch . 

1.  Anti-malarial  measures  at  Banbassa  —  Headworks  Division  of 
the  Saraa  Canal — These  were  supervised  periodically  by  the  officers  of  this 
branch.  The  examination  of  blood  films  from  fever  cases  was  carried  out 
every  fortnight  and  the  results  communicated  to  the  medical  officer  at 
Banbassa  for  his  guidance  in  administering  proper  treatment  to  the  suffer¬ 
ers.  The  fortnightly  blood  examinations  and  the  sick  returns  from  Banbassa 
hospital  have  served  as  an  index  to  the  prevailing  malaria  conditions  at 
Banbassa.  These  also  helped  in  indicating  the  periods  when  proper  pre¬ 
ventive  measures  were  actually  required. 

The  usual  blanket  treatment  was  administered  to  the  whole  population 
in  the  beginning  of  the  spring  and  again  in  the  autumn  malaria  seasons  as 
an  anti-relapse  and  anti-gametocyte  measure. 
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H  is  Excellency  Sir  Hairry  Haig,  the  Governor  of  the  United  Provinces,, 
who  paid  a  visit  to  Banbassa  in  January  1936,  remarked  as  follows  : 

“  Preventive  measures  against  malaria  seem  from  the  charts  to 
have  been  remarkably  successful  in  the  last  two  years.  Important 
results  are  attributed  to  the  cutting  of  the  grass  in  the  monsoon. 

On  a  reference  from  the  Irrigation  Department  a  brief  survey  of  the 
colony  at  Banbassa  was  undertaken  with  a  view  to  investigate  the  question 
of  jungle  clearance  as  an  anti-malarial  measure  and  it  was  recommended 
that  this  measure  is  likely  to  improye  the  malaria  situation  in  the  irrigation 
colony. 

During  the  year  a  pakka  mosquito  proof  shed  with  ridge  type  of  venti¬ 
lators  was  constructed  for  labourers  living  with  families. 

2.  Anti-malarial  works  in  the  Tarai  and  Bhabar  Estates — The 
scheme  of  “  Paris  Greening  *’  and  other  anti-larval  measures  together  with  a 
well  regulated  treatment  scheme  of  actual  sufferers  was  carried  out  in  certain 

O 

groups  of  villages  in  the  worst  tracts. 

The  services  of  115  volunteers  were  utilized  for  Paris  greening  of  217 
breeding  grounds  in  44  villages.  They  also  helped  in  filling  74  pits,  80 
tanks  and  26  burrowpits.  The  anti-malarial  works,  e  g.  construction  and 
clearance  of  anti-malarial  drains,  culverts  and  improvement  of  drainage 
were  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  Rs. 8,257. 

The  treatment  scheme  with  quinine  and  plasmoquine  was  in  operation 
in  62  villages  around  Bazpur  and  Shafakhana  through  the  agency  of  two 
whole-time  itinerant  compounders  and  the  cinchona-plasmoquine  scheme  in 
six  villages  of  parganas  Bazpur  and  Gadarpur  through  the  agency  of  the 
patwaris.  This  has  resulted  in  a  marked  reduction  in  the  sick  rate  and  in 
the  average  number  of  sick  days  in  these  areas,  as  is  clear  from  the  follow¬ 
ing  table  :

Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  village-aid  dispensaries  of  which  33  were 
established  during  the  year  underreport  also  administered  additional  relief 
to  malaria  sufferers. 


Nine  hundred  and  six  blood  slides  from  fever  cases  in  the  Tarai  Estates 
villages  were  examined  by  this  branch  and  a  report  was  submitted. 

The  total  quantity  of  quinine  and  cinchona  distributed  free  in  the 
villages  of  Tarai  and  Bhabar  out  of  estate  and  district  board  funds  was 
203  lb.  9  oz.  and  126  lb.  12  oz.,  respectively. 

An  experiment  with  Atebrin  musonate  injections  was  also  carried  out 
under  strict  medical  supervision  in  the  Gadarpur,  Haldwani  and  Kashipur 
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dispensaries.  It  is  too  early  to  draw  any  conclusions  at  present  but 
the  report  received  from  the  chief  medical  officer  of  health,  Tarai,  is 
not  very  encouraging. 

3.  Training  in  the  principles  of  malaria  control — Advanced 
courses  of  instructions  in  malariology  including  field  work  were  given  to 
14  candidates  of  L.  P.  H,  class. 

4.  Malaria  investigations — (a)  At  the  instance  of  the  Inspector 
General  of  Prisons  an  investigation  of  malaria  outbreak  in  the  district 
jail,  Mainpuri,  was  carried  out  and  recommendations  made  in  regard  to 
control  measures. 

(6)  An  investigation  of  malaria  in  village  Medowala,  district  Bijnor, 
was  made  and  recommendations  as  regards  preventive  measures  given. 

(c)  A  resurvey  to  study  the  effects  of  plasmoquine  and  quinine  scheme 
in  force  in  the  Kosi  notified  area  and  the  Brindaban  municipality  was  also 
made  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

(d)  Investigations  relating  to  excessive  mortality  from  malaria  were 
carried  out  in  municipalities  and  districts  through  the  district  and  muni¬ 
cipal  medical  officers  of  health  with  a  view  to  improve  reporting  under 
malaria  and  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  percentage  of  error  varies  from 
30  to  50. 

5.  Investigation  and  control  of  malaria  epidemics— Owing  to 
unusually  heavy  rains  and  consequent  flooding  of  the  main  rivers,  the 
following  districts  reported  outbreaks  of  malaria  in  an  epidemic  form  : 

(1)  Muzaffarnagar,  (2)  Saharanpur,  (3)  Agra,  (4)  Etah,  (5)  Aligarh, 
(6)  Muttra,  (7)  Mainpuri,  (8)  Bareilly,  (9)  Budaun,  (10)  Moradabad, 
(11 )  Shabjahanpur,  (12)  Pilibhit,  (13)  Farukhabad,  (14)  Etawah,  (15) 
Cawnpore,  ^16)  Mirzapur,  (1 7)  Basti,  (18)  Gorakhpur,  (19)  Lucknow, 
(20)  Unao,  (21)  Sitapur,  1 22)  Hardoi,  (23)  Kheri,  (24)  Rae  Bareli, 
(25)  Gonda,  (26)  Bahraich,  (27)  Sultanpur,  (28)  Bara  Banki  and  (29) 
Hamirpur. 

Of  these  Hardoi,  Shahjahanpur,  Bareilly  and  Unao  were  the  worst 
affected.  The  officers  of  this  branch  visited  17  of  these  affected  districts 
and  advised  the  local  bodies  on  the  control  measures  bo  be  carried  out 
according  to  local  conditions.  Arrangements  for  free  quinine  distribu¬ 
tion  to  actual  sufferers  in  these  districts  were  immediately  made  and 
indents  of  quinine  tablets  for  these  districts  were  supplied  in  full.  In  all 
3, 17 8 J  lb.  of  quinine  and  cinchona  tablets  were  distributed  free  in  the 
rural  areas  and  460,217  cases  were  treated.  This  free  distribution  of 
quinine  and  cinchona  tablets  considerably  helped  the  cultivators  in  timely 
harvesting  of  kharif  and  sowing  of  rabi  crops  — an  opinion  borne  out 
by  almost  unanimous  reports  of  district  magistrates. 

6.  Investigation  in  the  Sarda  Canal  areas — This  investigation 
was  continued  in  the  Sarda  Canal  “  sample  areas  ”  and  allied  tracts  with 
a  view  to  investigate  conditions  of  “  water  logging  ”  in  the  Sarda  irrigated 
zones.  The  pooled  spleen  rate  of  the  villages  under  canal  irrigation  was 
found  to  be  19*37  as  compared  to  3*18  in  non-irrigated  villages.  As  in 
previous  years  the  districts  of  Shahjahanpur,  Hardoi  and  Pilibhit  were  the 
worst  affected. 
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A  detailed  scheme  for  the  amelioration  of  malaria  conditions  which  was 
submitted  to  Government  in  1935  was  ultimately  referred  to  the  Irrigation 
Department,  but  the  latter  could  not  give  a  practical  shape  to  the  scheme 
owing  to  lack  of  funds, 

7.  Spleen  census  by  mortuary  circles  in  districts  with  health 
scheme — This  was  carried  out  as  usual  during  the  spring  and  autumn 
malarial  seasons.  The  districts  of  Bareilly  and  Hardoi  followed  by  Saha- 
ranpur,  Naini  Tal,  Muzaffarnagar,  Mirzapur  and  Pilibhit  reported  the 
highest  spleen  rate  during  the  autumn  season  and  the  districts  of  Naini 
Tal,  Saharanpur  and  Muzaffarnagar  during  the  spring  season.  The 
variation  in  the  spleen  rate  during  the  two  seasons  was  markedly  different. 
The  rate  for  autumn  was  higher  than  that  for  the  spring  and  it  was  mainly 
due  to  the  severe  outbreaks  of  malaria  in  epidemic  form  consequent  on 
abnormal  rainfall  and  flooding. 

8.  Anti-malarial  works  through  the  agency  of  Boy  Scouts  and 
Junior  Red  Gross  Groups—  This  scheme  was  in  operation  in  urban  as 
well  a3  in  rural  areas  of  districts  with  health  scheme.  The  response  from 
some  groups  has  been  encouraging.  These  groups  carried  out  minor 
anti-malarial  measures  such  as  oiling,  draining  and  filling  of  pits  and 
ditches  and  distribution  of  notices  in  order  to  bring  home  to  the  public  how 
insanitary  practices  conduce  to  malaria.  Species  of  mosquitoes  and  larval 
collections  from  these  groups  were  received  and  examined. 

9.  Anti-malarial  bye-laws  passed  by  the  local  bodies— The  Debra 
Dun  municipality  adopted  the  anti-malarial  bye-laws.  The  total  number 
of  muhicipalities,  cantonments  and  notified  areas  that  have  so  far  adopted 
the  bye-laws  now  stands  at  33. 

10.  (i)  Special  anti-malarial  schemes — (a)  Rural  mass  treatment 
scheme  with  cinchona  and  plasmoquine. 

This  was  continued  in  some  of  the  villages  of  Lucknow,  Hardoi  and 
Unao  districts.  The  necessary  cinchona  and  plasmoquine  tablets  were 
supplied  free  from  the  reserve  stock.  The  relapses  of  malaria  among 
persons  treated  were  found  to  be  much  less. 

(b)  and  (c)Kosi  Notified  Area  and  Brindaban  —  Two  courses  of  blanket 
treatment  were  given  to  scholars  in  the  Kosi  and  the  Brindaban 
municipal  schools.  This  treatment  was  useful  in  reducing  the  number  of 
sick  days  and  the  spleen  rates  amongst  scholars.  In  Brindaban,  however, 
there  was  some  opposition  to  this  treatment  in  the  beginning  by  parents 
of  scholars  but  later  on  this  difficulty  was  overcome. 

Three  and  a  half  pounds  and  2  lb.  of  cinchona  and  4,160  and  270 
tablets  of  1/12  grs,  of  plasmoquine  were  used  for  this  purpose  in  Kosi 
and  Brindaban,  respectively. 

(c?)  Budaun  district— 14  lb.  6  oz.  6  dr.  of  quinine  and  11  lb.  4  oz, 
6  dr.  of  cinchona  were  used  for  treating  7,464  adults  and  children. 

(e)  Khurja  Municipality,  The  remaining  3  lb,  of  cinchona  tablets 
out  of  10  lb.  supplied  last  year  were  distributed  for  treating  417 
persons, 

(ii)  Scheme  for  distribution  of  cinchona  through  local  agencies 
tended  to  afford  facilities  in  the  treatment  of  villagers  in  malarious  areas 
where  dispensaries  are  few  and  far  placed. 
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(a)  Shahjahanpur  Rural  Uplift  Association— Seven  thousand  three 
hundred  and  ninty-five  persons  were  treated  and  7  lb.  6  oz.  of  quinine 
were  distributed  in  rural  areas  under  this  association. 

( b )  Taraqi  Sabha,  Pilibhit  —  Thirty-eight  pounds  one  oz.  seven  dr.  of 
cinchona  were  distributed  by  this  agency  and  5,008  persons  were 
treated. 

(c)  Unao  “  Panchayat  ”  Village  Treatment  Scheme — Three  hundred 
and  twenty-four  persons  were  treated  in  six  villages  under  this  scheme. 

(iii)  Plural  sale  scheme  of  cinchona,  products  subsidized  by  local 
agencies — This  scheme  was  operative  in  a  few  villages  in  the  Gorakhpur 
district. 

(iv)  Partabgarh  Health  Unit  Scheme—  The  scheme  of  treatment 
with  cinchona  and  plasmoquine  was  continued  in  five  villages  of  the 
Partabgarh  Health  Unit. 

(v)  Modified  Health  Unit  Scheme — This  scheme  continued  to  be 
operative  in  nine  districts  till  the  end  of  October,  193d.  Besides  other 
drugs,  quinine  tablets  for  intensive  malaria  treatment  were  supplied  to  all 
units.  Simple  anti-malarial  measures  were  carried  out  in  some  of  the 
villages  of  health  units. 

(vi)  Rural  Development  Scheme — Three  thousand  and  eighty-four 
village  medicine  chests  which  were  supplied  to  45  plains  districts  during 
1935  were  replenished  and  4  oz.  of  quinine  tablets  were  supplied  for 
each  village  medicine  chest. 

11 — Investigations  in  jails  and  municipalities  —  Blood  slides  of 
convicts  in  the  Bareilly  Central,  District  and  Juvenile  Jails  were  received 
and  examined  and  reports  submitted, 

The  investigations  in  the  Lucknow  Municipality  were  continued.  Perio¬ 
dical  visits  were  made  to  supervise  the  anti-malarial  work  and  information 
with  regard  to  the  chief  carrier  anophelines  and  their  breeding  was  supplied 
to  the  medical  officer  of  health  from  time  to  time  with  recommendations  for 
modification  of  measures  as  and  when  necessary. 

Blood  slides  of  malaria  cases  from  different  dispensaries  in  the  Lucknow 
municipality  were  regularly  examined  for  the  presence  of  malarial 
parasite. 

12.  Government  Quinine  Tablet  Manufacturing  Factory  —  (i) 
Manufacture  and  sale  of  quinine  and  cinchona  febrifuge  tablets  —  In 
view  of  the  increasing  demands  for  quinine  and  cinchona  tablets  and  the 
conversion  of  the  Government  of  India’s  free  gift  of  6,000  lb.  of  quinine 
powder,  the  Government  sanctioned  the  scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  Quinine  Tablet  Manufacturing  Factory.  In  this  connexion  three 
additional  machines  and  implements  worth  Rs. 5,000  were  purchased  and 
metalled  in  the  factory  and  an  extra  staff  consisting  of  one  head  clerk,  one 
head  mechanic,  two  assistant  mechanics  and  four  coolies  was  entertained 
With  effect  from  1st  August,  1936.  This  additional  staff  proved  inadequate 
as  owing  to  the  abnormal  floods  the  output  of  the  factory  went  up  by 
more  than  double  the  estimated  *  output  and  a  further  temporary  staff 
consisting  of  one  clerk,  one  carpenter  and  four  coolies  had  to  be  engaged 
from  1st  October,  1936. 
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During  the  year  under  report  quinine  and  cinchona  tablets  worth 
Rs.99, 676-14  were  sold  by  the  factory  against  Rs. 38, 028-14  in  the  preceding 
year,  as  per  details  appended  below  :

In  addition,  154  lb.  of  quinine  powder  out  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Health’s  reserve  stock  were  converted  into  tablets  earning  for  the  factory 
a  sum  of  Rs.616  as  conversion  charges. 

(u)  Quinine  Reserve — One  hundred  and  two  pounds  of  quinine  and 
567  lb.  12J  oz,  of  cinchona  tablets  were  issued  from  the  reserve  stock  to  the 
districts  of  Debra  Dun,  Saharanpur,  Muzaffarnagar,  Bulandshahr,  Bareilly, 
Moradabad,  Shahjahanpur,  Pilibhit,  Mainpuri,  Bijnor,  Budaun,  Aligarh, 
Muttra,  Fatehpur,  Hamirpur,  Gorakhpur,  Bahraich,  Fyzabad,  Lucknow, 
Unao,  Sitapur,  Kheri,  Hardoi,  Rae  Bareli  and  Bultanpur  for  replenishment 
of  district  reserve  stock  consumed  during  malaria  epidemics, 

13.  Out  of  the  Government  of  India’s  free  grant  of  6,000  lb.  of 
quinine  powder,  3,113  lb.  9  oz.  were  converted  into  tablets  and  issued  to 
the  malaria  affected  districts  for  free  distribution.  In  view  of  the  heavy 
demands  for  quinine  from  these  districts  the  scheme  approved  by  the 
Government  for  the  utilization  of  this  stock  was  held  in  abeyance. 

The  enclosed  table  represents  the  consumption  of  quinine  and  cinchona 
per  head  of  population  for  the  year  1936  in  the  United  Provinces.  This 
represents  the  consumption  of  quinine  and  cinchona  through  all  sources 
(medical,  jails,  health,  local  bodies  and  other  departments)  and  essentially 
the  amount  utilized  in  treatment  of  malaria  cases  all  over  the  province. 
Owing  to  severe  outbreaks  of  malaria  epidemics  in  29  districts  the 
consumption  of  quinine  and  cinchona  per  head  of  population  varied  from 
*28  to  3T92  grains  for  various  districts.

According  to  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Inspector  General  of  Civil 
Hospitals,  United  Provinces,  1,962  lb.  and  4  oz.  of  quinine  and  2,104 
lb.  and  7  dr.  of  cinchona  were  consumed  in  hospitals  during  the  year 
1936,  as  compared  with  1,581  lb.  of  quinine  and  1,787  lb.  of  cinchona 
in  1935.  This  works  to  an  average  of  19*01  grs.  per  patient  in  1936, 
against  a  minimum  of  60  grs.  required  for  each  paroxysm  of  malaria. 
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CHAPTER  IX 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Dr,  (Mrs.)  T.  S.  Iyer,  M  R.C.S.,  l.r.c.p.,  b.s.  (Director  of  Maternity 
n  and  Child  Welfare  Section)  held  charge  of  the 

organization.  section.  As  usual  she  worked  under  the  direct 

control  of  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  United  Provinces,  as  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Indian  Red  Cross  Society,  United  Provinces  Branch. 
The  maternity  and  child  welfare  sub-committee  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Lady  Haig  exercised  control  over  the  activities  of  this  branch  subject 
to  confirmation  of  its  resolutions  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  United 
Provinces  Branch  of  the  Indian  Red  Cross  Society, 

The  local  committees  for  Red  Cross  work  at  district  headquarters  with 
the  Collector  of  the  district  as  the  president  and  the  medical  officer  of 
health  or  the  civil  surgeon  as  the  honorary  secretary  took  keen  interest! 
in  child  welfare  work  and  endeavoured  to  open  new  centres  by  raising 
subscriptions.  With  a  view  to  securing  active  co-operation,  the  Dufferin 
and  Mission  Hospital  authorities  were  made  active  members  of  the  local 
committees  in  some  places  to  supervise  maternity  and  child  welfare  work. 

No  separate  schemes  for  maternity  and  child  welfare  work  were 
organized  by  the  municipal  boards  in  the  province  as  in  last  year. 

2.  Two  child  welfare  and  32  new  maternity  centres  were  opened 

,  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  centres  both 
welfare  centres.  maternity  and  child  welfare  as  well  as  maternity 

only  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  257  (121  rural 
and  136  urban)  and  all  these  were  run  by  the  Red  Cross.  The  Cotton 
Mills,  Cawnpore,  and  Dayal  lagh,  Agra,  also  maintained  oDe  centre 
each.  Work  in  the  rural  areas  of  the  province  suffered  to  a  certain  extent 
by  the  abolition  of  the  nine  modified  health  units  from  1st  November,  1936. 

3.  The  local  Government  contributed  a  sum  of  Rs.1,22,600  in  1936 

p.  against  an  allotment  of  Rs.  1,2 1,252  in  the  previous 

mance.  year.  The  Central  Council  of  the  Victoria  Memo¬ 

rial  Scholarship  Fund,  Delhi,  continued  their  annual  grant  of  Rs. 2,300  for 
improvement  of  indigenous  dais  and  the  executive  committee  of  the  Red 
Cross  Society  contributed  Rs. 24,656.  In  addition,  a  sum  of  Rs.3,059  was 
realized  as  miscellaneous  receipts  on  account  of  fees,  etc.  for  the  services 
rendered.  The  total  expenditure  against  the  above  funds  amounted  to 
Rs.1,45,921.  An  additional  sum  of  Rs. 1,15, 097  was  also  spent  by  the 
local  branches  from  local  subscriptions,  etc. 

4.  The  number  of  medical  women  employed  on  preventive  work  in 

p  t  municipalities  and  other  local  bodies  (Red  Cross) 

personnel.  was  18  (3  M.  B.,  B.  S.,  6  L.  M.  P.,  and  9  Certified 

Sub- Assistant  Surgeons). 

The  number  of  health  visitors  with  diploma  in  the  municipalities 
(Bed  Cross)  was  16. 

One  medical  woman  (L,  M,  P.)  and  2  Delhi  trained  health  visitors 
worked  in  the  Provincial  Training  Centre,  Lucknow. 

One  medical  woman  (M.  B.,  B.  S.)  and  4  Lucknow  trained  health 
visitors  worked  in  the  Health  Unit,  Partabgarh.

The  number  of  assistant  midwives  employed  was  303  against  293  in 
the  previous  year.  A  table  showing  particulars  of  maternity  and  child 
welfare  centres,  medical  women,  health  visitors  and  trained  midwives 
employed  in  this  province  forms  Appendix  0  of  this  report. 

5.  There  is  no  Red  Cross  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  United  Provinces. 

The  Director  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
inspected  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  work  both 
in  rural  and  urban  areas  or  2o  districts,  one  gave 
necessary  instructions  to  the  local  workers  in  regard  to  organization  and 
direction  of  maternity  and  child  welfare  work  during  her  inspections. 

Clinics  were  also  held  at  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  centres.  The 
local  staff  paid  ante-natal  and  post-natal  visits,  trained  indigenous  dais  and 
organized  baby  shows  and  magic  lantern  demonstrations  and  lectures  in 
exhibitions,  fairs,  ebc. 

The  total  number  of  cases  conducted  by  the  staff  with  or  without 
indigenous  dais  during  the  year  under  report  was  48,540,  while  that  of 
the  cases  not  attended  by  Red  Cross  workers  in  the  same  area  was 
114,584.  The  deaths  reported  amongst  children  under  one  year  of 
age  in  the  former  case  were  2,717  and  in  the  latter  29,112,  yielding 
a  ratio  of  infantile  mortality  per  mille  of  55'97  and  254'06,  respectively, 
as  compared  with  6134  and  289*87  in  the  preceding  year.  The  maternal 
mortality  amongst  cases  conducted  with  and  without  dais  was  2'93  per 
mille  against  9‘46  reperesenting  maternal  mortality  in  all  unattended 
cases,  the  average  maternal  mortality  in  the  province  being  7'52.  A 
number  of  cases  reported  of  tetanus  were  investigated  by  municipal 
medical  officers  of  health  and  by  medical  women  and  health  visitors 
where  employed.  Mortality  of  children  between  1  —  5  years  was  38*20 
per  1,000  of  population. 

6.  As  usual  the  training  of  probationer  assistant  midwives  was 

.  .  carried  out  at  the  Provincial  Training  Centre, 

neiralning  of  person-  LUcknow,  in  domiciliary  midwifery  and  house 

visiting  and  was  supplemented  by  three  months 
hospital  training  at  the  Dufferin  Hospital  and  one  weekly  lecture  and 
demonstration  at  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital.  Out  of  the  57  probationers 
26  passed  during  the  March  and  September  examinations  and  they  were 
awarded  certificates  by  the  State  Medical  Faculty,  United  Provinces, 
Lucknow. 

The  Cawnpore  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  the  Dufferin 
and  Mission  Hospitals  also  trained  workers  for  their  own  needs. 

Serious  efforts  were  made  to  train  the  indigenous  dais  throughout 
the  province,  especially  in  25  maternity  and  child  welfare  centres,  where 
medical  women  or  health  visitors  were  employed,  in  the  Health  Quit 
area  at  Partabgarh  and  in  the  modified  health  units  when  these  were  in 
existence.  Some  training  of  dais  is  being  done  in  connexion  with  the 
Rural  Development  Scheme.  The  sum  of  Rs,  1,00,000,  which  was  sanc¬ 
tioned  for  the  building  of  a  Health  School  in  Lucknow  for  the  training  of 
health  visitors  and  midwives  from  the  Silver  Jubilee  Fund,  could  not  he 
utilized  during  the  year  under  report  for  want  of  a  suitable  plot  of  laud. 
The  building  will  be  erected  as  soon  as  a  plot  of  land  is  available. 
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7.  The  Registration  Act  for  health  visitors,  nurses  and  mid  wives 

.  .  which  was  passed  in  1934  has  been  enforced  from 

Registration  Act.  1st  January,  1937.  Practice  by  unlicensed  midwives 
and  dais  was  restricted  in  several  municipalities  and  notified  areas 
under  local  byelaws.  A  marked  improvement  is  noticeable  in  the  methods 
of  clean  midwifery  and  the  people  have  generally  appreciated  it,  There 
is  now  a  greater  demand  for  qualified  mid  wives  than  before. 

8.  Education  of  the  public  in  health  matters  is  essential  for  an 

advance  in  maternity  and  child  welfare  work  in 
General  remarks.  these  provinces  aud  this  is  already  being  done  to  a 

certain  extent.  To  conduct  this  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner  a  large 
number  of  health  visitors  is  required,  and  the  training  of  indigenous  dais 
in  clean  and  normal  midwifery  has  to  be  persevered  with.  The  latter 
activity  is  being  undertaken  on  a  large  scale  as  far  as  possible. 

Maternity  boxes  were  distributed  to  a  number  of  trained  candidates. 
This  has  given  an  encouragement  to  the  dais  and  helped  in  general 
co-operation. 
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CHAPTER  X 

School  Hygiene  and  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children 


This  chapter  deals  with  the  general  scheme  for  medical  inspection  of 

scholars  for  the  school  year  1936-37  with  particular 
General  remarks.  reference  to  the  activities  of  the  thirteen  whole¬ 
time  school  health  officers  under  the  guidance  of  Khan  Bahadur  Dr.  A. 
Hamid,  d.p.h.,  Assistant  Director  of  Fublic  Health  (Hygiene  Publicity 
Bureau). 


2.  The  detailed  examination  of  boys  was  conducted  in  1 5 1  out  of  161 

anglo-vernacular  schools  in  the  larger  municipali- 
me^°a^  ^8S  w^ere  wholetime  officers  are  employed.  The 
history-sheets  were  filled  for  20,500  boys,  out  of 
54,000  on  roll.  Out  of  508  primary  and  vernacular  schools  175  were 
visited  for  “  ordinary  ”  examinations,  and  out  of  69,000  boys  15,000 
were  examined.  About  3,000  boys  were  examined  as  “  special  cases57  and 
7,000  were  re-examined.  These  examinations  were  additional  to  a  large 
number  of  parade  inspections. 


The  19  medical  officers  of  health  who  are  ex  officio  school  health 
officers  for  the  schools  in  their  municipalities  visited  51  schools  out  of  a 
total  number  of  58  for  detailed  examination,  and  examined  8,000  boys 
out  of  about  18,000  on  roll.  These  officers  also  inspected  113  schools 
out  of  218  for  “  ordinary  ”  examinations  and  examined  10,000  boys  out  of 
about  24,000  on  roll. 

The  29  district  medical  officers  of  health  inspected  77  schools  out  of 
a  total  of  83  for  detailed  examination  and  examined  over  6,000  boys  out  of 
20,000  on  roll.  They  also  visited  2  000  schools  for  “  ordinary  ’’  examina¬ 
tions  and  examined  over  12,000  boys  out  of  about  80,000  on  roll. 

The  number  of  schools  and  enrolments  have  been  steadily  increasing 
but  the  ex  officio  school  health  officers  kept  up  the  percentage  of  examina¬ 
tions  while  the  whole-time  school  health  officers  paid  greater  attention  to 
treatment  specially  in  the  central  school  dispensaries. 


3.  The  percentage  for  all  the  main  defects  was  over  71  in  urban  areas, 
.  if  it  is  assumed  that  the  defects  were  uniformly  spread 

tiSms1^09^1106  S^a*  over  all  boys  and  no  boy  had  more  than  one 

defect  in  him.  This  figure  for  rural  areas  was  over 
38.  It  has  also  been  calculated  that  roughly  28  per  cent,  boys  had  one 
defect,  11  per  cent,  two  defects  and  another  4  per  cent,  more  than  two 
defects  in  urban  areas  so  that  there  were  not  less  than  43  per  cent,  defec¬ 
tives  to  share  all  defects.  These  figures  for  rural  areas  were  18  percent., 
5*7  per  cent,  and  2*8  per  cent. ,  respectively,  giving  a  figure  of  25*5  per  cent, 
defectives  to  share  all  defects.  It  may  be  remarked  that  the  defect  complex 
more  or  less  remains,  as  the  improvement  in  the  health  conditions  found  in 
schools  has  to  be  determined  greatly  by  influences  such  as  health  education 
and  home  environment.

Defective  teeth  and  gums  —  There  were  10*4  per  cent,  scholars 

with  defects  in  teeth  (caries).  The  percentage  for 
this  defect  in  rural  areas  was  10’ 7.  Pyorrhoea  wa3 
found  in  6’8  per  cent,  in  urban  areas  specially 
in  the  higher  age  groups,  while  it  was  1*7  in  rural  areas.

Enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  —  The  enlargement  of  tonsils  and 
adenoids  was  found  in  12  per  cent,  boys  in  urban  areas  and  in  only 
2  per  cent,  in  rural  areas.  The  open  atmosphere  in  rural  areas  seems  to 
account  for  the  marked  difference.  The  enlargement  of  other  glands, 
specially  neck  glands,  which  indicates  chronicity  of  the  tonsillar  enlarge¬ 
ment,  was  37  per  cent,  in  urban  areas  against  T8  per  cent,  in  rural 
areas. 

Anaemia-— &  naemia  associated  with  the  enlargement  of  spleen  is  due 
to  malaria  and  in  five  years5  time  it  has  shown  a  marked  fall  from  3*5  per 
cent,  to  *7  per  cent,  in  urban  areas  and  from  7*2  per  cent,  to  3'8  per  cent, 
in  rural  areas.  The  higher  figures  for  rural  areas  were  due  to  the  malarial 
fever  being  more  widely  spread  in  those  areas.  The  figures  for  anaemia 
due  to  other  causes  were  comparatively  small,  although  in  1932-33,  the 
school  health  officer,  Agra,  reported  that  every  seventh  case  of  anaemia 
was  due  to  intestinal  parasites. 

Shin  disease — The  dirt  diseases  of  the  skin  in  urban  and  rural  areas 
were  3  per  cent,  and  3'4  per  cent.,  respectively.  The  figures  for  rural  areas 
showed  a  marked  reduction  as  compared  to  9  per  cent,  originally  and  it  is 
due  to  the  activities  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  movement  in  the  districts. 

Diseases  of  eyelids — (Conjunctivitis  and  granulations).  In  urban 
areas  the  incidence  of  these  diseases  was  5  per  cent,  and  in  rural  areas  it 
was  6*5  per  cent. 

Defective  vision— The  figure  for  defective  vision  for  urban  areas  was 
14  percent,  and  for  rural  areas  it  was  1*3  percent.  The  facilities  for 
testing  and  treatment  of  vision  cases  have  increased,  specially  on  account 
of  the  school  clinics  since  the  work  was  started,  and  the  figure  for  1936-37 
is  less  than  the  maximum  of  17  per  cent,  recorded  in  1934-35. 

In  Benares  defective  vision  was  found  among  14*4  per  cent,  against 
9  4  percent,  and  32  per  cent,  of  the  same  set  in  the  previous  two  years, 
respectively. 

Unvaccinated — In  urbm  areas  there  were  4  per  cent,  un vaccinated 
children  in  1936-37  as  compared  to  14  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year 
while  in  rural  areas  these  figures  were  7  per  cent,  and  24  per  cent. 

Mental  deficiency—* Investigations  carried  out  in  Agra  by  the  school 
health  officer  of  border  line  mental  cases  in  19  municipal  vernacular 
schools  showed  that  3  per  cent,  were  feeble  minded  and  T6  per  cent, 
were  “  backward”.  He  found  one  case  of  ?<  feeble  mindedness  55  during 
his  routine  medical  inspection  of  the  anglo-vernacular  schools  and  66 
of  “  backwardness 15  out  of  a  total  of  4,180  boys,  giving  a  percentage 
of  1*6,  In  Cawnpore  about  a  dozen  cases  were  referred  to  the  school 
health  officer  and  one  was  found  to  be  mentally  defective.  No 
cases  were  referred  to  the  school  health  officers  in  Benares,  Allahabad, 
and  Lucknow. 


5.  Iu  the  larger  urban  areas  this  defect  was  iu  12  per  cent,  boys  in 

1935-36.  It  rose  to  17*6  per  cent,  in  1936-37.  In 
oor  nutrition.  rural  areas  the  percentage  of  this  defect  was  19  8 

in  1935*36  and  17*5  in  1936-37.  The  incidence  of  ill-nourished  children 
was  the  greatest  in  ages  of  7  to  10  years. 
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6.  The  scheme  of  the  free  supply  of  milk  to  ill-nourished  and 

poorer  boys  was  tried  in  Agra,  Luckuow,  Cawn- 
°n  PC°r  Pore>  Allahabad  and  Benares,  where  the  central 
school  dispensaries  are  situated.  The  school  health 
officer  of  Cawnpore  reported  that  each  boy  was  given  a  quarter  seer  of 
milk  in  the  middle  of  each  working  day  in  10  schools,  and  monthly  records 
of  weight  were  kept  and  in  all  150  boys  profited  by  this  arrangement 
Although  the  data  are  meagre  yet  it  is  noteworthy  that  there  war  on  an 
average  an  increase  of  2  7  lb.  in  weight  per  head  in  three  months’  time 
over  the  average  of  1*0  lb.  of  the  control,  i,e.  a  nett  gain  of  1*7  lb.  per 
head.  In  one  school  the  milk  was  discontinued  after  three  months  and  a 
fall  in  the  average  gain  was  markedly  noticeable,  the  gain  being  only  *2  lb. 
above  the  average  of  TO  lb.  of  the  control. 

In  Lucknow  the  results  of  feeding  on  pasteurized  milk  in  14  schools 
on  the  same  principle  as  in  Cawnpore  were  worked  out  and  showed  gain 
in  weight. 

Encouraged  by  these  results  eight  milk  clubs  were  staited  in  schools 
in  Lucknow  where  the  boys  got  milk  from  the  Government  military  dairy 
fa  i  ’m  on  payment. 

A  free  meal  scheme  was  also  carried  out  in  one  of  the  primary 
municipal  schools  of  Lucknow  and  the  same  set  of  boys  was  fed  by  turns 
on  whole  milk,  separated  milk,  gram,  moong ,  soya  bean  and  parched 
wheat  and  it  was  noted  that  the  gain  in  weight  was  most  marked  when 
the  boys  were  fed  on  milk  or  separated  milk. 

In  Benares  where  pasteurized  milk  was  supplied  free  to  290  boys 
with  a  total  of  about  21,000  meals  of  a  quarter  seer  of  the  milk,  over  90 
per  cent,  showed  a  marked  increase  in  weight,  the  gain  being  greater 
among  those  who  were  less  nourished. 

Pasteurized  milk  in  the  same  quantity  as  elsewhere  was  supplied  to 
252  boys  in  Allahabad. 

7,  The  total  attendance  at  the  clinics  was  25,090  in  the  first  year, 

37,000  in  the  next  and  over  43,000  in  1936-37. 
theifworkinff iCS  and  The  maximum  daily  average  attendance  at  a  clinic 

was  40  in  1935-36  and  57  in  1936-37.  The  average 
number  of  visits  per  scholar  was  about  4.  It  is  obvious  that  the  school 
clinics  can  touch  only  a  small  fringe  of  work. 

Boys  with  defective  vision  received  paiticular  attention  and  in  addition 
indigent  boys  had  the  benefit  of  free  supply  of  glasses.  At  the  clinics 
455  pairs  of  glasses  were  supplied  free  and  219  pairs  were  purchased 
by  the  boys.  At  the  Lucknow  clinic  31  minor  surgical  operations  were 
performed.  Cases  of  defective  teeth  and  gums  were  suitably  advised  and 
attended  to  wherever  honorary  dentists  were  available.  Dentists,  ophthal¬ 
mologists  and  in  one  place  a  specialist  in  ear,  nose  and  throat  diseases 
worked  without  the  prospects  of  any  remuneration  at  a  sacrifice  which  is 
commendable. 

In  Cawnpore  a  dispensary  for  the  municipal  schools  foims  a  section  of 
the  school  clinic  and  is  run  by  the  school  health  officer.  About  23  per 
cent,  of  the  total  cases  in  the  clinic  were  from  the  municipal  schools. 

The  school  health  officers  issued  over  350  emergent  prescriptions. 

The  attendance  of  cases  in  other  dispensaries  as  recorded  by  31  civil 
surgeons  in  1936-37  shows  that  out  of  about  50,000school  boys,  2,700 
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were  voucher  cases  in  urban  areas  and  out  of  70,000  in  the  rural  areas  the 
number  of  voucher  cases  was  about  2,000.  The  percentage  for  municipal 
areas  has  decreased  mainly  on  account  of  the  central  school  dispensaries 
and  has  doubled  in  rural  areas  as  compared  to  the  figures  of  previous  years. 

8.  All  the  school  health  officers  paid  considerable  attention  to 

this  aspect  of  their  duty.  A  large  number  of 
Health  education.  lectures  on  hygiene  and  first-aid,  according  to  the 

programme  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association,  was  given  by  them 
in  training  colleges,  normal  and  patwari  schools  and  to  the  physical 
training  classes  of  the  education  department.  A  number  of  lectures  on 
these  subjects  were  illustrated  with  magic  lantern  slides  and  cinema  films 
of  the  Hygiene  Publicity  Bureau.  The  school  health  officers  took  an  active 
part,  in  conjunction  with  the  officers  of  the  education  department,  in 
organizing  divisional  and  provincial  ambulance  competitions.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  examinations  of  candidates  for  first-aid  conducted  by  the  wholetime 
school  health  officers  was  591  and  the  number  of  candidates  examined 
for  the  Mackenzie  school  course  certificate  by  all  the  school  health  officers 
was  5,547. 
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CHAPTER  XI 
Health  Propaganda 


Dr.  A.  Hamid,  d.p.b'.,  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health,  held  charge 

of  this  section  during  the  year.  He  was  assisted  by 
two  assistant  hygiene  publicity  officers. 

Dr.  A.  Hamid,  in  addition  to  his  own  duties,  worked  as  the  honorary 
secretary  of  the  provincial  branch  of  the  Indian  Red  Cross  Society  and 
also  as  honorary  general  secretary  of  the  provincial  centre  of  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Association  since  its  transfer  to  Lucknow  in  March,  1936. 
His  senior  assistant  held  the  additional  charge  of  honorary  joint  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association,  provincial  centre,  from 
14th  August,  1936,  while  the  junior  worked  as  deputy  director  and  hono¬ 
rary  secretary  of  Junior  Red  Cross  sub-committee. 

The  number  of  Junior  Red  Cross  groups  in  1936  aggregated  4,576 

against  3,057  in  1935.  The  number  of  schools  deal- 
Red  Cross  Work.  jDg  with  this  activity  numbered  3,416  against  2,366 
in  1935,  92  per  cent,  of  which  being  in  the  rural  areas.  The  number  of 
members  was  100,810  against  83,391  in  1935  ;  of  these  the  number  of  girls 
was  6,521  against  2,792  in  1935.  The  United  Provinces  branch  of  Indian 
Red  Cross  Society  distributed  a  sum  of  Rs  1,700  to  31  districts  of  the 
province  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  village-aid  medicine  chests 
by  the  counsellors  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  groups.  Some  of  the  main 
features  of  the  activities  of  the  juniors  are  given  below  : 

(1)  The  District  Red  Cross  Branch,  Saharanpur,  sanctioned  a  sum  of 
Rs.25  for  the  supply  of  nail  cutters,  combs  and  soaps  to  all  the  groups 
in  the  primary  schools  of  the  municipality,  with  a  view  to  encourage 
personal  cleanliness.  In  the  district  of  Banda  soap  worth  Rs.30  was 
supplied  to  the  junior  members  while  the  Benares  State  opened 
laundry  classes  at  three  places  for  their  members. 

(2)  The  members  of  the  groups  in  Bahraich  and  Bijnor  recorded 
monthly  weights,  height  and  chest  measurements  in  all  the  middle 
schools. 


(3)  In  the  Sultanpur  district  the  juniors  treated  about  14.340  patients. 
The  school  boys  of  Sirohi  in  the  Bareilly  district  brought  to  the  school 
a  wayfarer  who  was  lying  on  the  road  in  a  pitiable  condition  and 
attended  to  him.  The  districts  of  Agra  and  Bareilly  reported  instances 
of  saving  lives  by  rendering  first-aid  to  victims  of  snake  bite. 

(4)  Inthe  Lucknow  district  at  Rahmatnagar  village,  the  juniors 
helped  in  taking  out  a  man  from  a  well,  to  whom  they  gave  artificial 
respiration. 

(5)  In  the  Mainpuri  district,  juniors  of  Hindupur  school  constructed 
a  sanitary  well  in  the  village  by  raising  funds. 

(6)  Seventeen  portfolios  received  from  overseas  were  exchanged  with 
thirteen  by  some  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  groups  of  the  province. 
Certain  gifts  for  the  juniors  were  received  from  Japan  and  the  United 
States  and  one  was  sent  in  exchange  to  the  latter, 

t7)  Forty-seven  teams  from  the  various  districts  competed  in  the 
provincial  Junior  Red  Cross  competition  for  the  Harrop  Jubilee  Trophy 
held  at  Fyzabad  from  8th  to  11th  January,  1936,  along  with  the 
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provincial  St.  John  Ambulance  Competitions,  and  the  trophy  was 
won  by  Government  Intermediate  College,  Fyzabad. 

(8)  Seventeen  albums  were  forwarded  to  the  National  headquarters 
for  the  best  inter-school  correspondence  album  competition  and  one  of 
the  three  prizes  awarded  by  the  National  headquarters  was  received  by 
the  Vernacular  Middle  School,  Hathras.  The  album  from  the  Primary 
School,  Durgapur,  district  Aligarh,  was  highly  commended. 

(9)  The  Junior  Red  Cross  members  also  participated  in  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Competition  held  in  1935  and  an  essay  written  by  a  student  of  a 
school  in  Lucknow  was  approved  for  publication  in  the  journal  of  the 
League  of  Red  Cross  Society. 

In  order  to  obtain  closer  co-operation  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 

Association  with  the  Red  Cross,  the  headquarters  of 

Activities  of  8t.  the  former  was  transferred  from  Allahabad  to  Luck- 
John  Ambulance  ,  , ,  ,  £  , 

Association.  now  and  the  personnel  or  the  executive  commit¬ 

tees  of  both  was  made  more  or  less  identical.  The 
Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health  was  appointed  as  the  honorary 
general  secretary  of  both  the  organizations. 

The  following  certificates  for  the  Mackenzie  School  Course  in  sanita¬ 
tion  and  first-aid  were  awarded  for  the  anglo-vernacular,  vernacular 
and  European  schools  :

In  addition,  1,411  first-aid  certificates  were  awarded  in  respect  of  the 
district  centres  and  detached  classes  in  the  province  and  1,096  certificates 
to  members  of  the  police  force  in  districts. 

Hygiene  publicity  work  was  carried  out  throughout  the  province 

through  the  usual  methods,  viz.  cinema  shows,  magic 
Kyjiene  Publicity.  lantern  demonstrations,  exhibitions,  health  weeks, 

competitions  and  lectures.  The  old  demonstration  van  of  the  United  Pro¬ 
vinces  branch  of  Indian  Red  Cross  Society  was  replaced  by  another  which 
was  equipped  with  a  dynamo,  health  films,  posters,  loud  speakers  and 
gramophone  records.  It  covered  a  distance  of  about  3,000  miles  and 
seventy  cinema  shows  which  were  witnessed  by  about  170,000  persons 
were  given. 


Cinema  shows  were  given  at  the  Zenaua  Park,  East  Indian  Railway 
Institute,  and  to  the  students  of  King  George’s  Medical  College,  Lucknow. 
Health  films  were  also  shown  to  the  officers  of  the  public  health  depart¬ 
ment  during  the  conference  of  the  L.  P.  H.  officers  at  Lucknow.  The 
Cinematographer  incharge  of  the  hygiene  publicity  van  was  also  deputed 
to  Gola  Gokaran  Nath  fair,  Kheri  district,  to  give  demonstration  of 
films. 


A  health  exhibition  was  put  up  by  the  hygiene  publicity  bureau  of  this 
department  for  a  period  of  one  month  at  the  AlDhabad  Ardh  Kumbh  fair. 
A  special  feature  of  the  exhibition  was  the  layout  of  a  model  village  on  a 
plot  of  land  40ft.  X  40ft.  in  which  houses  with  detached  cattle  sheds, 
soakage  pits,  manure  pits  and  sanitary  conveniences  suited  to  village  life 
were  exhibited  and  open  spaces  were  provided  for  a  playground  aud  for 
plantation  of  fruit-bearing  trees.  The  exhibition  attracted  crowds  of 
visitors.  During  this  period  open-air  cinema  shows  and  lectures  on 
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popular  health  subjects  were  given  and  gramophone  records  on  these  and 
other  subjects  of  general  interest  were  broadcasted  by  means  of  loud-speak¬ 
ers. 

The  hygiene  publicity  bureau  participated  in  the  Provincial  Indus¬ 
trial  and  Agricultural  Exhibition  by  putting  up  a  demonstration  stall, 
30  feet  X  24  feet  with  a  model  of  sanitary  village  showing  fire-proof 
thatch  roofing  for  houses,  manure  pits,  cattle  sheds,  tank,  chaupal  village- 
aid  dispensary,  posters,  models  and  slides  showing  the  causes  and  preven¬ 
tion  of  plague,  cholera,  smallpox,  malaria,  tuberculosis,  maternity  and 
child  welfare.  Samples  of  health  habit  charts,  pictures  of  vitamin  con¬ 
tents  of  food  and  first-aid  appliances  were  also  exhibited.  Cinema  shows 
of  films  on  health  subjects  were  given  in  a  pavilion  in  co-operation  with 
the  Co-operative  Department  and  gramophone  records  on  health  songs 
were  broadcasted  on  loud-speakers.  The  cinema  van  with  its  staff  and 
equipment  was  also  engaged  at  this  exhibition. 

Intensive  health  propaganda  was  also  done  in  nine  modified  health 
units. 

A  set  of  models  on  health  subjects  was  placed  for  demonstration  in  the 
Lady  Haig  hall  at  Bara  Banki  for  a  period  of  11  months.  The  micro¬ 
phone  and  loud-speakers  were  sent  to  La  Martiniere  College  for  use  at 
their  annual  sport.  One  magic  lantern  was  supplied  to  the  Central  Jail, 
Lucknow,  for  giving  demonstrations  to  prisoners.  A  lecture  on  general 
hygiene  was  given  at  the  New  Women’s  Club,  Lucknow. 

The  other  public  health  staff  in  this  province  gave  1,700  magic  lantern 
demonstrations  and  about  74,700  oral  lectures,  which  were  attended 
by  approximately  450,000  and  2,256,500  persons,  respectively.  The 
medical  officers  of  fixed  dispensaries  delivered  1,283  lectures  with  an 
approximate  attendance  of  51,900  persons. 

A  leaflet  on  Jhunjhinia  was  prepared  by  the  Bureau  and  500  copies 
were  supplied  for  distribution  to  the  district  and  municipal  medical  officers 
of  health  in  the  province. 

The  pamphlet  on  “  Our  Food  in  Village  ”  was  revised  and  reprinted. 

The  captions  in  the  vernaculars  were  printed  on  tuberculosis  posters 
with  which  the  Bureau  was  equipped. 

Over  122,000  leaflets  were  distributed  at  fairs  aud  on  other  occasions 
and  about  9,800  booklets  and  2,000  posters  were  supplied  to  various 
agencies  engaged  in  hygiene  propaganda  work,  including  those  for  rural 
development  work. 

Samples  of  posters  of  the  Bureau  were  sent  to  the  League  of  Red  Cross 
Societies,  Paris,  and  Municipal  Engineer,  Multan.  1  he  safety-first 
posters  were  also  supplied  to  the  Military  Grain  Depot,  Lucknow,  and  to 
the  Chief  Inspector  of  Boilers  and  Factories,  Cawnpore.  Films  were  lent 
to  the  Lucknow  Cantonment  authorities  for  giving  demonstrations. 

The  officers  of  the  Bureau  were  also  engaged  in  anti-epidemic  work 
in  Muzaffarnagar,  Bareilly,  Pilibhit,  Hamirpur,  Banda,  Gorakhpur, 
Jaunpur  and  Ballia  and  performed  2,970  anti-cholera  and  2162  anti¬ 
plague  inoculations  in  the  infected  localities. 

The  Bureau  also  supervised  the  village-aid  scheme  and  medical  inspec¬ 
tion  of  scholars  in  the  province.  Details  of  work  under  these  heads  will 
be  found  in  other  chapters  of  this  report. 
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The  Cinema  Production  Section  of  the  Red  Cross  produced  two  new 

35  mm.  films  in  four  reels  each  on  the  pilgrim  route 
Cinema  section-  to  Badrinath  and  on  the  Ardh  Kumbh  fair,  Allah¬ 

abad,  193o.  Several  copies  of  the  temperance  films  were  supplied  to  the 
Excise  Department.

During  the  financial  year  1936-37,  out  of  funds  earmarked  by  the  local 

Government  for  implementing  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  United  Provinces  Unemployment 
Committee,  Government  extended  the  district 
health  service  to  four  more  districts  (Agra,  Bareilly,  Pilibhit  aud  Etawah) 
and  opened  three  more  travelling  dispensaries.  The  strength  of  the  public 
health  personnel  was  accordingly  increased  by  four  posts  in  the  Provincial 
Public  Health  Service  and  by  four  posts  in  grade  I  of  the  Subordinate 
Public  Health  Service  and  by  three  in  grade  II  of  the  later  service,  the 
details  of  the  posts  included  in  the  various  cadres  by  the  end  of  the  year

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  Government  sanctioned  a  temporary 
post  in  grade  I  of  the  Subordinate  Public  Health  Service  for  the 
manufacture  of  cholera  vaccine,  and  in  exchange  kept  in  abeyance  one 
post  in  grade  II. 

Appendix  “  D  ”  to  this  Report  gives  the  distribution  of  the  health 
staff  in  the  urban  and  rural  areas. 


2.  A  sum  of  Rs.21,67,777  was  initially  passed  by  Government 

in  the  year  1936-37  for  the  entire  Public  Health 
Budget  grants.  Department,  including  the  Public  Health  Engineer¬ 

ing  Branch,  and  the  grants  which  are  made  to  local 
bodies  through  the  Board  of  Public  Health.  Of  this,  a  sum  of  Rs, 14,95,528 
was  for  activities  directly  controlled  by  the  Director  of  Public  Health. 
The  allotment  in  the  year  1935-36  for  the  entire  Public  Health  Department 
(including  supplementary  grants)  was  Rs.23,75,606.  This  figure  includes 
the  unusual  provision  of  Rs.2,42,146  for  genera],  police  and  public 
health  expenditure  on  the  Ardh  Kumbh  Mela  at  Allahabad  of  1936, 
against  the  usual  annual  provision  for  the  annual  Magh  Mela  of  about 
Rs.55,000, 

During  the  course  of  the  year  1936-37  additional  grants  aggregating 
Rs.83,756  had  to  be  obtained  by  Director  of  Public  Health  for  various 
purposes,  and  a  sum  of  Rs.35,788  was  sanctioned  to  finance  the  extension 
of  district  health  service  and  the  new  travelling  dispensaries.  A  sum  of 
Rs. 28,000  was  towards  the  close  of  the  year  surrendered  to  Government. 
The  net  amount  ultimately  subject  to  control  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Health  during  the  financial  year  1935-37  was,  therefore,  Rs. 15, 87, 072.

(6)  Supply  of  calus.— The  contract  for  the  supply  of  buffalo  calves 
was  given  to  a  butcher  of  Bareilly  with  the  arrangement  that  the  calves 
will  be  purchased  at  Haldwani  at  Rs.10-8  per  calf  and  returned  after 
vaccination  at  the  same  station  at  Bs.3  each.  The  purchase  and  sale 
prices  in  the  preceding  year  were  Rs.9-12  and  Rs.3  per  calf,  respec¬ 
tively,  (delivered  at  Haldwani).  The  higher  rate  this  year  was  necessitated 
by  the  fact  that  the  calves  were  required  to  be  railed  by  the  contractor 
from  Bareilly  to  avoid  risk  of  infection  and  deterioration  in  their  physical 
condition  en  route  by  continuous  marches. 

The  total  number  of  buffalo  calves  obtained  from  the  contractor  was 
361  against  587  in  the  preceding  year.  Out  of  this  332  were  returned  to 
the  contractor,  one  was  sold  locally,  3  rejected  without  any  payment,  and 
25  died.  Twenty-five  calves  were  also  hired  locally  at  the  rate  of  Rs.5  per 
calf.  The  contractor's  calves  were  physically  examined,  as  usual,  by  the 
veterinary  assistant  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  district  board  veterinary 
dispensary  at  Haldwani. 

(c)  Quantity  cf  lymph  obtained  and  manufactured  — The  total 
quantity  of  vaccine  pulp  obtained  during  the  year  under  report  was- 
25,076  grammes  from  369  successfully  vaccinated  animals,  giving 
an  average  yield  of  67*96  grammes  per  animal  (cow  and  buffalo 
calves  together)  against  29,836*3  grammes  from  512  animals  with  an 
average  yield  of  58*30  grammes  in  the  preceding  year  showing  an  increase 
of  9*66  in  the  yield  per  animal.  This  increase  has  resulted  in  considerable 
economy  as  only  386  calves  were  purchased  against  632  in  the  previous  year. 
The  average  yield  of  pulp  from  cow  and  buffalo  calves  separately  was 
33*20  aud  70  *48  grammes,  respectively,  as  compared  to  23 '60  and  61*61 
grammes,  respectively,  in  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  year  4,150  grammes  of  seed  lymph  (1  in  5)  from 
25  hill  cow  calves  was  prepared  as  compared  to  3,620  grammes  from  33 
calves  in  the  preceding  year. 

One  lakh  thirty-one  thousand  and  forty-eight  grammes  of  issue  lymph 
mostly  1  in  5  and  some  1  in  7  were  manufactured  against  160,148  grammes 
in  the  preceding  year.  The  total  amount  of  vaccine  manufactured  repre¬ 
sents  3,276,200  doses  calculated  on  the  basis  of  25  vaccinations  (with  3  or  4 
insertions  each)  per  gramme  as  compared  to  4,003,700  doses  in  the 
preceding  year  showing  a  decrease  of  29,100  grammes  or  727,500  doses. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  (1st  April,  1936)  there  was  a  stock  of 
83,837|  grammes  of  vaccine  lymph  on  account  of  unconsumed  balance  of 
the  year  1935-36  against  58,176gramraes  of  1934-35. 

(d)  Issue  of  lymph — The  total  quantity  issued  during  the  year 
was  1 19,67 6 f  grammes  (2,991,918  doses)  against  134,114  grammes 
(3,352,850  doses)  in  the  preceding  year.  The  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
vaccine  issue  is  due  to  some  control  exercised  on  the  undue  wastage  of  vaccine. 
Moreover  some  9,450  grammes  costing  Bs. 4, 733-0-3  were  supplied  to  the 
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•Calcutta  Corporation  in  1935-36,  while  no  vaccine  was  supplied  to  them 
in  the  year  under  report. 

95,549J  of  glycerinated  issue  lymph  (1  in  5)  and  2, SOS  grammes  of  seed 
lymph  (1  in  5)  have  been  set  aside  in  the  cold  storage  for  use  in  1937-38, 
as  against  83,837  J  grammes  of  glycerinated  issue  lymph  (1  in  5)  and  925 
grammes  of  seed  lymph  f  1  in  5)  in  1935-36  and  5  8,176  and  607 ‘ 
respectively,  in  1934-35. 

(e)  Bacteriological  and  animal  tests  —  Bacteriological  tests  on  vaccine 
lymph  as  laid  down  under  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act  in  England 
and  also  British  Pharmaoopea,  1932,  were  carried  out  on  every  sample  of 
vaccine  before  issue.  The  results  obtained  showed  a  complete  absence 
of  streptococci  and  gas  producing  auaerobes  in  all  the  samples  tested. 
The  number  of  viable  organisms  per  c.  c.  of  vaccine  lymph  was  less  than 
the  prescribed  standard  of  5,000  in  all  the  samples  issued  for  vaccination. 
Almost  all  the  samples  were  chloroformed  and  were  issued  only  when 
subsequent  tests  showed  adequate  reduction  of  organisms.  It  will  thus 
appear  that  the  standard  of  bacteriological  purity  of  vaccine  lymph  aimed  at 
and  achieved  in  the  depot  is  the  same  as  laid  down  under  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act  of  England.  Pathogenicity  or  toxicity  tests  on  guinea  pigs 
were  also  performed  as  a  routine  measure  on  all  the  samples. 

The  potency  test  on  rabbits  was  performed  with  every  batch  of  vaccine 
lymph.  Contents  from  several  samples  were  pooled  and  then  tested 
in  various  dilutions  ranging  from  1  in  1,000  to  1  in  8,010.  On  account 
of  paucity  of  rabbits  for  necessary  tests  guinea  pigs  had  to  be  used  for  the 
potency  test.  The  tests  indicated  that  the  vaccine  was  of  uniformly  good 
quality.  The  potency  of  vaccine  was  so  high  that  it  was  possible  to 
further  dilute  the  vaccine  to  the  strength  of  1  in  7  instead  of  1  in  5  and 
such  diluted  vaccine  was  used  as  a  trial  during  cooler  months  v/ith  good 
results.  The  percentage  of  successful  vaccinations  during  the  year  was  as 
follows  :

From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  noticed  that  there  has  been  marked 
increase  in  the  rate  of  successful  primary  vaccinations  this  year.  Increase 
in  the  number  of  primary  operations  together  with  the  decrease  in  the 
number  of  secondary  operations  noticed  during  the  last  two  or  three  years 
is  the  result  of  improved  quality  of  vaccine. 
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( /  )  Scientific  investigations  and  improvements — vi)  The  quality 
of  seed  lymph  has  improved  by  careful  animal  passages  and  by  the 
method  of  selection  started  in  1934-35.  This  has  resulted  in  a  con¬ 
siderable  increase  in  the  average  yield  of  pulp  by  over  9  grammes  per 
animal, 

(ii)  The  method  of  chloroforming  vaccine  lymph  was  further  developed 
with  a  view  to  find  out  the  minimum  duration  of  passing  chloroform 
vapour  consistent  with  a  due  reduction  in  viable  organisms  without  any 
material  loss  of  potency. 

(iii)  The  wastage  of  lymph  in  various  districts,  municipalities  and 
notified  areas  was  farther  investigated  and  measures  were  taken  to 
minimise  it, 

(iv)  Field  tests  on  human  children  in  the  municipalities  of  Bareilly, 
Lucknow,  Benares,  Allahabad,  Dehra  Dun,  Mussooree  and  also  Naim  Tal 
and  Haldwani  were  started  and  the  vaccine  giving  100  per  cent,  case 
success  rate  and  almost  the  same  percentage  of  insertion  success  rate  in 
primary  cases  on  6  children  vaceinated  at  every  place,  was  issued  sub¬ 
sequently  for  use. 

(v)  Loss  of  potency,  if  any,  under  the  prevailing  condition  of  storage 
of  chloroformed  vaccine  was  investigated  an  i  it  is  gratifying  to  record 
that  four  samples  over  a  year  old  are  still  potent  and  capable  of  giving 
highly  successful  tests. 

(vi)  On  account  of  an  increased  potency  of  the  issue  lymph  now 
manufactured  the  vaccination  operations  were  started  during  the  year 
from  1st  October  (instead  of  from  1st  November)  as  an  experimental 
measure  in  15  municipalities  an  1  23  districts  (including  notified  areas). 
The  results  of  the  vaccinations  performed  during  October,  1933,  were  very 
encouraging. 

(g)  Cost  of  lymph  supplied  to  local  bodies ,  military  departments , 
etc. — The  contract  price  from  all  local  bodies,  amounting  to  Rs.39,005,  was 
realized  in  advance  early  in  the  year  under  report. 

Lymph  to  the  value  of  Rs.  1,420-14  (including  packing  and 
postage)  was  supplied  to  the  Military  Department  during  the  year  under 
report  as  compared  to  that  of  Rs.  1,468-10  in  the  previous  year. 

The  cost  of  vaccine  supplied  to  Indian  States,  private  persons 
(including  railways),  cantonments,  anl  other  indenters  (by  V.P.P.) 
amounted  to  Rs07, 950-15-0  as  compared  to  Rs.10, 932-5*3  in  the 
previous  year — a  decrease  of  Rs. 2,975-6-3  due  to  a  special  supply  of 
vaccine,  to  the  value  of  Rs. 4, 733-0*3  made  in  1935-36  to  the  Health 
Officer,  Calcutta  Corporation. 

One  thousand,  four  hundred  and  ninety-six  capillary  tubes  and  216 
grammes  of  vaccine  to  the  value  of  Rs. 267-12  (including  packing  and 
postage)  were  issued  free  for  use  in  jails  and  charitable  institutions 
against  190  capillary  tubes  and  158  grammes  to  the  value  of  Rs. 113-10 
in  the  preceding  year. 

(h)  Sale  and  expenditure  of  the  Depot .  The  total  cost  of  vaccine 
lymph  and  other  articles  sold  by  the  depot  during  the  year  under  report 
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was  Rs.48,071-13  (Rs.  46, 961-15  by  sale  of  vaccine  lymph  and 
Rs.l,  109-14  on  account  of  sale  of  calves,  rabbits  and  other  miscellaneous 
articles)  against  Rs. 52,911* 6-3  (Rs.51,4C6-2  by  sale  of  vaccine  lymph 

and  Rs.l, 505-4  on  account  of  sale  of  calves,  rabbits  and  other 
miscellaneous  articles)  in  1935-36,  showing  a  decrease  in  the  total  sales 
by  Rs.4,839-9‘3. 

The  total  expenditure  incurred  during  the  year  underreport  amounted 
to  Rs. 41, 777-15-3  againet  Rs. 41 ,979-8-9  (including  pensionary  and 
depreciation  charges)  in  1935-36,  showing  a  profit  of  Rs.3, 986-13*9  and 
Rs.  12,585-15-7,  respectively, 

Ibere  was  no  difficulty  in  the  realization  of  the  cost  of  vaccine  and 
other  articles  from  the  purchasers  including  local  bodies  and  Indian 
States.  There  were  no  arrears  pertaining  to  the  year  1935-36,  and 
all  outstanding'  dues  were  realized  in  the  shoitest  possible  time.  The 
realizations  for  1936-37  have  been  made  in  full. 


(i)  Audit  inspection  of  the  Depot  accounts—  The  accounts  of  the 
Depot  were  audited  during  May,  1936.  and  the  accounts  were  reported 
t  o  have  been  satisfactorily  maintained.  According  to  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Accounts  authorities  it  has  been  decided  to  include  the  following 
new  items  in  the  expenditure  of  the  Depot  and  necessary  data  is  being 
collected  to  comply  with  this  decision: 

(j)  Depreciation  on  buildings  and 

(n)  interest  on  the  capital  expenditure  on  buildings,  machi¬ 
nery  and  plant. 

(?)  Cold  storage  plant—  The  annual  overhauling  of  both  the  old 
n6VV  P^ants  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  A.  B. 
Haddow,  Electrical  and  Mechanical  Engineer,  Municipal  Board,  Naini  Tal, 
during  the  winter  months.  The  pla  nts  gave  no  trouble  and  an  efficient 
refrigeration  was  the  result.  The  temperature  in  the  cold  room  was  not 
allowed  to  exceed  much  above  32°  F. 


Electric  installation  —  The  supply  of  electric  current  from 
the  Naini  Tal  Municipal  Board's  power  house  wras  satisfactory.  The 
consumption  of  the  current  was  well  within  the  contracted  units  of  16,000 
or  Rs.3,000  per  year.  The  important  paths  and  crossings  are  now 
i  juminated  every  Dight  without  exceeding  the  limit  of  consumption 
allowed  under  the  contract.  Lightning  conductors  fixed  to  the  four 
important  buildings  were  tested  and  found  satisfactory.  Some  breakdowns 
in  the  current  supply  occurred  during  the  rainy  season,  and  hence 
ightning  arrestors  were  installed  on  the  low  tension  side  at  the  cost  of 
Municipal  Board,  Naini  Tal.  The  electric  wiring  of  all  the  buildings  was 
examined  and  renewed  where  necessary,  as  a  considerable  leakage  of  the 
energy  was  noticed. 


(/)  Buildings  and  roads.  In  addition  to  the  thorough  annual  repairs 
to  all  the  Depot  buildings,  roads  and  paths  a  good  deal  of  new  construction 
work  was  undertaken  out  of  the  Depot  budget : 

(i)  Verandahs  have  been  provided  in  front  of  the  two  coolie  lines 
and  servants’  quarters  of  the  superintendent’s  bungalow. 

(ii)  New  coolie  quarters  (six  rooms)  with  verandahs  have 
been  built. 

(ni)  The  old  peons’  quarters  have  been  converted  into  a 
reserve  quarter  by  adding  to  it  one  more  room,  a  bathroom,  a 
kitchen,  a  latrine  and  an  enclosure  wall. 
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(iv)  New  quarters  for  two  peons  have  been  built. 

(v)  Ventilators  have  been  provided  in  the  rooms  of  the  inspection 
bungalow,  old  peons*  quarters,  and  old  coolie  quarters. 

(vi)  A  water  reservoir  has  been  constructed  near  the  main 
entrance, 

(m)  Water-supply — The  E.  C.  D.  plant  for  the  sterilization  of  water 
by  chlorine  which  was  installed  late  in  March,  1936,  worked  very 
satisfactorily.  The  monthly  cost  of  sterilizing  the  supply  was  found 
to  be  12  annas.  An  efficient,  convenient,  and  economic  method  was 
worked  out  in  all  essential  details,  and  various  chemical  and  bacterolo- 
gical  tests  were  performed  in  the  Depot  as  well  as  at  the  Provincial 
Hygiene  Institute,  United  Provinces,  Lucknow,  with  identical  results. 
Electrolysis  of  10  per  cent,  brine  solution  for  half  an  hour  (current  of 
12-13  amps.)  produces  sufficient  chlorine  (hypochlorite)  for  efficient 
sterilization  of  two  days’  supply.  The  residual  chlorine  in  water  is  found 
to  be  about  0*05  to  0T  parts  per  million,  and  this  invariably  produces 
reduction  of  coli-aerogenes  group  of  organism  from  +  1  c.  c,  to  —  ICO. 

( n )  Control  burning — Control  burning  of  the  Depot  forests  was 
done  in  March,  1937,  and  the  entire  area  within  the  Depot  boundary 
was  burnt  with  success  to  minimise  risks  of  fire. 
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CHAPTER  XIV 

Other  Public  Health  Services 

Hygiene  Institute 

Dr,  J.  T.  Cornelius,  M.A.,  Ph.D.,  d.p.h.,  held  charge  of  the  Provincial 

Hygiene  Institute,  throughout  the  year. 


Dr.  H.  G.  D.  Mathur,  d.p.h, ,  and  Dr.  K,  N.  Segal,  d.p.h.,  worked 
as  second  and  third  lecturers  respectively  throughout  the  year.  Dr.  Khalil- 
ur-Rahman,  d.p.h,,  who  was  placed  on  reserve  duty,  continued  to  be 
attached  to  the  Institute  from  the  1st  January  to  10th  May,  1936. 

2.  The  following  routine  and  special  laboratory  work  was  under- 
Laboratory  work.  t^ken  . 


(i)  Three  hundred  and  seventy  samples  of  water  were  examined 
bacteriologically  and  175  samples  chemically.  In  addition  to  these 
routine  weekly  reports  of  water  analysis  received  from  various  local 
bodies  were  examined  at  the  Institute  and  necessary  action  taken 
to  improve  the  quality  of  water  in  co-operation  with  the  medical 
officers  of  health  and  the  Public  Health  Engineering  Department. 
The  reports  from  district  medical  officers  of  railways  in  the  United 
Provinces  were  also  scrutinized  at  the  Institute,  and  suitable  action 
recommended  to  the  railway  authorities  and  to  the  assistant  direc¬ 
tor  of  public  health  (Epidemiology  Branch). 

(ii)  Fourteen  samples  of  disinfectants  were  received  from  the 
Stores  Purchase  Officer,  Cawnpore,  and  from  some  other  manufac¬ 
turing  firms  of  disinfectants  for  determination  of  the  Rideal  Walker 
Co-efficient.  The  results  of  the  tests  together  with  recommendations 
of  the  cheapest  and  best  disinfectant  were  forwarded  to  the  Stores 
Purchase  Officer  for  notification  in  the  Gazette. 

(iii)  Fifty-two  samples  of  stools  from  suspected  cases  of  cholera 
and  five  strains  of  vibrios  from  Brindaban,  isolated  from  the  Jumna 
water,  were  examined  and  reported  on. 

(iv)  Bacterial  cultures,  isolated  from  the  throats  of  prisoners 
in  the  District  Jail,  Bufandshahr,  suspected  to  be  contacts  were 
examined  for  meningococcus. 

(v)  Other  miscellaneous  chemical  examinations  were  also  carried 
out  of  articles  such  as  milk,  ghee,  flour,  mustard  oil,  soap  solutions 
and  also  of  samples  of  drain  water  and  waste  water  from  factories, 
etc.  received  from  medical  officers  of  health  of  certain  munici¬ 
palities, 

3.  Two  millions  seventy-six  thousand,  three  hundred  and  sixteen 
Manufacture  of  cho-  c.  c  s.  of  cholera  vaccine  were  manufactured  and 
lera  vaccine-  supplied.  The  existing  small  staff  engaged  in  the 

production  of  the  vaccine  will  have  to  be  augmented  to  meet  the  increasing 
demand  every  year. 


4.  (i)  The  question  of  the  maximum  limit  for  arsenic  which  may  be 

Investigation  and  present  in  various  brands  of  alumina  ferric  used 
Research  Work-  in  the  water  purification  process  was  considered 

and  a  standard  was  set  up  that  arsenic  should  not  be  present  in  quantities 
in  excess  of  5  parts  per  million  in  the  various  brands  of  alumina  ferric  for 
use  in  water-works  in  United  Provinces. 
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(ii)  A  scheme  of  Goitre  Prophylaxis  for  treatment  of  school  children 
in  the  villages  of  Pithoragarh,  Berinag  and  Lohaghat  in  the  Alraora  district 
was  drawn  up  together  with  forms  for  keeping  records  of  the  effect  of 
treatment,  This  scheme  is  being  worked  by  the  0 l vil  Surgeon,  Almora. 

(iii)  An  in  vestigation  into  an  outbreak  of  Meningitis  in  the  District 
Jail,  Bulandshahr,  was  carried  out  in  May,  1936,  and  the  results  of  the 
investigation  and  recommendations  were  forwarded  to  the  Inspector 
General  of  Prisons. 

(iv)  An  investigation  into  an  outbreak  of  of  Typhoid  at  the  Muslim 
University,  Aligarh,  was  carried  out  in  May  and  July,  1936,  and  the 
results  of  the  investigation  together  with  necessary  recommendations  were 
submitted  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University. 

(v)  An  investigation  into  the  prevalence  of  worm  infestation  in  villages 
adjoining  the  sewage  farm  at  Allahabad  was  carried  out  in  April  and 
October  of  the  year  under  report,  involving  the  examination  of  372 
samples  of  stools,  41  samples  of  soil  and  51  washings  of  vegetables  and 
samples  of  sewage.  The  villages  were  found  to  be  infested.  Necessary 
recommendations  were  made  and  proper  action  was  taken  on  the  lines 
of  the  recommendations  made. 

(vi)  Samples  of  rice,  ghee  and  oil  sent  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Municipal  Board,  Allahabad,  in  connexion  with  an  investigation 
of  an  outbreak  of  epidemic  dropsy  in  a  girls’  school  were  examined  and 
necessary  instructions  given. 

(vii)  An  enquiry  was  made  by  the  Inspector  General  of  Prisons  re« 
garding  the  use  of  Tropical  Chloride  of  Lime  in  place  of  Phenyle  as  a 
general  disinfectant.  The  sample  was  examined  and  an  opinion  was 
expressed  in  the  matter.

6.  The  museum  served  as  a  medium  of  instruction  to  the  students, 

officers  under  post-graduate  training  and  the 
Museum.  visitors.  Certain  models  made  in  connexion  with 

the  All-India  Industrial  Exhibition  held  in  December  have  been  added  to 
the  museum.  As  the  accommodation  is  proving  insufficient  at  present,  it 
is  hoped  to  extend  the  museum  by  including  the  two  verandahs  on  the 
southern  and  western  aspects  of  the  museum. 


Sixty-nine  bacteriological,  parasitological  and  epidemiological  charts 
were  prepared  by  the  Institute  artist  for  use  in  connexion  with  lectures 
and  demonstrations  ;  some  were  also  prepared  especially  for  the  All-India 
Industrial  Exhibition,  Lucknow. 


The  statistical  charts  m  the  museum  were  revised  and  brought  up  to 
date. 
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Anti-Rabic  Treatment 

7.  The  number  of  treatment  centres  in  the  United  Provinces  remained 
at  13  during  the  year,  viz.,  12  permanent  and  one  seasonal  at  Mussoorie. 
The  question  of  opening  more  centres  is  under  the  consideration  of 
Oovernment. 

8.  Numbers  attending  for  treatment — During  the  12  months 
ending  December  31,  1936,  8,824  persons  attended  the  centres  in  the 
United  Provinces,  against  7,871  in  1935,  In  addition,  30  persons  from 
the  United  Provinces  received  treatment  direct  at  the  Pasteur  Institute 
at  Kasauli.  Of  the  8,824  persons  who  attended  the  centres  in  the  Province, 
8,130  were  actually  admitted  to  treatment  and  694  were  “  advised/’  i.e. 
treatment  was  not  necessary  for  them.

(Oxon.), 
F.i  c.,  from  January  1  to  April  16,  1936,  and  thereafter  by  Dr.  B.  M. 
Gupta,  M.sc.,  PH.D.  (Lond.),  Deputy  Public  Analyst  to  Government,  in 
addition  to  his  own  duties. 

14.  The  provisions  of  the  United  Provinces  Prevention  of  Adultera¬ 

tion  Act  were  extended  during  the  year  under  report 
Extension  of  the  Act.  17  cantonments,  2  notified  areas,  14  town  areas 

and  also  to  certain  bazars  and  fairs  in  rural  areas. 

The  Act  was  withdrawn  from  the  Karwi  notified  area  in  the  Banda 
district  owing  to  the  difficulties  in  the  appointment  of  an  official  inspector. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  were  in  force  in  85  municipalities,  6  districts, 
34  notified  areas,  17  cantonments,  and  several  town  areas  and  rural  areas 
of  27  districts. 

15.  The  total  number  of  samples  received  for  analysis  during  the  year 

1936  was  9,878  against  7,896  in  1935  as  per  details

Out  of  9,378  samples,  7.318  samples  were  certified  as  genuine,  1,939 
declared  as  adulterated  and  99  samples  could  not  be  analysed  as  they  were 
either  received  in  a  damaged  condition  or  found  unfit  for  analysis  for 
various  reasons.  Twenty-two  samples  of  rice  were  examined  for  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  percentage  of  phosphorus  peutoxide  in  connexion  with 
beri-beri  epidemic. 

No  samples  were  received  from  23  places  and  the  attention  of  the 
authorities  concerned  was  drawn  to  this  omission  on  their  part. 


16.  One  thousand,  six  hundred  and  seventy-eight  persons  were  pro¬ 
secuted  under  the  Act,  Of  these  1,033  persons 

amount'of: fine  levied*  61  Persons  ^ere  “quitted,  cases  against 

107  vendors  were  either  tiled,  dismissed  by  the 

court  or  were  withdrawn  by  the  local  bodies  as  the  vendors  were  not  trace¬ 
able.  Two  persons  were  imprisoned  and  cases  against  475  persons  were 
pending  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  total  amount  of  fine  realized  in 
the  985  successful  cases  was  R.s.42,520  against  Rs. 33,338  realized 
in  1935,  The  annual  reports  of  district  magistrates  on  the  working  of 
the  United  Provinces  Prevention  of  Adulteration  Act  showed  that  fines 
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imposed  in  certain  districts*  were  inadequate  to  have  a  deterrent  effect.. 
The  attention  of  the  trying  magistrates  was,  however,  drawn  to  the  fact.

It  would  appear  from  the  above  table  that  the  average  fine  inflicted  in 
Lucknow  (29  46)  and  Shahjahanpur  (28*50)  is  much  below  the  provincial 
average  (41*16).  In  a  city  like  Lucknow  where  exorbitant  profit  is  made 
by  dealers  by  selling  adulterated  articles,  it  is  desirable  that  deterrent  fines 
should  be  imposed, 

17.  A  sum  of  Rs. 13,673  was  realized  and  credited  to  Government 

treasury  as  against  Rs. 14,775  that  should  have  been 
recovered  at  a  flat  rate  of  Rs.15  per  case  in  985 
successful  cases.  This  resulted  in  a  loss  of  Rs.  1,102 
to  Government.  A  sum  of  Rs.225  was  also  realized 

from  private  persons  for  the  analysis  of  their  samples. 

18.  The  sub-joined  table  shows  the  total  number  of  samples  received 

for  examination  and  of  those  certified  as  genuine  or 
adulterated  and  the  percentage  of  adulterated  samples 
in  15  larger  municipalities  during  the  last  three

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It  would  appear  from  the  table  that  the  percentage  of  adulterated 
samples  detected  in  the  municipalities  of  Benares,  Meerut,  and  Naini  Tal 
showed  a  gradual  increase  whereas  a  decrease  was  noticed  in  municipal¬ 
ities  of  Lucknow,  Cawnpore,  Shahjahanpur,  Fyzabad,  Debra  Dun  and 
Mussoorie  as  compared  with  the  figures  of  the  last  three  years.  The 
average  percentage  of  adulterated  samples  detected  in  the  whole  province 
during  the  year  1936  was  20  ’2  as  compared  with  22T  in  the  last  year 
showing  a  decrease  of  1*9  per  cent. 


19.  The  work  in  this  branch  of  the  department  is  steadily  increasing. 

Nine  thousand,  three  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
ticaf  work  ^  ana*y  samples  were  analysed  during  the  year  against 

7,896  in  the  previous  year.  A  comparative  state¬ 
ment  shewing  the  figures  for  the  last  five  years  is  given  below  :

*20.  During  the  year  under  review,  some  cases  were  noticed  in  which 

the  vendors  tampered  with  the  seals  of  the  duplicate 
General  remarks  •  samples  kept  in  their  possession,  and  effected  frau¬ 
dulent  substitution  of  contents.  To  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  evil,  food 
inspectors  have  been  warned  to  seal  the  samples  very  carefully,  and  in 
order  to  facilitate  comparison  and  easy  detection,  there  is  a  proposal  to 
introduce  uniform  and  patented  seals  having  coat  of  arms  for  the  use  of 
official  food  inspectors  in  the  United  Provinces.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
defects  pointed  out  above  will  be  removed  when  the  proposal  has  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Government  and  is  brought  into  effect. 


The  provisions  of  Butter,  Ghee  and  Fat  Licensing  Rules,  1930,  are  very 
effective  in  checking  adulteration  of  ghee  and  these  rules  so  far  have  been 
enforced  in  only  39  localities.  It  is  desirable  that  the  remaining  130 
local  areas  should  have  similar  rules  in  their  jurisdiction. 


It  is  noticed  that  as  many  as  107  accused  vendors  of  adulterated 
articles  could  not  be  traced  after  prosecutions  were  launched  against  them 
by  the  local  authorities.  This  was  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  owners 
of  the  samples  gave  wrong  names  and  addresses  to  the  food  inspectors.

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CHAPTER  XV 
General  Remarks 

1.  Public  Health  Essay — The  subject  of  the  essay  in  connexion 
with  the  Rai  Shambhu  Dayul  Sahib  Gold  Medal  for  1936  was  “  Suit¬ 
able  and  cheapest  food  for  villages  and  personal  hygiene  in  rural 
are^s.’’  In  all  19  essays  were  received  and  the  es^ay  written  by 
Pandit  Ram  Lai  Misra,  assistant  teacher,  primary  school,  post  office 
Khandar,  district.  Partabgarh,  was  adjudged  to  be  the  best  and  the 
medal  was  awarded  to  him. 

2.  Lieutenant-Colonel  C.  L.  Dunn,  C.I.E.,  formerly  Director  of  Public 

Health,  United  Provinces,  visited  the  Hygiene 

the^nHed "provinces.  Publicity  Bureau  in  January,  1936.  The  dele- 

gates  ot  the  Preparatory  CommLsion  consisting 
of  Mr.  A.  S.  Haynes,  c.mg,  Professor  deLangen  and  Dr.  Pampana 
also  visited  the  Hygiene  Publicity  Bureau  and  saw  its  publicity  mate¬ 
rial.  some  of  which  was  presented  to  them,  and  the  film  on  Badrinath 
They  also  visited  the  districts  of  Lucknow,  Benares  and  Partabgarh 
and  saw  the  health  unit  and  rural  development  work  in  these  districts. 
The  representatives  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  United  States  of 
America  also  visited  the  Health  Unit  at  Partabgarh. 

Personal  Proceedings 

3.  The  charge  of  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Health  was 
held  by  the  late  Rai  Bahadur  Dr.  K.  L.  Chaudhri,  o.B.E  ,  from  January 
1  to  November  10,  1936.  He  died  on  November  10,  1936,  and  I  took 
over  charge  as  Director  of  Public  Health  on  November  13. 

During  his  tenure  of  office,  my  predecessor  inspected  rural  deve¬ 
lopment  work  in  Meerut,  Partabgarh,  Benares  and  Agra  districts.  He 
visited  Agra  soon  after  the  extension  of  the  district  health  service  for 
the  organization  of  public  health  improvements  there.  During  this 
visit  he  made  enquiries  into  the  water-supply  of  the  Agra  town.  Pie 
also  visited  Gorakhpur  during  the  rains  for  inspection  of  the  Flood 
Refugees’  camps,  and  while  there,  discussed  with  the  local  authorities 
the  arraogements  for  the  construction  of  an  infectious  diseases  hospital 
and  the  drainage  problem  of  the  town.  During  a  second  visit  to 
Meerut  in  September  he  enquired  into  the  working  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  the  possibility  of  affiliating  the  municipal  maternity  centre 
with  the  District  Red  Cross  branch,  and  the  question  of  the  retention 
of  the  district  health  service.  Pie  also  inspected  the  and-rabic  treat¬ 
ment  centre  there.  At  Bareilly,  he  discussed  arrangements  with  local 
authorities  regarding  the  extension  of  district  health  service.  Dr 
Chaudhri  also  inspected  medical  and  sanitary  arrangements  at  the 
Adh  Kumbh  Mela  at  Allahabad,  and  a  portion  of  the  Naini  Tal 
municipality.  He  visited  Bhowali  to  discuss  proposals  regarding 
improvement  of  the  sanitation  of  the  settlement,  and  the  question  of 
opening  a  Sanatorium  at  Cawnpore, 

Dr.  Chaudhri  also  attended  the  budget  meeting  of  the  Association 
of  the  Pasteur  Institute  of  India  at  New  Delhi,  the  Annual  General 
meeting  ol  the  Red  Cross  Society  at  the  same  place,  a  meeting  at  the 
Government  House,  Naini  Tal,  to  discuss  the  best  way  for  utilizing  the 
Government  of  Indii’s  free  gift  of  6,000  lbs.  of  quinine,  another 
meeting  at  the  Government  House  to  discuss  the  future  of  the  nine 
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health  units  started  by  the  Public  Health  Department  in  connexion 
with  Rural  Development,  and  several  meetings  at  Lucknow  and  Naini 
Tal  in  connexion  with  the  awards  from  the  Silver  Jubilee  Fund  for  the 
construction  of  a  Health  School  He  was  nominated  an  official  mem¬ 
ber  during  the  budget  session  of  the  United  Provinces  Legislative 
Council.  He  arranged  at  Lucknow  a  conference  between  the  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  different  departments  interested  in  rural  welfare  and 
the  members  of  the  Preparatory  Commission  appointed  by  the  League 
of  Nations  in  connexion  with  their  Eastern  Conference  on  Rural 
Hygiene  and  later  on  he  took  the  Commission  round  to  the  villages 
in  Lucknow,  Partabgarh  and  Benares  districts  where  health  unit  and 
rural  development  work  was  shown.  He  also  attended  two  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Health,  two  meetings  of  the  United  Provinces 
State  Medical  Faculty,  one  of  the  United  Provinces  Medical  Council, 
one  of  the  Rural  Development  Committee,  one  of  the  United  Provinces 
Industrial  and  Agricultural  Exhibition  Committee,  one  of  the  King 
Edward  Sanatorium  Trust  Committee  Bhowali,  two  meetings  of  the 
maternity  sub-c  jmmittee  and  two  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  one  of  the  Branch  Committee  of  the  Indian  Red  Cross  Society, 
Provinc‘al  Branch.  He  also  attended  a  conference  in  connexion  with 
the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals,  a  selection  committee 
for  the  promotion  of  two  officers  of  the  Subordinate  Public  Health 
Service  to  the  United  Provinces  Public  Health  Service,  inspected  the 
Government  Vaccme  Depot  at  Patwa  Daagar,  and  conducted  the 
examination  for  the  licence  in  Public  Health  He  also  discussed  with  the 
Principal,  Medical  and  Health  Officer,  Great  Indian  Peninsula  Railway, 
the  railway  arrangements  to  be  made  in  connexion  with  fairs. 

After  taking  over  charge  as  Director  of  Public  Health,  I  attended 
the  conference  of  Medical  Research  Workers  at  Calcutta  and  visited 
Agra  where  I  inspected  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  anti-rabic 
treatment  centre,  water-works,  vaccination,  the  work  of  the  school 
health  officer,  school  dispensary,  rural  development  work  and  vaccina¬ 
tion  in  the  rural  areas  of  that  district  and  the  office  of  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I  also  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Branch 
Committee  of  the  Indian  Red  Cross  Society  at  the  Government  House, 
Lucknow,  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association  and  Provincial  Red  Cross  Society,  a  meeting  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  of  the  same  branch  and  that  of  the  St  John  Ambulance 
Association,  and  a  meeting  of  the  Magh  Mela  Committee  at  Allahabad. 

I  also  inspected  the  medical  and  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  Dadri 
Fair,  Ballia. 

3.  Dr  L  K.  Pvay,  dp.h.,  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health,  was 
in  charge  of  the  I  Range  thioughout  the  year  an  1  remained  on  tour  for 
163  days.  He  inspected  rural  development  work  and  attended  several 
meetings  in  that  connexion  in  the  districts  of  Agra,  Mainpuri,  Luck¬ 
now,  Shahjahanpur,  Meerut,  Aligarh,  Muttra,  Muzaffarnagar,  Sah- 
aranpur,  Pilibhit  and  Moradabad  and  the  Health  Units  in  Meerut, 
Agra,  and  Lucknow  districts.  He  also  inspected  several  schools  in 
these  villages,  and  the  Junior  Red  Cross  work  being  done  there. 

He  inspected  vaccination  in  the  rural  areas  of  Agra,  Mainpuri, 
Lucknow,  Sitapur,  Bulandshahr,  Aligarh,  Muttra,  Meerut,  Muzaffar¬ 
nagar.  Saharanpir  and  Moradabad  districts,  in  the  municipal  towms  cf 
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Agra,  Firozabad,  Mainpuri,  Lucknow,  Sitapur  Shahjahanpur,  Tilhar„ 
Aligarh,  Hathras,  Brindaban,  Muttra,  Meerut,  Muzaffarnagar,  Roorkee. 
Hard  war,  Saharanpur  and  Moradabad  and  in  the  notified  areas  of 
SLikohabad  and  Rikhikesh. 

He  inspected  sanitation  of  the  municipal  towns  of  Tilhar,  Muzaffar- 
nagar,  Roorkee,  Rikhikesh,  Saharanpur,  Aligarh,  Atrauli,  Hathras, 
Bisalpur,  Moradabad  and  drainage  of  parts  of  the  Meerut  City,  trench¬ 
ing  grounds  in  Muzaffarnagar  and  the  process  of  composting  of  habita¬ 
tion  waste  in  Shahjahanpur. 

He  inspected  anti-plague  measures  in  the  rural  areas  of  Saharan¬ 
pur  and  Muzaffarnagar  districts  and  in  the  municipal  town  of  Hapur. 
He  inspected  the  work  in  connexion  with  anti-rat  campaign  in  the 
towns  of  Shahjahanpur,  Hathras,  Muzaffarnagar  and  Hapur. 

Dr.  Ray  also  inspected,  and  where  necessary,  organized  anti-cholera 
measures  in  the  municipal  towns  of  Hardwar.  Rikhikesh,  Dehra  Dun, 
Aligarh  and  Meerut  and  in  the  rural  areas  of  Dehra  Du  a,  Aligarh, 
Bareilly,  Kheri,  Sitapur  and  Unao.  He  inspected  measures  in  connex¬ 
ion  with  the  pievention  of  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  in  the  municipal 
towns  of  Agra,  Aligarh  and  Brindaban,  and  inspected  and  organized 
anti-malarial  measures  in  parts  of  the  districts  of  Shahjahanpur,  Pilibhit, 
Bareilly,  Kheri,  Sitapur,  Unao  and  Lucknow,  which  hid  been  affected 
by  the  floods  of  1936.  He  also  inspected  the  infectious  diseases  hospitals 
at  Saharanpur,  Hardwar.  Rikhikesh,  Muttra,  Brindaban,  Moradabad, 
and  the  sites  for  the  proposed  hospitals  at  Aligarh  and  Bareilly. 

Dr,  Ray  also  supervised  and  organized  medical  and  sanitary 
arrangements  of  the  Mahal  arni  and  Dikhauti  Fairs  in  Hardwar  and: 
Rikhikesh,  the  Piran  Kaliar  Fair  in  Saharanpur,  Garhmuktesar  Fair  and 
the  Nauchandi  Fairs  in  Meerut  and  organized  the  arrangements  for  the 
Batesar  Fair  (Agra),  Daranagar  Fair  (Bijnor)and  Dhaighat  Fair  (Shah¬ 
jahanpur  b  He  also  organized  and  inspected  passenger  inspection  posts 
established  at  the  railway  stations  at  Hardwar,  Saharanpur,  Ghaziabad 
and  Muttra  in  connexion  with  the  Solar  Eclipse  Fair  at  Thaneswar  in 
the  Punjab, 

He  also  inspecte  1  some  travelling  dispensaries,  sugar  and  other 
factories,  the  water-works  at  Agra  and  Meerut,  the  Tirath  tank  at 
Gola  (Kheri)  and  the  offices  of  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  con¬ 
ducted  four  departmental  enquiries  during  his  inspections,  and  ins¬ 
pected  sites  in  two  villages  of  the  Shahjahanpur  district  for  settle¬ 
ment  of  reformed  families  of  criminal  tribes. 

4.  I  held  charge  of  the  II  Range  from  January  I  to  November  111, 
1936,  after  which  date  I  was  appointed  as  Director  of  Public  Health 
owing  to  the  sad  demise  of  my  predecessor,  Rai  Bahadur  Dr.  K.  L. 
Chaudhri.  o.B.E  ,  I,  however,  continued  to  hold  additional  charge  of 
the  office  of  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health,  II  Range,  from 
November  13  to  the  end  of  the  year.  I  remained  on  tour  for  177  days 
during  the  year. 

As  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health  of  the  II  Range  my  prin¬ 
cipal  preoccupation  in  January  and  February  was  supervision  of  the 
medical  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  Adh  Kumbh  Mela  at 
Allahabad.  Later  in  the  year  I  supervised  medical  and  sanitary 
arrangements  of  the  Govind  Dwadeshi  and  Rasulpur  Dargah  Fairs  ip 
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Fyzabad,  Ram  Naiimi  and  Sawan  Jhula  Fairs  in  Ajodhya  and  Dewa  Fair 
in  Bara  Ban  Id.  -■ 

I  inspected  public  health  aspects  of  the  rural  development  work  in 
Fyzabad,  Mirzapur,  Benares,  and  Allahabad  districts  and  the  health 
units  in  A'lahahad,  Benares,  Fyzabad,  Jhansi  (twice)  and  Gorakhpur 
districts  I  inspected  sanitation  of  the  municipal  towns  of  Fyzabad- 
Ajodhya,  Mirzapur  and  Benares  and  supervised  sanitary  arrangements 
at  the  Nandesar  House  in  Benares  in  connexion  with  the  stay  of  His 
Excellency  the  Viceroy  there.  I  inspected  vaccination  in  the  town  of 
Jhansi,  in  the  villages  of  the  health  units  at  Jhansi,  Benares  and 
Gorakhpur,  and  in  the  rural  areas  of  Fatehpur  and  Allahabad  districts. 

I  conducted  local  investigation  inti  the  prevalence  of  cholera  in 
Hamirpur,  Mahoba,  Banda  Mataund  (Banda  district),  Ka^pi,  Orai  and 
Baragaon  (Jhansi  district ),  inspected  the  cholera  barrier  scheme  in  the 
Basti  district,  enquired  into  the  prevalence  of  cerebr o-spinal  meningitis 
reportel  from  Gurha  Buzurg  ^Jhansi  district)  the  prevalence  of  Jhuri- 
jhunia ,  reported  from  about  12  villages  in  Ahraura  (Mirzapur  district), 
and  the  prevalence  of  various  epidemics  in  Gorakhpur. 

I  visited  the  flooded  areas  in  BaTi,  Gorakhpur,  Bahraieh,  Gonda, 
M  irzapur,  Jaunpur  an  1  Banda  districts,  and  advised  local  authorities 
on  the  anti-epidemic  measures  necessary. 

Iin-pected  the  wo  k  of  the  district  heilth  staff  at  Allahabad, 
Fatehpur,  Basti,  Gorakhpur,  Benares,  Fyzabad  and  Mirzapur  and  the 
offices  of  the  District  Medical  0  fleer  of  Health  at  the  last  three  places. 
I  inspected  the  working  of  anti-rabic  treatment  centres  at  Benares, 
Fyzabad  and  Ciwnpore,  all  ro  id  and  rail  inspection  posts  in  and 
around  Al'ahabad,  and  at  Bindhachal,  Benares,  Mughalsarai,  Ajodhya 
and  Fyzabad,  which  were  established  in  connexion  with  the  Adh- 
Kumbh  meia  at  All  ihabad,  and  five  travelling  dispensaries.

resulted  in  the  swelling  of  the  arms  of  inoculated  persons.  After 
m  essary  enquiries  the  Deputy  Commissioner  issued  a  warrant  of 
arrest  for  the  servant,  who  absconded  and  is  still  not  traceable  The 
Deputy  Commissioner  also  sanctioned  the  prosecution  of  the  Medical 
Officer  under  section  170  and  109  of  the  Indian  Penal  Code  for  abet¬ 
ment  of  the  offence  During  the  course  of  enquiry  information  reached 
the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the  existence  of  a  criminal  conspiracy 
among  t  .e  stiff  oi  tne  Medical  and  Public  Heilth  Departments  of  the 
Garhwal  district  for  suppressing  material  information  connected  with 
the  trial  of  the  case,  upon  promise  of  pecuniary  gratific  ttion  by  the 
Medical  Officer  concerned  in  the  above  case.  The  Deputy  Commissioner 
accord. ngly  sanctioned  the  prosecution  of  the  Medical  Officer  and  five 
other  per  eons,  viz.  an  >ther  medical  officer,  the  head  clerk  of  the  ofific  * 
of  the  Civil  Surgeon,  Garhwal,  the  head  clerk  and  second  clerks  <>f  the 
office  of  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Garhwal,  and  one 
temporary  sanitary  supervisor,  under  sections  1 6 1  and  116  of  the 


Indian  Penal  Code  for  attempt  to  take  bribe  and  abetment  in  that, 
connexion,  Both  the  cases  were  tried  by  a  first  class  Magistrate  in 
Saharanpur  but  all  the  accused  in  both  cases  were  acquitted.  Suitable 
departmental  action  has  however  been  taken  against  all  the  persons, 
concerned.

During  the  year  under  report  only  three  meetings  of  the  Board  were 
held,  one  at  Naini  Tal  and  two  at  Lucknow,  two  of  which  were  held  along 
with  the  Council  sessions. 

The  following  cases  received  the  attention  of  the  Board  : 

A—  Special  assistance  to  pilgrim  centres 

Ajodhya—  An  estimate  amounting  to  Rs.4,20,750  for  water-supply  and 
another  estimate  amounting  to  Rs. 4,60,034  for  drainage  of  this  town  were 
approved  by  the  Board  many  years  ago,  but  the  works  could  not  be  taken 
iu  hand  so  far  on  account  of  the  inability  of  the  Fyzabad  Municipal 
Board  to  finance  them  either  from  their  own  funds  or  by  taking  a  loan. 
As  the  Board  were  not  in  favour  of  increasing  taxation  as  suggested  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Health,  they  were  advised  that  this  was  the  most 
opportune  moment  for  staitingthe  first  instalment  of  these  schemes,  which 
would  cost  1*5  lakhs  approximately  in  capital  cost  and  Rs.  11,453  in 
interest  and  sinking  fund  •  the  total  annual  recurring  expenditure  should 
not  exceed  Rs. 20,000.  The  Board  were  also  told  that  unless  they  can  find 
this  small  sum  the  whole  scheme  will  have  to  be  dropped.  The  Board’s 
reply  is  awaited. 

Brindaban-  The  success  of  the  tube-wells  constructed  along  the  river 
bank  for  which  the  Board  of  Public  Health  gave  a  grant  of  Rs. 17,538 
improved  the  prospects  of  a  piped  water-supply  to  this  important  centre  of 
pilgrimage.  On  an  inquiry  from  the  Superintending  Engineer,  Public  Health 
Department,  whether  the  Board  of  Public  Health  would  be  able  to  assist 
Brindaban  Board  with  a  grant  of  1^  lakhs  for  financing  the  first  instalment 
of  their  water-supply  scheme,  estimated  at  Hs. 3,00,000,  approximately, 
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the  question  was  fully  discussed  by  the  Beard  of  Public  Health,  who 
recognized  the  importance  of  the  town  as  au  all-India  pilgrimage  centre  ; 
but  were  afraid  they  wouli  be  unable  to  make  a  large  grant  to  the 
Brindabau  Board  in  the  near  future,  They  suggested  to  the  local 
Government  that  the  Government  of  India  should  be  asked  to  make  a. 
contribution,  as  Brindaban  was  a  centre  of  all-India  pilgrimage. 

Gola  Gokarannath  <  district  Kheri) — The  Board  of  Public  Health 
decided  that  the  maintenance  of  the  canal  feeder  constructed  to  supply 
water  to  the  sacred  tank  at  Gola  Gokarannath  should  be  entrusted  to  Irri¬ 
gation  Department  for  one  year  as  an  experiment.  The  District  Board,. 
Kheri,  agreed  to  the  proposal  and  the  maintenance  of  the  canal  feeder  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Irrigation  Department. 

The  Chairman,  District  Board,  Kheri,  forwarded  the  sanitary  report 
on  the  Chaiti  Fair  held  at  Gola  in  1933  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  which  he  pointed  out  certain  defects  in  the  Gola  Gokarannath 
sacred  tank  water-supply  and  drainage,  for  consideration  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Health  and  asked  for  a  grantdn-aid  to  carry  out  the  improvements 
suggested  therein.  The  report  was  fully  discussed  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Health  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  question  be  postponed  till 
the  result  of  the  maintenance  of  the  canal  feeder  by  the  Irrigation  Depart¬ 
ment  is  known. 

Hardwar — The  estimate  amounting  to  Rs. 5, 57, 579  for  the  Hardwar 
drainage,  which  was  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  last  year, 
was  revised  to  include  the  sewage  farm,  and  the  revised  estimate  amount¬ 
ing  to  Rs.6, 19,453  for  the  drainage  scheme  including  the  sewage  farm 
was  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health.  A  sum  of  Rs.55,057  out 
of  the  grant  of  Rs.l  lakh  sanctioned  for  this  work  was  made  available 
during  the  year.  Such  a  large  amount  could  only  be  made  available  by 
vigorously  collecting  the  unspent  balances  given  for  small  works  and 
transferring  the  amounts  to  this  work.  As  the  sum  of  Rs. 8,893  was  paid 
last  year  the  balance  left  to  be  paid  is  only  Rs.36,045  a  sum  which  can 
easily  be  paid  next  year  without  unduly  curtailing  the  grants  to  other 
works.  The  work  is  in  progress  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  before 
the  Kumbh  Fair  to  be  held  in  March,  1938. 

The  grant  of  Rs.59,000  asked  for  for  carrying  out  the  drainage  scheme 
in  the  area  above  Har-ki-Pairi,  viz.  Bhimgoda  and  Kharkhari,  which 
was  not  included  in  the  comprehensive  scheme,  estimated  at  Rs.6, 19, 435 
was  refused  for  want  of  funds. 

Pilgrim  route ,  Garhwal  ~  The  Board  of  Public  Health  sanctioned 
grants  aggregating  Rs. 15,000  towards  the  cost  of  constructing  sweepers’ 
hut3  on  the  pilgrim  route,  Garhwal,  during  the  last  three  years.  During 
the  year  under  review,  when  a  further  grant  of  Rs.5,000  on  account  of  the 
fourth  instalment  of  this  work  was  asked  for  by  the  Deputy  Commissioner, 
Garhwal,  the  Board  of  Public  Health  decided  that  they  will  make  a 
further  grant  only  when  they  are  satisfied  that  the  huts  are  being  well 
looked  after  and  kept  in  proper  repair.  Such  an  undertaking  having  been 
given,  a  further  sum  of  Rs.5,000  was  made  available. 

The  Director  of  Public  Health  submitted  for  sanction  and  allotment 
of  full  funds  the  project  amounting  to  Rs. 8,027  lor  the  construction  of 
cholera  huts  on  the  pilgrim  route  at  Devprayag,  Rudraprayag  and 
Gnptakashi  in  the  Garhwal  District.  On  account  of  lack  of  funds  the 
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Board  of  Public  Health  could  nob  see  their  way  to  make  a  grant 
for  the  work  and  asked  the  Director  of  Public  Health  to  renew  the 
application  in  1937  -38. 

Piran  Kaliar  (district  Saharanpur) —  The  usual  annual  grant  of 
Rs.2,7a7  was  sanctioned  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  sanitary  arrangements 
at  Piran  Kaliar  Fair  held  in  June,  1936. 

Indian  Red  Gross  Society ,  United  Provinces  Branch — A  grant  of 
Rs.  12,000  given  annually  for  the  production  of  cinema  films  on  health 
and  hygiene  for  exhibition  purposes  at  fairs  and  religious  gatherings  for 
the  last  10  or  11  years  was  repeated  during  this  year. 

An  application  for  repeating  the  usual  grant  for  1937-38  was  made. 
The  Board  of  Public  Health  decided  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  Rs.5,000 
be  made  available  next  year  for  the  production  of  films  on  personal 
hygiene  and  rural  sanitation. 

B— Urban  Sanitation 

The  Board  of  Pubiic  Health  discussed  the  projects  lor  urban  sanita¬ 
tion  works  detailed  in  Appendix  III.  Woiks  estimated  to  cost 
Rs, 25, 73, 859  were  administratively  or  finally  sanctioned.  In  addition 
to  these  forecasts  of  cost  for  certain  works  were  also  approved. 

The  note  drawn  up  by  the  Secretary  on  the  method  of  dealing  with 
the  water-supply  and  drainage  problems  of  the  towns  in  these  provinces 
with  a  view  to  finding  out  the  best  means  of  providing  them  with  modem 
amenities  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  was  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Health  in  1934  and  circulated  to  67  Municipal  Boards  which 
have  no  piped  water-supply.  The  replies  received  showed  that  only  24 
boards  were  willing  to  entrust  the  water-supply  of  their  towns  to  private 
firms  and  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  drainage  system  of  their  towns 
The  matter  Was  discussed  by  the  Board  of  Pubiic  Health  and  it  was 
decided  that  the  towns  of  Bareilly,  Sitapur,  Budaun,  Rae  Bareli,  Brinda- 
ban,  and  Pilibhit  should  be  pressed  in  the  first  instance  to  introduce  pipen 
water-supply  and  improve  their  drainage.  Action  has  been  takeu 
accordingly  and  the  results  are  awaited. 

The  results  of  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  of  water  of 
municipal  water-supplies  for  the  year  1935-36  were  considered  and  it  was 
decided  that  the  Director  of  Public  Health  be  asked  to  press  the  Boards 
to  carry  out  his  recommendations.  The  Director  of  Public  Health 
was  requested  that  in  his  repoits  to  the  Board  of  Public  Health  in 
future,  he  might  note  on  the  incidence  of  water-borne  diseases  in  various 
municipalities  so  that  the  Board  of  Public  Health  may  be  in  a  position  to 
judge  how  far  the  improvement  is  required.  In  response  to  this,  the 
Director  of  Public  Health  has  pressed  upon  the  Jhansi  Board  the  necessity 
of  supplying  chorinated  water  to  the  whole  city  instead  of  to  a  portion  of 
the  town  as  is  being  done  at  present.  He  requested  the  Superintending 
Engineer,  Public  Health  Department,  for  advice  for  sterilizing  the  water 
of  Miizapur  and  Gola  Gokarannath. 

All  the  waterworks  in  these  provinces  were  inspected  by  the  Mecha¬ 
nical  Engineer  for  Water-works  duiing  the  year.  The  Board  of  Public 
Health  considered  the  action  taken  by  the  following  boards  on  the  inspec¬ 
tion  repoits  of  the  Mechanical  Engineer: 
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(1)  Almora,  (2)  Cawnpore,  (3)  Fatehpur-Sikri,  (4;  Haldwani,  (5) 
Jhansi,  (6)  Lucknow,  (7)  Mirzapur,  (8)  Muttra,  (9)  Naini  Tal  and  (10) 
Unao. 

The  action  taken  by  the  Boards  was  found  wanting  to  a  greater  or  less 
degree  and  it  was  noted  with  regret  that  little  or  no  active  measure  was 
taken  to  prevent  reported  waste  of  water. 

Agra — The  Agra  Board,  which  had  taken  a  loan  of  Rs. 43,000  for 
•carrying  out  a  scheme  for  metering  and  waste  prevention  through  the 
agency  of  the  Public  Health  Engineering  Department,  di  1  not  co-operate 
with  that  department  and  the  scheme  had  to  be  dropped.  Later  on  the 
Board  agreed  to  take  over  the  meters  purchased  together  with  the  balance 
of  funds  and  to  re-engage  the  services  of  the  Assistant  Engineer  who  was 
in  charge  of  this  scheme  previously.  This  was  allowed  by  the  Superin¬ 
tending  Engineer,  Public  Health  Department. 

As  the  Board  had  takm  no  action  on  the  Mechanical  Engineer’s 
Inspection  Reports  of  1934  and  1935  inspite  of  the  fact  that  the  deplorable 
state  of  their  waterworks  had  been  particularly  brought  to  their  notice 
more  than  a  year  ago,  the  Board  of  Public  Health  considered  that  the 
Agra  Board  had  neglected  their  duties  in  this  matter  and  decided  to 
report  the  matter  to  Government  for  such  action  as  they  deem  fit.  The 
Government  have  asked  the  Su nerintending  Engineer,  Public  Health 
Department,  for  the  preparation  of  a  forecast  of  cost  for  the  reorganiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Agra  water-works,  which  is  under  preparation. 

Aligarh—  Water-supply  through  standposts  in  Aligarh,  which  had 
been  stopped  in  1934,  was  re-opened  with  effect  from  October,  1936,  on 
the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health. 

Allahabad  —Sanction  was  accorde  i  to  the  project  amounti  ng  to 
Rs  83.409  for  the  extension  of  the  Katra-Colonelganj  drain;  but  on 
account  of  scarcity  of  funds  the  Board  of  Public  Health  could  not  see 
their  way  to  make  any  grant  for  the  scheme. 

The  utilization  of  the  balance  of  Rs. 46,937  out  of  the  loan  of  Rs.50,000 
advanced  to  the  Allahabad  Municipal  Board  for  a  metering  scheme,  in  the 
purchase  of  meters  was  sanctioned  by  Government  and  the  Board  were 
asked  to  submit  an  estimate  for  purchase  of  meters. 

The  Allahabad  Municipal  Board  asked  for  grant  of  Rs. 25,000  together 
with  a  recurring  grant  of,  at  least,  Rs, 2,000  a  year  towards  the  cost  of 
building  a  tuberculosis  sanatorium  at  Allahabad.  The  Board  of  Public 
Health  regretted  that  no  grant  can  be  given  to  objects  of  such  nature. 

Bahraich — Consideration  of  the  question  of  financing  th6  water- 
supply  and  drainage  schemes  of  the  Bahraich  Town  was  postponed  until 
the  figures  of  the  revised  budget  of  the  Municipal  Board  for  1937-38  were 
known. 

Bntda  —A  grant  of  Rs.461,  equal  to  one-third  of  the  amount  of  th? 
work,  was  sanctioned  for  repairs  of  Pukhri  well  in  the  Banda  Much 
cipality. 

Bareilly — The  Municipal  B  >ard;  Bareilly,  porposed  to  get  an  estimate 
for  the  construction  of  storm  water  drains  at  Bareilly  along  the  Lucknow 
Bareilly  and  Bareilly-Ranikhet  roads  prepared  provided  the  Board  of 
Public  Health  granted  a  sum  equal  to  half  the  cost  of  the  work.  The 
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Board  of  Public  Health  decided  that  no  grant  can  be  given  for  any  piece¬ 
meal  scheme  and  a  comprehensive  drainage  scheme  should  be  drawn  out. 

Benares  —Sanction  was  accorded  to  the  project  amounting  to 
Rs.57,692  for  the  improvement  of  Mankarnikaghat  at  Benares  with  the 
remarks  that  (i)  the  scheme  had  not  been  prepared  as  laid  down  in 
G.  O.  no.  1130/XI  —  747-E,  dated  the  29th  April,  1926,  and  (ii)  a  flushing 
tank  anpears  to  be  necessary. 

The  Board  were  pleased  to  note  that  considerable  progress  had  been 
made  in  the  public  health  administration  of  the  Benares  Municipality 
within  the  last  three  years  though  it  appears  th  it  much  remains  to  be  done. 

Brindaban  —The  Board  of  Public  Health  in  1934  permitted  the. 
utilization  of  an  unspent  balance  of  Rs. 5, 738-12-3  lying  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Brindaban  Board  for  the  provision  of  quarters  for  the  Medical  Officer 
at  the  infectious  diseases  hospital.  This  money  was  not  utilized  for  more 
than  a  year.  The  Board  of  Public  Health,  on  the  advice  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Health  that  provision  of  quarters  was  not  necessary,  ordered 
that  the  amount  he  refunded  into  the  Treasury,  which  was  done.  The 
Municipal  Board,  Brindaban,  approached  the  Board  of  Public  Health  for 
reconsideration  of  their  deck-ion.  As  the  money  had  already  been  refunded 
to  Government  and  as  there  was  no  hope  of  any  money  being  made 
available  in  1937-3S,  the  Municipal  Board  was  asked  to  apply  for  a  grant 
again  in  19*38-39. 

Budaun  —  In  connexion  with  the  request  by  the  Budaun  Municipal 
Board  for  a  grant  for  the  construction  of  a  trial  tube-well  for  flushing 
purposes  in  the  Budaun  Municipality,  it  was  decided  that  the  Borrd  be 
asked  to  submit  a  complete  scheme  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Health. 

Dehru  Dun — In  1935,  the  Board  of  Public  Health  sanctioned  a  grant 
of  Rs.  10,000  for  the  drainage  scheme  of  Lakkhibagh  but  the  money  could 
not  be  paid,  The  grant  was  made  available  this  year  on  the  condition 
that  the  Municipal  Board  spend  a  further  sum  of  Rs. 5,000  immediately 
and  complete  the  scheme  as  funds  permitted. 

Fyzabad — The  permission  to  the  utilization  of  the  loan  of  Rs.  10,000 
sanctioned  for  the  purchase  of  water  meters  towards  the  cost  of  the 
pumping  plant  for  the  new  tube-well  was  accorded  by  Government. 

The  request  for  a  further  loan  of  Rs.2,138  to  complete  the  work  was 
refused  and  the  Board  advised  to  meet  this  small  amount  from  their  own 
funds.  The  Board  have  accordingly  decided  to  make  provision  for  this 
amount  in  the  next  year5  s  budget. 

The  revised  estimate  amounting  to  Rs.25.130  for  the  pumping  plant  for 
a  new  tube-well  near  the  existing  tube-well  no.  3  at  Fyzabad  was 
sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health 

Ghazipur — A  grant  of  Rs.7,000  was  made  to  the  Municipal  Board,. 
Ghazipur,  for  acquisition  of  land  for  water- works. 

The  application  of  the  Ghazipur  Municipal  Board  for  a  further  loan  of 
Rs.  51,1 20  for  completing  the  first  instalment  of  their  water-supply  scheme 
was  forwarded  and  recommended  to  Government  for  sanction. 

Gorakhpur  —  The  detailed  estimate  amounting  to  Rs.20,335  for  the 
Gorakhpur  drainage  extension  (11  Instalment)  was  sanctioned  by  the  Board 
of  Public  H  ealth.  The  grant  of  Rs. 8,090  sanctioned  for  the  wrnrk  was 
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paid  to  the  Board.  Sanction  was  also  accorded  to  the  utilization  of  the 
saving  of  Rs.2,209  from  the  graot  given  for  the  Gorakhpur  drainage 
extension  in  carrying  out  the  above  project. 

Hardoi  —  A  grant  of  Rs.  172,  equal  to  half  the  cost  of  the  work,  was 
sanctioned  for  the  improvement  of  certain  wells  in  the  Hardoi  Municipality. 

Sanction  was  also  accorded  to  the  revised  estimate  amounting  to 
Rs. 84,535  for  the  Hardoi  drainage  scheme. 

Kanauj—  The  Chairman,  Citizens’  Association,  Kanauj,  complained 
about  a  partially  completed  well  at  Gwal  Maidan  in  the  town.  This  was 
one  of  the  three  wells  for  the  construction  of  which  a  grant  of  Rs.3,000  was 
made  in  1927.  On  investigation  several  irregularities  were  detected.  The 
case  has  been  forwarded  to  the  District  Offi  cer  and  the  Divisional  Com¬ 
missioner  for  their  recommendations. 

Lucknow — The  question  of  giving  a  loan  of  Rs.60,000  to  the 
Lucknow  Municipal  Board  for  the  construction  of  the  third  clear  water 
reservoir  has  been  hanging  fire  for  a  long  time  on  account  of  the  board’s 
refusal  to  meter  private  connexions.  In  vijw  of  the  urgency  of  the  project 
and  the  fact  that  universal  metering  was  not  at  present  practical  policfcs, 
the  Board  of  Public  Health  recommended  to  Government  that  the  loan  in 
question  be  made  available  pending  submission  to  Government  of  their 
considered  views  on  the  questiou  of  metering,  The  loan  in  question  has 
been  sanctioned. 

Loans  for  the  following  works  were  recommended  to  Government  and 
sanctioned  : 

Rs. 

(1)  Project  for  Ring  and  Extension  Mails  ..  ..  1,74,632 

(2)  Project  for  Three  Additional  Slow  Sand  Filters  at  Aishbagh  1,50, 000 

(3)  Purchase  of  Water  Meters  for  non-domestic  use  ..  ..  50,000 

The  project  for  the  construction  of  a  platform,  steps  and  certain  other 
works  by  the  side  of  the  river  Gomti  on  the  River  Bank  Road  at  Lucknow, 
which  the  Board  of  Public  Health  did  not  support,  was  rejected  by 
Government  with  the  remarks  that  Government  regretted  they  could  not 
allow  the  Municipal  Board  to  construct  a  platform  on  the  river  bank  with 
steps  up  and  down  and  also  one  or  two  pavilions  on  the  platform,  which 
would  be  an  undesirable  development,  but  would  have  no  objection  to 
allow  the  Board  to  lay  out  a  park  between  the  River  Bank  and  Strand 
Roads  without  any  building  of  any  sort  if  they  may  desire  to  go  on  with 
this  part  of  the  proposal  only  and  have  sufficient  funds  for  the  purpose. 

The  Board  of  Public  Health  approved  the  revised  estimate  amounting 
to  Rs. 12,283  for  a  trial  tube-well  with  “  Essbee  patent  coir  strainer  at 
Lucknow  and  sanctioned  a  further  grant  of  Rs,2,452  to  meet  the  extra 
cost  of  the  work. 

In  June,  1935,  the  Board  of  Public  Health  recommended  the  Board  to 
apply  to  their  consulting  engineers  for  advice  concerning  the  maintenance 
of  their  drainage  system  and  arrange  with  the  firm  for  the  supervision  of  the 
maintenance  for  a  sufficient  period  with  a  view  to  reinstating  it  in  a  first 
class  condition  and  to  training  the  Board’s  stall.  The  Municipal  Board 
were  asked  to  submit  a  report  in  the  matter.  The  Municipal  Board, 
in  their  report,  stated  that  it  was  very  difficult  to  secure  the  services 
of  an  officer  who  would  be  a  qualified  expert  in  all  the  three  branches 
of  engineering,  viz.  mechanical,  sanitary  and  civil  and  even  if 
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the  services  of  such  an  officer  would  be  available,  he  would  naturally 
demand  a  very  high  salary  which  the  Board  could  not  presumably  afford 
to  pay.  In  view  of  the  above,  the  Board  decided  to  drop  the  scheme  of 
unification  of  control  over  their  sewers.  The  matter  was  considered  by 
the  Board  of  Public  H  ealth  and  it  was  decided  that  its  consideration  be 
postponed  pending  the  consideration  of  the  whole  problem  of  Lucknow 
drainage  by  a  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  Government. 

Meerut — The  project  amounting  to  Rs.fi. 531  for  anti-malarial  works 
in  connexion  with  the  improvement  of  the  area  between  the  city  railway 
station  and  the  Idgah  at  Meerut  was  approved  and  a  grant  of  half  the  cost 
of  the  work  was  sanctioned.  The  money  will  be  paid  next  year. 

Mussoorie — The  revised  estimate  amounting  to  Rs. 1,36, 145  for  sedi¬ 
mentation  tanks  at  the  head  works  in  connexion  with  the  recondif'oning 
of  the  Mussoorie  hydro-electric  supply  scheme  was  rejected  as  the  Board  of 
Public  Health  were  not  satisfied  with  the  explanation  of  the  City  Board 
with  regard  to  the  extra  expenditure  of  Rs.47,851  incurred  on  the  work 
and  it  was  decided  that  the  matter  be  reported  to  Government  for  orders. 
Government  ordered  that  the  Board  of  Public  Health  may  sanction  the 
project  after  making  any  formal  corrections  which  they  may  consider  to  be 
necessary.  The  matter  was  reconsidered  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health, 
who  authorized  the  President  to  accord  necessary  sanction  to  the  project 
on  their  behalf. 

Partabgarh  •—  The  scheme  for  the  Partabgarh  water-supply  had  to  be 
dropped  as  the  Municipal  Board  was  not  in  a  position  to  finance  the 
project. 

Shahjahanpur — In  1934-35,  the  Board  of  Public  Health  sanctioned  a 
grant  of  Rs. 2,500  for  carrying  out  an  experiment  in  composting  night- 
soil  and  refuse.  The  experiment  was  successful  from  the  public  health 
point  of  view  but  economic  value  of  the  compost  could  not  be  definitely 
ascertained.  During  the  year  under  report,  a  further  grant  of  Rs.2,500 
asked  for  by  the  Municipal  Board  for  the  above  purpose  was  refused  and 
the  Board  were  informed  that  the  Board  of  Public  Health  have  done  their 
share  in  financing  the  experiment  and  that  the  application  for  further 
assistance  should  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Agriculture. 

Sikandrabad  —  The  Board  of  Public  Health  recommended  to  Govern¬ 
ment  to  sanction  remission  of  the  interest  accrued  on  the  grant  of  Rs  5,000 
which  was  given  to  the  Sikandrabad  Municipality  in  1912  for  the  Ganda 
Nala  ;  but  the  Board,  instead  of  utilizing  it  on  the  work  for  which  it  was 
given,  invested  it  in  war  loan  and  long  afterwards  spent  it  on  some  other 
works. 

Vnao  —  A  grant  of  Rs. 2,000  to  meet  the  entire  cost  of  the  estimate 
for  the  purchase  of  meter  testing  apparatus  was  given  to  the  Unao 
Municipal  Board. 

C— Rural  and  Minor  Sanitary  Works 

The  practice  hitherto  followed  in  connexion  with  the  submission  of 
proposals  for  small  public  health  works  in  calling  for  list  of  works  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  District  Magistrates  to  be  carried  out  in  rural  areas  of  their  dis¬ 
tricts  and  allotting  the  available  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Health  in  rough  proportion  to  their  demands  was  examined  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Health  and  it  was  decided  that  grants  for  small  public  health 
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works  should  in  future  be  given  in  proportion  to  the  population  and  the 
number  of  villages  in  each  division. 

Funds  to  the  exteDt  of  Rs. 53,792  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
District  Magistrate  of  a  number  of  districts  mentioned  in  Appendix  II(cy 
for  small  public  health  works,  such  as  drainage  schemes,  construction  of 
new  sanitary  wells,  improvement  and  repairs  of  exisiting  wells,  filling  of 
depressions  and  so  forth. 

Bahraich  -  In  view  of  the  failure  of  the  Bahraich  District  Board  to 
keep  the  pumps  in  proper  order,  the  Board  of  Public  Health  ordered  that 
all  the  pumps  which  were  installed  in  1928-29  and  1930—31  in  shallow 
village  wells  with  the  aid  of  the  grants  from  the  Board  of  Public  Health 

should  be  auctioned. 

% 

Bulandshahr — The  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Bulandshahr, 
suggested  the  advisability  of  making  grants  for  small  public  health  works 
through  the  District  Boards  instead  of  District  Magistrates  as  the  proce¬ 
dure  suggested  was  likely  to  result  in  greater  economy  and  better  work*. 
The  matter  was  considered  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  who  decided 
that  the  present  system  of  distribution  of  grants  for  small  public  health 
works  through  District  Magistrates  should  be  continued. 

Garhwal —  With  regard  to  the  delegation  of  powers  to  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Garhwal,  in  connexion  with  public  health,, 
which  tne  District  Board  persistently  refused,  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
agreed  to  reduce  their  demands  to  a  minimum,  viz. 

(а)  that  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  alone  have 
powers  to  prosecute, 

(б)  that  powers  under  section  99  should  be  delegated  to  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

(c)  that  powers  under  section  100  be  given  to  the  whole  staff  down 
to  the  sanitary  inspector. 

The  District  Board,  Garhwal,  have  accepted  these  demands. 

Gorakhpur — A  grant  of  Rs.5,000  asked  for  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Health,  United  Provinces,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  special  public 
health  scheme,  which  is  in  operation  in  two  bahsils  of  the  Gorakhpur 
District  since  the  last  five  or  six  years  and  is  being  maintained  by  the 
District  Board  of  Gorakhpur,  was  refused  and  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
observed  that  they  would  nob  be  justified  in  making  a  grant  for  the 
employment  of  staff  to  run  this  scheme. 

Haldwani  \ ditsnct  Nairn  Tal) — The  project  amounting  to  Rs.5,362 
for  covering  Lalkua  Canal  at  Haldwani  was  approved  and  it  was  decided 
that  only  half  the  amount  of  the  tenders  actually  accepted  be  given  as 
grant  provided  open  tenders  are  called  for.  The  amount  of  the  tender 
accepted  was  Rs. 5,080  and  a  grant  of  Rs.2,540  was  made  available. 

Ramnagar  Notified 1  Area  ( district  Naini  Tal)—  The  Executive 
Engineer,  Tarai  and  Bhabar  Government  Estates  Division,  submitted  for 
sanction  and  allotment  of  funds  the  projects  amounting  to  Rs. 11,000  and 
Rs  5,000  respectively  for  remodelling  the  water-supply  and  improving 
the  drainage  of  the  Ramnagar  Notified  Area.  Both  the  projects  were 
sanctioned  and  a  grant  of  Rs. 2,500  was  made  available  for  the  drainage

scheme.  As  regards  the  scheme  for  water-supply  the  Executive  Engineer 
was  asked  to  come  up  far  the  grant  early  next  year  (1937-38). 

Raya  Town  Area  ( district  Muttra) — A  grant  of  Rs.775  for  additional 
works  in  connexion  with  the  drainage  scheme  of  the  Raya  Town  Area 
was  sanctioned,  out  of  which  a  sum  of  Rs.92,  which  was  not  likely  to  be 
spent  during  the  year,  was  resumed. 

Sringhirampur  (district  Farrukhabad )  —  A  grant  of  Rs.3,956  was 
given  last  year  towards  the  cost  of  construction  of  two  wells  in  the 
Sringhirampur  Fair  Area.  The  work  was  completed  and  a  saving  of  Rs.848 
made,  which  was  resumed.  During  the  year  under  review  a  supplement¬ 
ary  estimate  amounting  to  Rs.836  for  certain  improvements  to  these 
newly-constructed  wells  was  submitted  for  sanction  and  allotment  of  full 
funds.  In  view  of  the  lack  of  funds  and  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Public 
Health  made  a  full  contribution  for  the  work  as  originally  proposed,  the 
Board  of  Public  Health  could  not  sanction  the  grant  and  decided  that  the 
District  Boards  should  finance  this  additional  work  out  of  their  own  funds. 

D— Works 

Dewa  Fair  (Bara  Banki)  water-supply  —  The  Board  of  Public  Health 
sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.5,880  for  the  extension  of  the  pipe  line  along  the 
Dargah  road  and  the  Dargah  itself  at  Dewa,  but  it  was  decided  that  the 
money  be  paid  next  year  if  funds  are  available  provided  that  a  proper 
scheme  is  prepared  and  submitted  for  approval.  The  scheme  was  prepared 
by  the  Public  Health  Engineering  Department  and  the  estimate  amount¬ 
ing  to  Rs.6,660  for  the  work  was  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health. 
Provision  for  a  grant  of  Rs.5,880  was  also  made  in  the  budget  for  1937-38, 
but  the  money  has  not  been  sanctioned  by  Government  and  will  have  to 
be  found  from  the  lump  allotment  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board. 

Necessary  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  water  during  the  mela  held 
in  October,  1936  were  entrusted  to  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Noorullah  Ghazan- 
farullah,  contractors,  on  payment  of  Rs.800  from  the  exhibition  funds  as 
settled  previously  between  the  association  and  the  firm. 

Approval  to  the  revised  estimate  amounting  to  Rs.383  for  the  tem¬ 
porary  water-supply  during  the  Dewa  Fair  and  Exhibition  held  in  Octo¬ 
ber,  1  935  was  accorded. 

Syed  Salar  Fair  ( Bahraich )  water-supply — The  forecast  of  cost} 
amounting  to  Rs.45,000  for  the  Syed  Salar  Fair  water-supply  was  approv¬ 
ed  and  it  was  decided  chat  the  provision  for  a  grant  of  Rs.25,000  towards 
the  cost  of  this  scheme  be  made  in  the  budget  for  1937-38  provided  the 
Fair  Committee  submitted  proposals  for  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of 
the  installation  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Public  Health  Engineering 
Department.  Sanction  was  also  accorded  to  the  estimate  amounting  to 
Rs. 8,558  for  a  tube-well  in  connexion  with  the  above  scheme.  The 
Committee  approved  of  the  scheme  and  sanctioned  the  annual  expendi¬ 
ture  of  Rs.800  for  its  maintenance.  As  the  Superintending  Engineer  was 
satisfied  with  the  proposals  and  only  a  sum  of  Rs.8,558  was  required  for 
the  construction  of  the  tube-well  in  the  first  year,  provision  for  a  grant  of 
this  amount  was  made  in  the  budget  for  1937-38,  but  the  amount  has  not 
been  sanctioned  by  Government. 

Malaria  Sub-Committee 

As  there  was  no  important  business  which  could  be  referred  to  the 
sub-committee,  no  meeting  was  held  during  the  year  under  report.  The 
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project  for  anti-malarial  works  in  connexion  with  the  improvement  of  the 
area  between  the  City  Railway  Station  and  the  Idgah  at  Meerut  was 
referred  to  and  disposed  of  by  the  Chairman. 

Rai  Bahadur  Dr.  K.  L.  Chaudhri,  o.b.e.,  d.p.h.,  Director  of  Public 
Health,  held  the  office  of  the  Chairman  during  the  year  till  his  death  in 
November,  1936,  when  his  place  was  taken  by  his  successor  Rai  Bahadur 
Dr.  K.  P.  Mathur,  M.R.c.s.,  l.r.c.p.,  d  p,h.

General 

The  budget  estimate  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  as  well  as  of  the 
grants  and  loans  for  sanitary  schemes  for  1937-38  were  approved  and 
forwarded  to  Government,  but  it  was  regretted  that  owing  to  the  small 
number  of  meetings  it  was  impossible  for  the  Board  to  consider  the 
budgets  before  submission  to  Govern  menk 

The  last  annual  reports  of  the  Director  of  Public  Health  and  the 
Superintending  Engineer,  Public  Health  Department,  copies  of  which 
were  supplied  to  members,  were  recorded. 

The  Annual  Report  on  the  working  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  for 
the  year  ending  31st  March,  1936,  prepared  by  the  Secretary,  was  passed 
and  a  copy  was  forwarded  to  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  United 
Pr  ovinces,  for  incorporation  in  his  Anuual  Report  as  usual. 

It  was  further  decided  that  a  copy  of  the  Report  be  sent  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  Legislative  Council,  United  Provinces,  who  was  requested  to  inform 
the  Honourable  Members  of  the  Council  that  a  copy  of  the  same  can  be 
had  on  requisition  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

A  copy  was  also  ordered  to  be  supplied  to  the  Press, 
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At  the  instance  of  Government  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Hoey,  late  Super¬ 
intending  Engineer,  Public  Health  Department,  for  reorganization 
of  the  Public  Health  Engineering  Department  in  these  provinces 
was  discussed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health,  His  proposal  was  to 
reduce  the  department  to  a  mere  inspectorate  ceasing  to  do  any  execu¬ 
tive  work  (preparing  projects,  settling  tenders,  carrying  out  constructions, 
etc.)  for  local  bodies  which  should  be  entrusted  to  consulting  engineers 
whom  they  should  employ.  The  Board  of  Public  Health  were  of  opinion 
that  if  consulting  engineers  were  employed  in  place  of  the  department, 
they  could  not  carry  out  the  executive  functions  of  the  department  and  the 
proposal  was  dropped. 

The  question  of  amending  the  law  and  rules  governing  the  proposal 
regarding  the  appointment  and  control  of  municipal  engineers  and  water¬ 
works  superintendents,  which  would  involve  the  question  of  the  future 
status  and  control  over  such  servants,  came  under  the  consideration  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Health,  and  it  was  decided  that  these  questions  should 
be  investigated  and  the  views  formulated  by  the  Board  be  submitted  to 
Government  later.  But  action  has  been  postponed  in  view  of  the  possibi¬ 
lity  of  a  Government  Committee  being  set  up  to  inquire  into  the  whole 
problem  of  water-supply  and  all  connected  subjects. 

The  orders  of  Government  giving  full  powers  to  the  Superintending 
Engineer,  Public  Health  Department,  of  according  technical  sanction  to 
all  projects  and  estimates  relating  to  his  department  were  noted  and  the 
Government  were  requested  to  communicate  these  orders  to  all  officers 
and  local  bodies  concerned, 

Tne  question  of  fixing  a  sliding  scale  of  fees  to  be  charged  for  tender 
forms  issued  by  local  bodies,  suggested  by  the  Superintending  Engineer, 
Public  Health  Department,  was  considered  and  it  was  decided  that  before 
any  action  is  taken  the  opinion  of  the  local  bodies  be  invited.  Action 
has  been  taken  accordingly. 

The  question  of  inclusion  in  the  list  of  health  works  of  the  drainage 
and  water-supply  schemes  executed  by  Improvement  Trust  was  deferred 
until  it  was  known  as  to  what  action  will  be  taken  on  the  Sale  Report. 

The  general  rules  framed  by  Government  to  regulate  the  payment 
and  audit  of  grants-in-ai  d  to  local  bodies  and  institutions,  reproduced  as 
appendix  I  were  noted  and  circulated  to  all  District  Magistrates,  Commis¬ 
sioners,  etc. 

Government  orders  regarding  powers  of  municipal  boards  and  fcho 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  restoring  portions  of  provincial  roads  which 
are  damaged  or  liable  to  be  damaged  by  the  construction  of  municipal 
works,  particularly  drainage  and  water-supply  works,  were  considered  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  recorded, 

The  extract  from  the  statement  of  unspent  balances  of  Government 
grants  left  with  the  local  bodies  in  these  provinces  on  31st  March,  1933, 
forwarded  by  Government  was  considered  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
and  action  was  taken  for  the  refund  or  the  proper  utilization  of  the  balances 
shown  therein.

I  AM  directed  to  enclose  for  your  information  a  copy  of  the  general 
rules  framed  by  Government  to  regulate  the  payment  and  audit  of  granbs- 
in*aid  to  local  bodies  and  institutions  and  to  request  that  a  statement  enjoin¬ 
ed  by  rule  5  in  respect  of  the  grants  placed  at  your  disposal  may  please 
be  furnished  to  this  office  in  the  specimen  form  herewith  attached  before 
1st  June  every  year. 

2.  To  enable  this  office  to  furnish  the  certificates  enjoined  by  rule  8 
to  the  Accountant  General,  United  Provinces,  before  30th  September  of 
the  year  following  to  which  the  grant  related,  I  am  to  request  you  to  kindly 
furnish  to  this  office,  along  with  the  statement  referred  to  above  before 
1st  June  every  year,  with  a  certificate  in  respect  of  each  work  separately 
in  the  following  form  : 

“Certified  that  the  grant  of  Rs.  sanctioned 

by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  in  letter  no 

dated  for  (name  of  work) 

was  utilized  in  full  and  in  accordance  with  the 

conditions  of  the  grant 

In  case  any  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  grant  was  made  is  not 
satisfied,  it  may  please  be  specifically  reported  to  this  office. 

3.  I  am  to  add  that  steps  are  being  taken  by  Government  for  the 
incorporation  of  these  rule  in  the  Financial  Handbook,  Volume  V,  Part  I, 
and  the  necessary  correction  to  the  Handbook  will  issue  in  due  course. 

4.  1  am  to  add  that  copies  of  these  rules  have  already  been  sent  to 
the  Chairmen  of  Municipal  and  District  Boards  with  Government  endorse* 
ment  no.  B-1065(II)/X -107-1929,  dated  the  5th  May,  1936,  and  to 
request  that  these  may  kindly  be  communicated  toother  local  bodies,  i.e., 
notified  and  town  areas  in  your  district  for  their  information  and  guidance.

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General  rules  for  grants-in-aid 

1.  The  payment  of  various  classes  of  grants  to  local  bodies  and  institu¬ 
tions,  e,g,  contributions  to  hospitals  and  dispensaries,  educational  grants-in- 
aid,  contributions  for  the  maintenance  of  roads,  etc.  will  be  regulated, 
subject  to  the  following  instructions,  by  the  general  or  special  orders  of 
Government  sanctioning  each  class  of  payment.  [ See  also  rule  I  under 
paragraph  42(6).] 

2.  Grants  are  of  two  kinds,  viz.  (1)  conditional  and  (2)  unconditional. 
A  grant  is  conditional  when  it  is  given  for  a  specified  purpose  and  special 
conditions  are  imposed  at  the  time  of  the  grant,  regulating  the  manner  in 
which  the  grant  may  be  expended. 

A  grant  is  unconditional  when  the  only  condition  attaching  to  it  is  the 
continued  active  existence  of  the  local  body  or  private  institution  to  which 
it  is  given. 

3.  Administrative  departments  of  Government  and  subordinate  authori¬ 
ties  to  whom  power  has  been  delegated  to  sanction  grants  shall  specify 
the  conditions  which  apply  in  each  case  or  quote  the  relevant  rule  or  order 
under  which  the  grant  is  made.  They  shall  also  supply  the  Examiner, 
Local  Fund  Accounts,  with  a  copy  of  the  order  of  sanction  in  those  cases 
in  which  the  accounts  of  a  local  body  or  institution  come  under  that  officer’s 
audit.  A  list  showing  the  accounts  which  are  at  present  under  the  audio 
of  the  Examiner  is  given  as  Annexure  A  to  this  chapter, 

4.  In  the  case  of  both  condition  as  well  as  unconditional  grants,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  administrative  department  or  officer  sanctioning  a  grant  to 
see  (1)  that  the  conditions  attaching  to  the  grant  are  satisfied  and  (2)  in 
case  the  conditions  are  not  fully  satisfied,  to  take  steps  to  have  the  grant 
refunded  to  Government  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  the  case  may 
require. 

5.  On  or  before  1st  June  of  the  year  following  that  to  which  a  grant 
relates  every  local  body  or  private  institution  which  has  received  a  grant 
shall  furnish  the  administrative  department  or  officer  making  the  grant,  a 
statement  showing  how  the  grant  has  been  expended,  what  amount  if  any, 
is  refundable  to  Government  and  how  far  the  conditions  attaching  to  the 
grant  have  been  satisfied. 

6.  The  administrative  department  or  officer  shall  then  decide  what 
amount,  if  any,  must  be  refunded  by  the  recipient  of  the  grant  and  take 
steps  to  have  the  amount  so  refunded. 

Noth — Rules  5  and  6  do  cot  apply  to  the  grants  made  under  paragraphs  392  to  401, 
Educational  Code. 

7.  Where  a  grant  is  an  annual  one  or  is  paid  in  instalments,  the  amount 
adjudged  refundable  to  Government  shall  be  adjusted  by  short  payment  of 
the  next  instalment  or  grant. 

Note — Overdue  instalments  on  account  of  repayments  of  loans  taken  by  local  bodies 
may  also  be  recovered  by  adjustments  from  the  grants  payable  to  them. 

8.  Where  a  grant  is  annual  or  a  non-recurring  grant  has  been  given 
for  one  year  only,  the  administrative  department  or  officer  who  sanctioned 
the  grant  shall,  on  or  before  30th  September  of  the  year  following  that  to 
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which  the  grant  related,  furnish  the  following  certificates  to  the  Account¬ 
ant  General,,  namely, 

(a)  in  the  case  of  an  unconditional  grant  that  the  local  body  or 
private  institution  to  which  the  grant  was  given,  did  continue  to 
function  actively  in  the  year  to  which  the  grant  related; 

(b)  in  the  case  of  a  conditional  grant,  that  the  grant  was  utilized  in 
accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  grant.  If  the  conditions  of 
the  grant  were  not  fully  satisfied  the  administrative  department  or 
officer  shall  state  which  conditions  were  not  satisfied  and  what  steps 
he  has  taken  or  proposes  to  take  either  to  have  the  conditions 
satisfied  or  to  have  any  part  on  the  whole  of  the  grant  refunded 
to  Government. 

9.  Where  a  conditional  or  unconditional  grant  is  given  in  instalments 
spread  over  a  number  of  years,  the  administrative  department  or  officer 
shall  give  a  certificate  as  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  rule  in  respect  of 
the  instalment  paid  within  the  year  to  which  it  related. 

10.  Grants  should  be  shown  in  the  budgets  under  the  heading  "  re¬ 
curring  >  or  “  non-recuring  and  as  far  as  possible  the  estimates  should 
show  the  purpose  of  a  grant ;  for  example,  educational  grauts  should  be 
divided  into  maintenance,  boarding  furniture,  building  and  so  on. 

11.  The  Examiner,  Local  Fund  Account,  shall  report  in  each  Audit 
and  Inspection  Note  on  the  account  of  local  bodies  or  institutions  under  his 
audit  whether  the  grantee  is  spending  or  has  spent  a  grant  according  to  che 
terms  attaching  to  it  or  on  the  particular  purpose  for  which  it  was  given. 
For  this  purpose  Government  have  allowed  him  to  exercise  his  discretion 
in  conducting  in  any  case  the  prescribed  test  or  an  extended  audit  with  the 
object  of  ascertaining  whether  the  conditions  of  a  grant  have  been  duly 
observed.  He  will  also  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  in  the  Finance 
Department  instances  of  diversion  of  large  unspent  balances. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  when  all  the  accounts  have  been  audited,  the 
Examiner  will  furnish  the  Accountant  General,  United  Provinces,  with  a 
consolidated  certificate  for  all  the  accounts  under  his  audit  to  the  effect  that 
he  is  satisfied,  so  far  as  the  test  audits  show  that  the  grants  made  to  bodies 
whose  accounts  came  under  investigation  are  being  expended  on  the  pur¬ 
pose  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  grant.

All  the  arrangements  given  in  this  report  lasted  from  1st  January  to 
14th  February,  1936. 

The  whole  of  the  public  health  and  medical  staff  for  the  fair  was 
engaged  from  1st  January,  1936,  excepting  the  chief  sanitary  inspector  who 
reported  for  duty  on  1st  December,  1935,  and  one  provincial  medical  officer 
of  health  and  3  peons  who  were  detailed  from  15th  December,  1935.  One 
extra  clerk  was  entertained  from  26th  July.  1935,  and  an  additional  clerk 
and  a  cashier  from  1st  November  and  1st  December,  1935,  respectively. 

The  above  staff  was  gradually  removed  as  the  number  of  the  resident 
population  decreased. 

The  last  bathing  day  was  13th  February,  1936,  and  by  the  evening  of 
llth  February,  almost  all  the  pilgrims  were  gone. 

2.  The  chief  bathing  days  in  the  Ardh  Kumbh  fair  of  1936,  and  the 
approximate  number  of  bathers,  according  to  the  figures  supplied  by  the 
manager,  Ardh  Kumbh,  on  those  days  were  as  follows  :

one  E.  I  ,  B.  &  N.  W .  and  G  I.  P.  Railways  in  the  sanitary  arrangements 
necessary  at  the  railway  stations  in  Allahabad  and  on  the  chief  stations 
en  route  that  fall  in  the  United  Provinces. 

(ii)  The  Directors  of  Public  Health  of  the  Punjab,  Bihar  and  Orissa, 
Central  Provinces,  Bengal  and  Bombay  were  requested  to  introduce  in 
their  provinces,  in  consultation  with  their  Governments  the  following 
measures  : 

(a)  Medical  inspection  of  pilgrims  at  important  railway  stations 
in  their  provinces  before  they  entrained  for  Allahabad; 

(b)  advice  to  intending  pilgrims  to  have  themselves  inoculated 
against  cholera  ;  and 

*  (c)  medical  inspection  of  returning  pilgrims  at  railway  stations 
on  their  borders  and  other  large  junctions  with  a  view  to  segrega¬ 
tion  of  persons  who  may  have  contracted  infectious  disease  at  the 
mela. 

(iii)  The  Public  Health  Commissioner  with  the  Government  of  India 
was  requested  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Indian  States  adjoining  the 
United  Provinces  of  the  occurrence  of  the  Ardh  Kumbh  Fair  and  of  the 
arrangements  that  were  being  made  by  the  United  Provinces  Government 
in  that  connexion. 

(iv)  '1  he  Allahabad  Municipal  Board  were  asked  to  increase  their 
sanitary  aud  medical  staff  and  to  enforce  other  measures  necessary  to  deal 
with  the  influx  of  a  large  number  of  pilgrims  into  the  town. 

The  Municipal  Boards  of  Benares  and  Fyzabad  were  also  asked  to  make 
adequate  arrangements  for  the  comfort  of  pilgrims  visiting  the  places  of 
pilgrimage  in  their  respective  towns.

(v)  The  District  Boards  of  Allahabad,  Fatehpur,  Jaunpur,  Partab-- 
garh,  Mirzapur,  Benares,  Sultanpur  and  Fyzabad  were  asked  to  have  all 
roads  of  their  districts  leading  to  Allahabad  inspected  and  put  in  propers? 
repairs  and  their  camping  grounds,  drinking  water  wells  and  tanks 
situated  thereon  repaired,  cleaned  and  disinfected  before  the  commence* 
ment  of  the  fair. 

i 

District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  above  districts  were  also 
directed  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  disinfection  of  wells  and  the 
camping  grounds  on  the  roads  leading  to  Allahabad. 

Sufficient  progress  was  made  in  this  direction  before  the  date  of  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  fair. 

6.  The  preliminary  proposals  for  the  sanitary  and  medical  arrange¬ 
ments  of  the  fair  were  ready  by  the  middle  of  May,  1935.  These  were 
discussed  with  the  Director  of  Public  Health  at  Lucknow  on  15th  July, 
1935,  and  again  on  21st  October,  1935,  before  final  approval. 

7.  The  E.  1.  Railway  authorities  of  the  Allahabad  Division  discussed 
at  length  their  arrangements  in  a  meeting  held  on  12th  July,  1935. 

The  meetings  of  the  Lucknow  Division  of  this  railway  were  held  on  26th 
July,  1935  and  11th  December,  1935,  to  discuss  their  proposals.  Arrange¬ 
ments  similar  to  the  above  were  agreed  to  with  the  B  &  N.  W.  and  G.  I.  P. 
Railway  authorities.  The  Divisional  Traffic  Superintendent  and  the 
Resident  Engineer,  B.  &  N.  W.  Railway,  Benares  Division,  also  discussed 
the  arrangements  in  the  month  of  November,  1935. 

The  District  Magi-trate  discussed  the  arrangements  in  a  meeting  held 
under  his  presidentship  on  2nd  September,  1935. 

At  all  these  meetings  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health,  II 
Range,  was  present. 

8.  The  fair  area  included  the  beds  of  the  rivers  Jumna  and  Ganges 
lying  on  the  right  bank  of  the  former  and  the  left  bank  of  the  latter 
extending  upwards  as  far  as  the  Jumna  bridge  on  the  west  and  the  Izat 
bridge  on  the  north.  The  area  extended  downwards,  that  is,  towards  the 
east  to  half  a  mile  below  the  Sangam, 

It  also  included  the  villages  Jhusi  and  Arail  and  the  area  above  the 
Bund  lying  between  the  Grand  Trunk  and  Fort  Roads  and  also  Alopi 
Bagh. 

9.  The  main  site  of  the  fair  consisted  of  the  beds  of  the  two  rivers 
lying  between  the  Bund  and  the  place  where  they  meet. 

This  year  the  confluence  was  at  a  distance  of  over  a  mile  and  a  quarter 
from  the  Bund  and  here  ample  space  for  bathing  was  available. 

The  rapid  erosive  action  of  the  Ganges  had  been  a  cause  of  auxiety  in 
the  beginning  of  December,  1935,  which  necessitated  river  training  opera¬ 
tions  in  the  shape  of  construction  of  20  rows  of  short  spurs,  which  appa¬ 
rently  were  helpful  in  diverting  the  course  of  the  river. 

During  the  later  period  of  the  fair  a  good  deal  of  the  Jumna  bank  near 
the  Sangam  on  the  Arail  side  was  washed  away. 

The  main  fair  area  was  very  extensive  on  account  of  a  vast  sandy  area 
on  the  Ganges  side. 

The  area  had  two  natural  sub-divisions,  namely,  one  an  elevated 
portion  extending  from  the  Bund  up  to  the  site  of  the  old  dry  nala  and  the 
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other  a  low-lying  portion  extending  from  the  dry  nala  as  far  as  the 
£angam.  In  the  former  which  was  mainly  clayey,  almost  all  the  principal 
akha  ras,  majority  of  the  pilgrim  enclosures,  the  whole  of  the  bazar  and 
some  official  camps  were  situated.  In  the  latter  area  which  was  princi¬ 
pally  sandy  the  administrative  camps  like  the  tahsil,  police,  office  of  the 
Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health,  the  main  general  diseases  hospital  and 
dispensaries  were  situated  as  well  as  quarters  for  the  whole  of  the  police 
stall  and  most  of  the  public  health  and  medical  staff. 

10.  The  general  lay-out  of  the  fair  site  is  shown  in  the  accompanying 
plan  (Appendix  II)  in  which  the  position  of  the  different  “  akharas/’ 
pilgrim  enclosures,  tahsil,  hospitals,  officers’  camps,  latrines,  urinals,  etc, 
is  shown. 

This  plan  also  gives,  among  other  things,  the  position  of  the  water 
standposts  and  cisterns. 

11.  The  work  of  demarcating  the  area  into  plots  and  laying  out  of 
the  roads,  enclosures,  etc.  was  started  on  the  drying  up  of  the  land  after 
the  cessation  of  the  rains  ;  that  is,  about  the  beginning  of  November. 

1935. 

The  water  pipe  line  was  completed  by  31st  December,  1935,  and  the 
supply  ol  the  electric  light  was  ready  by  about  the  mid  lie  of  January,  1935. 

iVJ oso  of  the  public  latrines  and  urinals  were  ready  by  1st  January, 

1936.  They  were  increased  in  number  gradually  according  to  demand. 

The  hospital  staff  reported  their  arrival  from  1st  January,  1936, 

C  — Public  Health  Arrangements 

12.  For  the  purpose  of  administration  the  fair  area  was  divided  into 
the  following  live  circles,  each  of  which  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  medical 
officer  of  health  : 

Circle  no,  I — This  comprised  of  the  area  above  the  Bund  in  charge 
of  Dr.  Maya  Das. 

Circle  no,  II — This  comprised  of  sandy  bed  of  the  Ganges  side  of 
the  central  main  road  (Ganga  Patti;  in  charge  of  Dr.  Behari  Lai. 

Circle  no.  Ill — This  comprised  of  the  sandy  bed  on  the  Jumna 
side  of  the  central  main  road  (Jumna  Patti)  in  charge  of  Dr.  B.  D. 
Wadhawa. 

Circle  no,  IV — This  comprised  of  the  camping  ground  on  the 
Jhusi  bank  of  river  Ganges  in  charge  of  Dr  Balak  Bam  Srivastava. 

Circle  no.  V—  This  comprised  of  the  camping  ground  on  the  Arail 
bank  of  the  river  Jumna,  in  charge  of  Dr,  Narsingh  Dayal  Gaur. 

Each  circle  was  a  complete  unit  with  its  separate  staff  of  sanitary 
inspectors,  vaccinators,  jamadars,  sweepers  and  equipment  of  latrines, 
urinals  and  other  conservancy  plant. 

Appendix  III  gives  the  staff  that  was  allotted  to  each  circle. 

The  staff  was  provided  with  quarters  in  the  circles  to  which  they  were 
attached. 

Each  medical  officer  of  health  was  responsible  for  all  the  medical  and 
sanitary  arrangements  of  his  circle  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Assistant 
Director  of  Public  Health,  II  Range,  in  charge  of  the  fair. 
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13.  rl  he  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health,  II  Range,  was  in  charge 
of  the  medical  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  fair. 

14.  The  central  camp  office  was  situated  in  circle  no.  Ill  (Jumna 
Patti)  which  for  purposes  of  administration  was  public  health  headquarters 
during  the  fair. 

An  officer  of  the  provincial  public  health  service  (Dr.  M.  N.  Agarwal) 
was  in  charge  of  the  central  camp  office  to  which  was  attached  the  follow¬ 
ing  subordinate  staff  : 

Two  clerks* 

Two  assistant  clerks, 

One  cashier, 

Ihree  office  peons,  and 
Two  j  amadars. 

15.  A  main  store  of  sanitary  equipment  and  appliances  required  for 
the  use  of  the  public  health  staff  was  attached  to  the  public  health  head¬ 
quarters.  It  was  under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  chief  sanitary  inspector 
(Mr.  K.  K.  Bhargava).  The  store  consisted  of  a  bamboo  enclosure  with 
one  entrance  and  containing  eight  thatched  huts. 

Each  circle  officer  also  maintained  a  branch  store. 

16.  The  drinking  water-supply  for  the  fair  area  proper,  namely  circles 
nos.  I,  II  and  III,  was  derived  from  two  tube-wells  situated  above  the  Bund 
and  was  supplied  by  means  of  pipe  line  through  taps  and  cisterns.  These 
wells  supplied  in  all  about  500  gallons  of  water  per  minute,  which  was 
adequate  for  all  purposes. 

There  were  248  standposts,  25  service  tanks  of  400  gallons  capacity 
each,  61  fire  hydrants  and  stop-cocks.  A  special  feature  this  year  was 
that  2j"  fire  hydrants,  20  iu  number,  were  fixed  at  different  places. 

In  addition  to  the  above  pipe  supply  there  were  four  wells  in  use  in 
circle  land  three  in  circle  II.  The  water-supply  of  circle  IV  (Jhusi/  and 
Y  (Arail)  and  a  portion  of  circle  I  was  entirely  from  surface  wells  which 
numbered  34. 

All  the  wells  were  regularly  disinfected  with  pot.  permanganate, 

In  spite  of  there  being  an  ample  supply  of  good  drinking  water  through 
pipe  and  the  wells,  throughout  the  fair  area  the  river  water  specially  of  the 
Gauges  was  largely  used  by  the  pilgrims  for  drinking  purposes  specially  by 
the  “  Kalap  Basis  ”  and  the  “  Bcnragis  ”,  The  residents  of  the  Jhusi 
circle  also  mostly  consumed  the  river  water. 

9 

17.  The  samples  of  water  from  the  taps,  wells  and  the  two  rivers 
were  systematically  examined  in  the  Field  Laboratory,  An  account  of 
the  work  done  in  the  laboratory  is  given  in  paragraph  29  of  this  report. 

18.  (i)  Public  latrines  and  nightsoil  disposal — Sixty-nine  public 
latrines  of  trench  pattern,  38  for  males  and  31  for  females,  were  provided. 
Eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-two  seats  were  available  for  use 
on  the  Amawasya  day. 

Allowing  one  seat  to  every  200  persons,  the  latrine  accommodation 
was  sufficient  for  a  population  of  1,656,000. 
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Besides  there  were  10  flagged  areas  (8  for  males  and  2  for  females')  for 
the  sole  use  of  the  “  Bairagis  **  and  “  Kalap  Basis  These  were  in 
addition  to  the  3  flagged  areas  provided  in  circle  V  (Arail).  These  flagged 
areas  were  made  in  the  sand  where  no  trenches  could  be  dug. 

The  above  number  of  trench  pattern  latrines  includes  the  ones  which 
were  set  apart  for  the  exclusive  use  of  every  Akhara  separately. 

Six  hundred  and  seventy-two  private  latrines  were  supplied  by  the 
department.  These  consisted  of  wooden  chaukis  and  galvanized  pans. 
The  fee  charged  for  private  latrines  was  rupees  eight  for  the  season.  The 
nightsoil  from  the  private  latrines  and  flagged  areas,  or  picked  by  the 
sweepers  from  unauthorized  places,  was  buried  in  pits, 

(ii)  Public  urinals—  The  total  number  of  public  urinals  supplied, 
which  were  also  of  the  trench  pattern,  was  266  with  532  seats. 

To  facilitate  supervision  each  latrine  an  1  urinal  was  numbered  serially. 

(m)  Rubbish  collection  and  disposal  —Rubbish  was  disposed  of  by 
burning  in  pits  which  measured  12'X12'X5'  and  were  90  in  number. 

For  the  collection  of  rubbish  26  galvanized  iron  bins  were  placed  near 
the  road  crossings  and  Halvais’  shops. 

(iv)  Collection  and  removal  of  hair  —  An  enclosure,  measuring  320'  X 
560'  was  fenced  by  bamboo  frame  work  for  the  use  of  the  barbers.  It 
was  situated  in  circle  no.  Ill  (Jumna  Patti)  behind  the  camps  of  the 
religious  societies  and  the  Seva  Samitis, 

Three  gangs  of  sweepers  under  one  sanitary  inspector  assisted  by  two 
vaccinators  were  kept  for  the  cleanliness  of  this  enclosure.  To  facilitate 
the  collection  of  hair,  sand  was  spread  where  necessary,  inside  the  above 
enclosure, 

After  collection,  the  hair  were  tied  in  nets  and  removed  by  a  boat  for 
immersion  into  the  river  down  the  stream  far  beyond  the  Sangam, 

On  the  rush  days,  it  was  a  sight  to  see  the  vast  concourse  of  pilgrims 
getting  hair  shaved  and  the  huge  bundles  of  hair  collected  at  places  inside 
the  enclosure  awaiting  removal. 

Eight  boat-loads  of  hair  were  removed  on  23rd  January,  12  on  2Hh 
January,  and  6  on  25th  January,  1936.  It  is  estimated  that  450  maunds 
of  hair  were  removed  on  the  Amawasya  day.  This  includes  the  sand  that 
is  mixed  with  the  hair  to  facilitate  their  drowning. 

19.  Disposal  of  surplus  water  from  standposts—Soakaway  pits 
were  provided  near  the  water  standposts.  These  worked  well  in  the  low- 
lying  sandy  area.  In  other  places  nearer  the  Bund  where  there  was 
more  of  clay  the  pits  had  to  be  emptied  frequently  by  a  special  gang 
placed  under  the  Public  Health  Engineering  Department. 

Loads  of  sand  were  sprinkled  round  about  the  standpost  to  prevent 
the  su  rrounding  land  getting  slippery. 

20.  To  prevent  nuisaace  from  dust,  the  meter  road  was  daily  and 
regularly  watered  by  means  of  a  motor  lorry,  hose  pipes  connected  with 
water  hydrants,  hand  pumps,  bhishtis,  or  by  hand  labour  employed  for 
emptying  the  soakage  pits. 

21.  All  the  articles  exposed  for  sale  were  regularly  inspected  by  the 
circle  officers  and  the  sanitary  inspectors. 
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Directions  were  issued  to  all  the  sweetmeat  vendors  and  others  dealing 
in  eatables  to  cover  the  3ame  with  clean  and  fine  muslin  cloth.  These 
directions  were  observed  in  many  cases. 

All  articles  of  food  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  were  promptly 
seized  and  destroyed. 

22.  Electric  light  was,  as  usual,  supplied  in  the  fair  area  proper,  in 
front  of  the  public  latrines,  in  the  two  main  hospitals  and  at  the  main 
bathing  ghats.  Petromax  lamps  were  supplied  for  the  branch  hospitals 
at  Jhusi  and  Arail  where  there  was  no  electric  light. 

Electric  light  was  not  available  at  many  of  the  side  roads  and  along 
the  river  banks. 


D— Medical  Arrangements 
23,  The  following  hospitals  were  opened  : 

(1)  Main  hospital  for  general  diseases  in  circle  III  (Jumna  Patti). 

(2)  Main  hospital  for  infectious  diseases  in  circle  II  (Ganga 
Patti). 


(3  and  4)  Branch  combined  hospitals  for  general  and  infectious 
diseases  in  circles  IV  and  V. 

(5)  Police  dispensary  for  the  use  of  the  police  staff  in  circle  I. 

The  cases  among  the  police  staff  which  required  in-door  treatment 
were  transferred  to  the  main  hospitals. 

All  the  hospitals  and  the  dispensaries  were  constructed  of  thatching 
material  lined  inside  with  Sirki,  Fly-proof  chicks  were  provided  for  the 
doors  of  the  wards.  The  main  general  and  infectious  diseases  hospitals 
consisted  of  18  detached  huts  each.  All  of  them  were  equipped  with 
up-to-date  requirements.  The  main  hospitals  were  fitted  with  electric  light. 

For  the  removal  of  the  sick,  dolis  with  kahars  and  stretchers  were 
provided  at  every  hospital  and  at  the  police  dispensary.  Dolis  were  also 
kepi  at  the  various  sanitary  camps. 

Necessary  accommodation  and  furniture  were  supplied  to  all  members 
of  the  hospital  staff. 

24.  The  total  accommodation  provided  in  the  main  hospital  was  for 
54  beds  as  follows  :

The  total  number  of  in-patients  treated  in  this  hospital  up  to  8th 
February,  1946,  was  129  (116  males  and  13  females ),  Of  these  55  were 
for  pneumonia,  16  for  dysentery,  and  16  for  other  digestive  troubles,  7  for 
respiratory  diseases,  6  for  influenza,  6  for  poisoning,  5  for  malaria  and  the 
rest  for  other  general  diseases.  Out  of  the  20  deaths  among  these 
patients,  13  were  due  to  pneumonia. 

The  total  number  of  out-patients  treated  was  5,594,  out  of  whom  4,821 
were  males  and  773  were  females  (351  for  injury,  132  for  influenza,  106 
for  diarrhoea,  96  for  dysentery  and  33  for  pneumonia  and  4,876  for  other 
general  diseases ). 

The  staff  posted  at  this  hospital  consisted  of  two  medical  graduates, 
one  female  sub-assistant  surgeon,  5  compounders,  2  cooks,  4  kahars,  6 
doli  bearers  and  4  sweepers, 
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25.  This  hospital  remained  open  till  12th  February,  1936, 
The  accommodation  provided  here  was  for  54  beds  as  under :

Patients  were  brought  into  this  hospital  by  the  Mahanand  Home  of 
Service,  Kairana  Sewa  Samiti  or  by  the  public  health  staff 

Forty-one  in-door  patients  were  treated  in  this  hospital,  out  of  whom 
8  were  of  cholera,  one  each  of  smallpox  and  chicken  pox  and  31  of 
diarrhoeal  diseases. 


Fifty-six  patients  were  also  treated  as  out-patients  in  this  hospital. 

Tne  staff  at  the  infectious  diseases  hospital  consisted  of  medical  gra¬ 
duates  2,  female  sub-assistant  surgeon  1,  sanitary  inspector  1 ,  compounders 
3,  kahars  2,  doli  bearers  4,  cooks  2,  sweepers  16. 

26.  The  combined  general  and  infectious  diseases  hospitals  in  circles 
IV  (Jhusi)  and  V  (Arail)  had  the  following  accommodation  :

The  medical  staff  at  Jhusi  as  also  at  Arail  consisted  of  1  medical 
officer,  1  compounder,  1  cook,  l  kahar,  1  sweeper,  and  2  dolibearers. 

The  number  of  out-patients  treated  was  542  and  966  in  Jhusi  and 
Arail  respectively.  The  number  of  in-patients  was  5  at  Jhusi  (out  of 
whom  1  died)  and  4  at  Arail. 


27.  The  total  number  ef  cases  treated  in  the  fair  hospitals  was  9,291, 
out  of  which,  9,103  were  out-patients  and  188  were  in-patients. 

Of  the  188  in-patients.  134  were  males  and  54  females. 

The  number-of  admissions  and  deaths  among  the  in-patients  is  given  in 
the  following  table  *.

The  names  of  the  private  organizations  who  rendered  free  medical  aid 
are  given  in  Appendix  IV,  The  total  number  of  patients  treated  at  these 
places  as  far  as  could  be  asceitained  was  oh, 801, 

All  the  8  cases  of  cholera,  which  were  detected  in  or  near  the  fair  area 
and  treated  in  the  main  infectious  diseases  hospital,  had  come  from  outside 
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Allahabad,  namely,  3  from  Bihar,  2  from  Bengal,  1  from  Hyderabad  State, 
1  from  Gorakhpur  and  1  from  the  district  of  Cawupore. 

One  cholera  case  which  was  detected  at  the  Naini  Railway  Station  and 
treated  in  the  temporary  infectious  diseases  hospital  erected  there  by  the 
railway  authorities  was  reported  to  have  come  from  Ganga  Sagar. 

Ths  first  case  detected  was  admitted  on  16th  January,  and  the  last  on 
7th  February.  Of  the  8  cases  6  died  in  the  hospital  and  2  recovered. 

An  inquiry  into  all  these  cases  did  not  reveal  any  common  source  of 
infection  and  no  two  cases  showed  any  relationship  to  each  other  as  regards 
their  place  of  occurrence  within  the  fair  area.  Four  of  the  cases  came 
from  circle  II,  2  from  circle  111,  one  from  circle  1  and  1  from  Daraganj 
(within  municipal  limits). 

All  the  usual  anti-cholera  measures  were  adopted  with  the  result  that 
the  disease  did  not  assume  an  epidemic  form. 
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In  the  Magh  Mela  of  1935  seven  cases  of  cholera  had  come  to  notice 
within  the  mela  area,  all  of  which  were  transferred  to  the  municipal  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  hospital  for  treatment, 

28.  Two  first-aid  stations — one  near  the  Bund  Police  Station  and 
the  other  near, the  Sangam  Police  Station  were  established.  The  volun¬ 
teers  of  the  Allahabad  Sewa  Samiti  were  deputed  at  each  of  these  posts 
on  the  chief  bathing  days.  The  necessary  equipment  for  these  posts  was 
supplied  by  the  public  health  department. 

29,  For  the  systematic  examination  on  the  spot  of  all  samples  of 
water  and  of  stools  of  patients  suffering  from  suspected  cholera,  dysentery, 
diarrhoea,  and  of  those  of  cholera  carriers,  a  Public  Health  Camp  Labora¬ 
tory  was  established  near  the  main  infectious  diseases  hospital  in  Ganga 
Patti. 


It  was  placed  in  charge  of  an  officer  of  the  United  Provinces  Public 
Health  Service  (Dr.  Muhammad  Abdul  Hadi). 

He  had  2  laboratory  assistants,  1  laboratory  attendant.  1  sanitary 
inspector,  1  kahar  and  a  gang  of  12  sweepers  to  assist  him  in  his 
work. 

The  laboratory  was  opened  on  1st  January  and  closed  on  14th  February, 
3936, 

Excluding  the  days  spent  in  fixing  up  and  in  the  preparation  of  media, 
etc.  on  an  average  24  samples  of  water  and  stools  were  examined  daily. 

Altogether  829  samples — 535  of  water,  292  of  stools  and  2  of  vomits 
were  examined  in  this  laboratory. 

Out  of  the  water  samples,  183  were  from  the  river  Ganges,  194  from 
the  Jumna,  48  from  wells,  56  from  standpo  ts  and  54  from  drains  and 
pools. 

Thirty-nine  samples  of  Ganges  water  and  63  of  the  Jumna  were  examined 
for  evidences  of  faecal  contamination  and  144  of  the  former  and  131  of 
the  latter  for  the  presence  of  vibrios. 

The  tests  carried  out  revealed  that  the  faecal  contamination  of  the 
two  rivers  in  the  midstream  (above  the  sewage  outfall  in  case  of  the 
Jumna)  is  very  nearly  the  same,  namely  1  in  100  dilution.  This  con¬ 
tamination  in  case  of  the  Jumna  increased  at  and  near  the  sewage  outfall, 
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the  results  being  positive  in  1  in  1,000  dilutions  and  over.  Whereas  in 
the  case  of  the  Ganges  water  the  number  of  bacteria  per  centimeter  of  the 
water  was  3,000  to  19,000;  in  the  case  of  the  Jumna  water  it  varied 
between  300  to  innumerable. 

All  the  samples  were  taken  from  more  than  half  a  dozen  places  in  the 
two  rivers.  Nine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  river  at  the 
confluence.  The  pipe  water-supply  was  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory. 
The  few  unsatisfactory  results  of  some  standposts  were  due  to  defective 
connexions  here  and  there.  The  pipe  water-supply  was  periodically 
disinfected  with  bleaching  powder  in  the  strength  of  1  in  10,000  lb, 
of  water. 

All  the  samples  from  wells  showed  gross  faecal  contamination  but  in 
none  of  those  examined  were  any  cholera  vibrios  found.  The  wells  were 
regularly  disinfected  with  pot.  permanganate. 

Fifty  samples  of  stools  of  healthy  persons  examined  for  five  consecutive 
days  did  not  show  the  presence  of  any  vibrios. 

Out  of  the  42  samples  of  stools  of  diarrhoea  cases,  8  showed  the 
presence  of  cholera  vibrios,  One  of  the  two  vomit  samples  was  positive 
to  tests  for  cholera.  Out  of  the  51  water  samples  from  drains,  4  were 
positive  to  tests  for  cholera  but  none  of  the  3  samples  from  pools. 

30.  The  activities  of  this  branch  of  the  Public  Health  department 
consisted  of— 

(i)  A  Public  Health  Exhibition  with  model  of  a  sanitary  village. 

(ii)  Cinema  shows. 

(iii)  Lectures  and  songs  through  loud-speakers, 

(iv)  Magic  lantern  demonstrations. 

(v)  Distribution  of  leaflets,  pamphlets  and  posters  on  popular 
hygiene  subjects. 

(vi)  Filming  of  scenes  for  future  shows. 

The  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health  Hygiene  Publicity  Bureau 
(Dr.  A,  Hamid,  D.P.H.),  remained  in  the  fair  area  for  about  three  weeks 
in  order  to  supervise  the  arrangements,  which  were  efficiently  carried  out 
by  his  two  assistants. 

Dr.  (Mrs.)  Iyer,  Director.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section,  United 
Provinces  Branch  of  the  Indian  Red  Gross  Society,  also  stayed  for  about  4 
days  and  explained  the  nature  of  work  done  by  ihe  maternity  and  child 
welfare  section  to  the  ladies.  1  - 

The  exhibition  remained  open  for  two  weeks  from  13th  January,  1936, 
and  here  publicity  work  of  the  Red  Cross  Socety  was  also  done. 

(i)  The  “  Public  Health  Gate  ”  erected  at  the  entrance  into  the  exhibi¬ 
tion  was  made  up  of  nine  posters,  depicting  clear  and  regular  habits, 
personal  hygiene,  sunshine,  fresh  air,  etc.  Oa  the  arch  of  the  gate, 
articles  of  food  were  arranged  to  explain  a  correct  diet. 

The  exhibition  was  arranged  under  a  Shamiana  40'x4Q'  beautifully 
decorated  with  Red  Cross  flags. 

Posters  on  maternity  and  child  welfare  and  on  other  public  health 
subjects  of  popular  interest,  brass  aud  wax  models  showing  the  causes 
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and  prevention  of  epidemic  diseases,  the  village  medicine  chest,  dai*s  boi 
and  sweets  with  wire  gauze  cover  were  all  exhibited. 

The  poster  “  Human  Factory  ”  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  educated 
public. 

Demonstrations  were  given  by  means  of  magic  lantern  slides  fitted 
up  in  wooden  frames  on  epidemic  diseases,  health  work  in  villages,  school 
hygiene,  etc. 

A  special  feature  of  the  exhibition  was  a  miniature  model  sanitary 
village,  built  of  pucca  bricks.  Model  houses  with  windows,  ventilators, 
cattle  sheds  and  soakage  pits,  etc.  were  shown  along  with  the  other 
minimum  sanitary  requirements  of  a  village.  A  model  village  school  with 
a  garden,  playground,  sanitary  well,  and  other  sanitary  conveniences 
was  also  shown. 

A  fire-proof  Halwai’s  shop  with  roof  and  sides  of  wire  gauze  covered 
with  mud  plaster  was  also  among  the  exhibits. 

A  daylight  magic  lantern  was  also  fitted  up  inside  the  exhibition  with 
the  help  of  an  ingenious  and  simple  device  for  projecting  lantern  slides 
by  sunlight  by  Rai  Sahib  Babu  Kaushal  Kishore,  Registrar,  Departmental 
Examinations,  Allahabad. 

(ii)  These  were  given  every  evening  from  12th  to  27th  January,  1986. 
One  dozen  films  prepared  by  the  cinema  section  of  the  United  Provinces 
Branch  of  the  Indian  Red  Cross  Society  were  demonstrated  daily  and 
explained  through  the  loud-speakers.  Not  less  than  60,000  persons 
attended  these  shows. 

(iii)  The  public  were  entertained  during  the  intervals  and  before  and 
after  the  shows  with  gramophone  records  on  epidemic  diseases  and  other 
public  health  subjects  broadcast  on  the  loud-speakers. 

(iv)  The  circle  officers  of  Jhusi  (Dr.  Balak  Ram  Srivastava)  and  Arail 
(Dr.  Narsingh  Dayal  Gaur)  gave  magic  lantern  demonstrations  in  their 
circles  on  epidemic  diseases  and  other  health  subjects. 

These  demonstrations  were  attended  by  more  than  7,000  persons. 

(v)  One  thousaud  copies  of  special  posters  on  the  prevention  of  cholera 
were  distributed  to  the  various  railway  authorities  for  pasting  at  the 
railway  stations.  Posters  were  put  up  in  all  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries 
of  the  mela  and  at  the  two  first-aid  posts. 

Leaflets  and  pamphlets  on  epidemic  diseases  and  public  health  subjects 
were  distributed  among  the  educated  public. 

(vi)  The  cinematographer  with  his  staff  shot  films  of  the  activities  of 
the  various  departments  and  of  the  different  places  of  popular  interest,  for 
example  of  the  crowds  at  the  railway  stations,  barbers*  enclosure,  etc. 

E— Medical  Inspection  of  Pilgrims 

31,  (i)  With  a  view  to  prevent  the  importation  of  cholera  into  the 

fair  area,  medical  inspection  of  passengers  travelling  by  rail  or  road  was 
carried  out  at  the  railway  stations  en  route  to  Allahabad  from  1st  January 
to  7th  February,  1936,  and  at  the  railway  stations  and  road  posts  in 
Allahabad  from  1st  January  to  14th  February,  1986. 
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The  railway  stations,  where  these  inspection  posts  were^established, 
were  :  —

The  road  inspection  posts  at  Allahabad  were  instituted  at  the  following 
four  points  of  entry  into  the  Mela  area : 


(a)  On  the  Grand  Trunk  Road  in  Jhusi  near  the  commencement 
of  the  Ganges  Pontoon  Bridge, 

(b)  At  the  junction  of  the  Grand  Trunk  and  Fort  roads. 

(c)  On  the  Bund  road  near  the  Mori  Daraganj. 

(d)  At  the  junction  of  the  Bund  and  Tribeni  roads  near  the 
carriage  shed. 


(ii)  Altogether  23  medical  inspectors  and  42  vaccinators  were  on  duty 
at  the  various  railway  stations  and  road  posts.  Their  distribution  is  given 
in  Appendix  V.

The  same  staff  of  medical  inspectors  and  vaccinators  looked  after  both 
the  incoming  and  outgoing  passengers  on  the  platform,  and  inside  the 
pilgrim  enclosures,  waiting  sheds  and  circulating  areas,  Similarly  the 
medical  inspectors  on  road  posts  examined  both  the  incoming  and  outgoing 
passengers. 

As  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  pilgrims  came  by  road,  the  work  of 
inspection  at  these  posts  was  very  heavy  and  difficult  and  the  medical 
officers  were  on  duty  day  and  night  without  any  rest  on  the  chief  bathing 
days. 


(iii)  The  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Benares,  supervised  the  Supervising 
arrangements  for  medical  inspection  of  pilgrims  at  the  Moghal  Sarai 
railway  station  and  the  Municipal  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Benares, 
those  made  at  railway  stations  Kashi,  Benares  Cantonment,  and  Benares 
City. 


The  inspection  post  at  Ajodhia  Railway  Station  was  supervised  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Fyzabad  Municipality. 


For  supervision  of  the  railway  ahd  road  inspection  posts  in  Allahabad, 
a  senior  officer  of  the  United  Provinces  Public  Health  Service  (Dr.  B.  P. 
Mitaljwas  deputed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  United  Provinces.  He 
was  designated  as  chief  medical  inspector.  He  also  looked  after  the  washing 
and  disinfection  of  station  platforms  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the 
circulating  areas,  pilgrim  enclosures,  waiting  sheds  at  all  the  railway 
stations  and  of  the  cleaning,  washing  and  disinfection  of  carriages  at  the 
terminal  stations  in  conjunction  with  the  District  Medical  Officer,  East 
Indian  Railway,  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Bengal  and  North- 
Western  Railway. 
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The  general  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  above  inspection  posts  as 
well  as  the  provision  for  the  isolation  of  patients  by  the  erection  of  huts, 
etc.  was  carried  out  by  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health,  II  Range. 

Necessary  accommodation  was  provided  for  the  medical  inspectors, 
vaccinators  and  the  menial  staff  at  all  the  railway  stations  and  road 
posts. 

Not  a  single  case  of  oppression  or  neglect  of  duty  came  to  notice  and 
the  above  staff  discharged  their  duties  in  a  tactful  manner. 

They  also  rendered  first-aid  and  treated  cases  of  minor  diseases.  Dis¬ 
tinctive  badges  were  supplied  to  all  the  medical  inspectors  on  duty  and 
special  platform  permits  were  issued  by  the  railway  authorities  concerned 
to  the  sanitary  and  medical  staff  posted  at  the  railway  stations. 

(iv)  All  cases  found  to  be  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  at  Moghal 
Sarai  were  isolated  in  temporary  huts  erected  at  au  easy  distance  outside 
the  railway  premises  by  the  Public  Health  department. 

The  accommodation  provided  was  for  8  beds  for  cholera  and  4  beds  for 
smallpox.  Infectious  cases  detected  at  Kashi,  Benares  City  and  Benares 
Cantonment  railway  stations  were  removed  to  fche  municipal  permanent 
infectious  diseases  hospital  by  the  municipal  ambulance  car. 

Similarly  the  cases  detrained  at  Ajodhia  were  removed  to  the  municipal 
infectious  diseases  hospital  at  Fyzabad  by  dolis.  For  segregation  of  cases 
at  Jhusi  and  Phaphamau  railway  stations  detention  camps  with  accom¬ 
modation  for  1  and  4  beds,  respectively,  were  provided  by  the  department. 
The  cases  detected  at  Allahabad  Junction,  Allahabad  City,  Prayag  and 
Phaphamau  railway  stations  were  removed  to  the  permanent  municipal 
infectious  diseases  hospital  at  Khuldabad. 

Those  from  railway  stations  Prayag  Ghat,  Sangam,  Izat  Bridge  and 
Jhusi  railway  stations  and  road  posts  near  the  Pontoon  Bridge  and  on 
Fort  road  were  removed  to  the  temporary  municipal  infectious  diseases 
hospital  at  Alopi  Bagh. 

For  the  cases  found  at  Naini  railway  station  fche  East  Indian  Railway 
authorities  had  erected  a  well-equipped  temporary  infectious  diseases 
hospital  in  charge  of  the  railway  medical  officer  who  was  assisted  in 
running  the  hospital  by  the  medical  inspectors  deputed  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Health. 

The  cases  detected  at  Tribeni  and  Mori  Gate  road  posts  were  removed 
to  the  mela  infectious  diseases  hospital. 

The  Municipal  Board  of  Allahabad  arranged  for  an  ambulance  car  at 
their  Alopi  Bagh  infectious  diseases  hospital,  where  it  was  requisitioned  by 
all  the  railway  stations  and  road  post3  excepting  Naiai. 

Five  dolis  with  4  blankets  each  and  10  doli  bearers  were  also  provided 
by  the  Municipal  Board,  Allahabad,  from  6th  January  to  5th  February, 
1936,  at  railway  stations,  Allahabad  Junction,  Prayag  Ghat,  Prayag,  Izat 
Bridge  and  Sangam. 

It  was  also  arranged  with  the  help  of  the  Municipal  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  bring  the  infectious  cases  from  Jhusi  and  Phaphamau  railway 
stations  whenever  necessary. 

(v)  The  total  number  of  cases  intercepted  at  all  the  inspection  posts  was 
164,  that  is,  2  of  cholera,  4  of  diarrhoea,  121  of  smallpox,  2  of  chicken* 
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pox,  and  35  of  other  diseases.  The  other  particulars  of  the  cases  so 
intercepted  are  given  in  Appendix  VI. 

32.  One  fully  equipped  first-aid  post  was  provided  by  the  East  Indian 
Railway  at  each  of  their  railway  stations  at  Allahabad  and  Benares,  as  well 
as  at  Ajodhia  and  Moghal  Sarai.  No  such  arrangements  were  made  by  the 
Bengal  and  North-Western  Railway.  At  the  Bengal  and  North-Western 
Railway  stations  first-aid  was  rendered  by  the  medical  inspectors  deputed 
on  pilgrim  inspection  duty. 

33,  A  statement  showing  the  staff  and  plant  which  were  supplied 
by  the  railway  authorities  at  each  railway  station  is  appended  (vide 
Appendix  VII). 

The  arrangements  made  were,  generally  speaking,  on  a  more  elaborate 
scale  than  those  made  for  the  Allahabad  Kumbh  of  1930,  as  the  railway 
authorities  had  given  effect  to  the  many  valuable  suggestions  which 
were  made  by  Rai  Bahadur  Dr.  K.  L.  Ohaudhri,  o.B.B.,  d.p.H.,  who  was 
in  charge  of  the  railway  stations  at  the  Kumbh  Fair. 

Pipe  water-supply  was  supplied  at  all  the  railway  stations.  It  was 
plentiful  inside  the  pilgrim  enclosures,  circulating  area,  and  platforms 
except  at  the  Sangam  railway  station  where  there  was  only  one  tap  in 
the  circulating  area  and  at  Prayag  where  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  water, 
kahars  had  to  be  kept. 

F— Arrangements  by  the  Allahabad  District  and 

Municipal  Boards 

34.  By  the  Allahabad  District  Board — (i)  A  sum  of  Rs. 1,434 
was  spent  out  of  the  District  Board  funds  to  meet  the  cost  of  the 
arrangements  carried  out  through  the  district  health  staff  and  Rs.45  were 
contributed  by  the  Town  Area  Committee,  Jhusi,  for  expenses  in 
connexion  with  the  supply  of  sanitary  conveniences. 

(ii)  (a)  General  cleanliness  of  the  camping  grounds  on  the  main  roads 
to  Allahabad  by  a  special  gang  of  sweepers. 

(6)  Cleaning  and  repairs  of  the  wells  and  tanks. 

A  sum  of  about  Rs.300  was  spent  in  repairing  the  wells  and  in 
removing  rank  vegetation  from  inside  the  tanks. 

About  55  wells  were  provided  with  parapet  walls  at  the  cost  of  the 
owners. 

(c)  Permanganation  of  wells—  This  was  carried  out  every  third  day 
from  25th  December,  1935,  by  a  special  gang  of  coolies  appointed  in  each 
tahsil. 

The  supervision  of  the  above  arrangements  was  carried  out  by  the 
sanitary  inspectors  assisted  by  vaccinators  under  control  of  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  S.  N.  L.  Nigam)  and  his  assistant  who  did 
extensive  touring  in  this  connexion. 

The  permanganation  of  wells  on  the  roads  was  also  supervised  by  the 
Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health,  Hygiene  Publicity  Bureau,  United 
Provinces. 

(iii)  Special  arrangements  were  made  at  Jhusi,  Naini,  Arail  and 
Phaphamau  for  the  comfort  of  the  pilgrims,  who  congregate  at  these 
places  in  large  numbers  and  for  a  long  period.

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(iv)  The  additional  staff  employed  was  as  follows:

Seven  sets  of  trench  pattern  latrines  (separately  for  males  and  females) 
and  18  seats  of  urinals  on  the  soakage  system,  were  erected  at  suitable 
places. 

(v)  A  public  health  exhibition  on  a  small  scale  was  put  up  at  Jhusi  in 
which  a  model  sanitary  village  with  the  minimum  sanitary  requirements 
was  shown  and  posters  on  public  health  subjects  were  exhibited. 
Lectures  on  personal  hygiene,  village  sanitation  and  epidemic  diseases 
illustrated  by  magic  lantern  slides  were  delivered  almost  daily  and  were 
much  appreciated  by  the  public  as  judged  by  the  gathering, 

(vi)  The  whole  of  the  district  health  staff  was  alert  to  detect  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  among  the  pilgrims  travelling  by  road.  Fortunately 
not  a  single  case  of  any  of  the  infectious  diseases  came  to  notice. 

35.  By  the  Allahabad  Municipal  Board — (i)  Dr.  B.  M.  Roy,  the 
Municipal  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  made  elaborate  medical  and  sanitary 
arrangements  for  the  comfort  of  the  pilgrims  attending  the  fair,  for 
which  the  Municipal  Board  sanctioned  a  sum  of  Rs.22,500. 

(ii)  The  duty  of  removing  the  infectious  cases  detected  at  the  tivo 
railway  stations  in  Allahabad  which  lie  within  the  municipal  limits,  fell 
on  the  municipality.  Their  motor  ambulance  car  was  at  the  disposal  of 
the  public  health  staff  at  all  times  and  proved  very  useful. 

In  addition,  a  staff  of  10  doli  bearers  and  a  disinfecting  gang  were 
attached  to  each  railway  station. 

The  good  work  done  by  the  Municipal  Board  in  this  connexion 
deserves  special  mention, 

(iii)  A  temporary  infectious  diseases  hospital  with  a  separate  ward 
for  cases  suffering  from  general  diseases  wa3  opened  near  Alopi  Bagh 
on  the  Grass  Farm  Area  south  of  the  Grand  Trunk  road.  The  accom¬ 
modation  provided  was  for  72  patients.  Separate  accommodation  was 
provided  for  contacts  and  for  relations  of  the  patients,  The  staff  employed 
consisted  of  2  medical  officers,  3  compounders,  1  nurse,  5  dais,  5 
ward  coolies,  cooks,  4  kahars,  2  disinfecting  coolies  and  6  sweepers. 

The  ambulance  car  was  kept  at  this  hospital  where  a  telephonic  con¬ 
nexion  was  installed  so  that  the  car  might  be  despatched  directly  on 
demand  by  the  pilgrim  inspecting  staff  at  the  railway  stations  and  on  the 
road  posts. 

(iv)  Altogether  20  clinically  cholera  cases  admitted  into  the  municipal 
temporary  and  permanent  infectious  diseases  hospitals  and  two  cases  were 
isolated  in  their  houses. 

Fourteen  out  of  the  22  cases  were  declared  bacteriologically  of  true 
cholera.  Seven  of  these  were  detected  at  Allahabad  Junction  railway 
station  and  one  at  Naini.  y 

Nine  deaths  occurred  among  the  22  cases,  8  due  to  cholera  and  1 
due  to  pneumonia. 
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The  first  case  of  true  cholera  came  to  notice  on  7th  February, 
1936. 

(v)  One  medical  officer  and  two  jamadars  were  engaged  from  16th  De¬ 
cember,  1935,  to  see  generally  that  the  lodging  house  bye-laws  were  being 
enforced  and  to  detect  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  therein. 

This  staff  was  strengthened  by  one  medical  officer  deputed  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Health,  from  1st  January,  1936,  and  by  4  extra 
jamadars  from  6th  January  to  5th  February,  1936.  The  lodging 
houses  were  regularly  inspected  by  the  staff  at  all  times  of  the  day  and 
night. 

(vi)  The  permanent  conservancy  staff  of  the  municipality  was  streng¬ 
thened  by  3  sanitary  inspectors,  8  jamadars,  10  mates,  8  disinfecting 
coolies,  60  beldars  and  230  sweepers, 

Nine  additional  nightsoil  carts  and  8  additional  rubbish  carts  were 
provided, 

(vii)  Steps  were  taken  to  ensure  whole  night  street  lighting  and  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  for  drinking  purposes  and  for  road  watering, 

(viii)  The  following  arrangements  were  made  by  the  municipal  board 
to  minimize  the  nuisance  arising  from  the  discharge  of  the  contents  of  the 
sewer  into  the  left  bank  of  the  river  Jumna  through  the  emergency  valve 
and  on  its  right  bank  from  the  Municipal  Sewage  farm  outlet  and  into  the 
river  Ganges  from  Daraganj  drains  : 

(а)  The  diversion  of  the  Lowther  road  sewer  into  a  surface  drain 
and  thence  into  the  fields  for  irrigation  purposes. 

(б)  The  discharge  of  the  excess  sewage  (over  and  above  the 
quantity  which  the  pumping  station  could  cope  with)  into  the  river 
Jumna  through  the  Katghar  branch  sewer  outlet  situated  above 
the  East  Indian  Railway  intake  and  about  a  mile  and  a  half  above 
the  emergency  outfall  of  the  sewer. 

(c)  The  lagooning  of  the  discharges  from  the  Daraganj  and  the 
sewage  farm  nalas. 

The  recommendations  of  abolishing  all  the  pail  depots  and  trenching 
all  nightsoil  (made  by  the  special  conference  who  discussed  this  question 
of  river  pollution)  was  not  carried  out  owing  to  the  shortage  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  nightsoil  carts  and  due  to  the  non-availability  of  sufficient  land  for 
carts  and  due  to  the  non-availability  of  land  for  trenching.  The  outbreak 
of  cholera  at  the  Junction  railway  station  may  have  been  due  to  the  tem¬ 
porary  discharge  of  the  sewage  above  the  East  Indian  Railway  intake  of 
unfiltered  water  or  due  to  its  close  proximity  to  the  emergency  outfall  of 
the  sewer  a  little  lower  down.  In  addition  to  the  filtered  water-supply, 
unfiltered  water  is  also  available  at  the  Allahabad  Junction  station  which 
is  liable  to  be  consumed  for  drinking  purposes. 

(ix)  The  Military  camping  ground  north  of  the  Grand  Trunk  road  and 
Grass  farm  land  to  its  south  were  laid  out  into  plots  with  roads  for  the 
temporary  accommodation  of  the  pilgrims. 

36.  Appendix  VIII  gives  the  distribution  of  officers  and  men  of  the 
police  on  sanitary  duty  to  the  different  sanitary  circles. 

37.  The  Prayag  Seva  Samiti  of  Allahabad  gave  one  dozen  volun¬ 
teers  to  assist  the  public  health  staff.  Their  volunteers  helped  in

the  detection  of  illness,  removal  of  dead  bodies  and  in  running  the  first- 
aid  posts. 

38.  Among  the  names  of  the  distinguished  visitors  to  the  Ardh 
Kumbh  fair  may  be  mentioned  : 

His  Excellency  Sir  Harry  Haig,  K.C.S.I.,  C.I.E.,  i.c.S.,  Governor  of  the 
United  Provinces,  visited  the  Mela  Area  in  the  month  of  December, 
1935. 

Rai  Bahadur  Dr.  K.  L.  Choudhri,  O.B.E,,  d.p.h.,  inspected  the  arran¬ 
gements  on  several  occasions  before  the  commencement  of  the  fair  and 
gave  the  necessary  directions  whenever  necessary,  lie  stayed  in  the 
fair  on  the  main  bathing  days  and  personally  directed  the  arrange¬ 
ments. 

His  Highness  the  Maharajas  of  Benares,  Panna,  Dholpur,  Jhalwar 
and  Pipre  were  also  on  a  visit  to  the  Mela  area. 

G— -Recommendations  and  General  Remarks 

The  following  are  some  of  the  suggestions  which  might  be  considered 
for  the  better  management  of  future  fairs  : 

(i)  It  is  high  time  that  Magh  Mela  Manual  were  prepared  in  which 
detailed  instructions  regarding  the  management  of  the  fair  should  be 
entered. 

I  had  made  a  similar  suggestion  in  ray  report  on  Magh  Mela  of  1928, 
which  runs  as  under  : 

“  The  rules  for  the  management  of  fairs  as  laid  down  in  the 
Manual  of  Government  Orders  (sections  2049 — 2061)  are  general  and 
not  exhaustive.  I  think  that  as  Magh  Mela  is  an  annual  function, 
specific  rules  pertaining  to  it  should  be  made,  defining  the  duties 
and  powers  of  the  staff  engaged  on  mela  duty  and  laying  down 
definite  instructions  regarding  all  matters  of  administration. 

Dadri  fair  in  the  Ballia  district  is  run  by  the  Municipal  Board  and 
is  governed  by  special  bye-laws. 

At  present  there  are  no  bye-laws  under  which  prompt  action 
against  the  sale  of  unsound  articles  of  food  can  be  taken/' 

(ii)  All  the  construction  work  pertaining  to  the  Public  Health  depart¬ 
ment  is  carried  out  through  the  agency  of  the  tahsil.  It  was  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  department  that 
the  carrying  out  of  the  works  independently  should  be  given  a  trial. 

If  this  principle  be  approved  by  the  department  the  deputation  of  a 
whole-time  D.  P.  H.  Officer  with  one  trained  sanitary  inspector  and  a 
couple  of  jamadars  will  be  required  for  a  period  of  at  least  3  months 
(from  beginning  of  December  to  the  end  of  the  succeeding  February) 
to  assist  in  the  purchase  of  raw  materials  and  for  the  supervision  of  the 
construction  work  as  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health  because  of 
bis  onerous  duties  cannot  carry  out  the  work  single-handed. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  it  would  probably  be  much  cheaper  if  the 
thatched  structures  for  hospitals,  quarters  for  the  staff  and  latrine  and 
urinal  enclosures,  etc.  are  made  on  the  contract  system,  laying  down 
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definite  conditions  as  regards  the  material,  type  of  the  structures,  the 
location  where  they  are  to  be  erected  and  the  period  by  which  they  must 
be  ready.  At  present  the  whole  work  is  carried  out  in  three  stagey, 
namely  the  purchase  of  raw  materials,  their  carriage  bo  the  godown  where 
the  thatches  are  prepared  and  their  carriage  and  formation  into  huts  at 
the  places  desired. 

The  carriage  work  at  present  is  principally  carried  out  by  the  sweepers 
who'  are  untrained  in  this  work  and  doit  very  grudgingly. 

Another  item  in  which  an  economy  is  possible  is  that  the  administra¬ 
tive  blocks  should  be  situated  on  a  plot  of  land  where  there  would  be  the 
least  amount  of  earthwork.  Again  the  kitchen  huts  can  be  made  of 
a  much  smaller  size  than  at  present,  Much  of  the  expenditure  in  the 
shape  of  wages  to  sweepers  who  actually  do  the  carriage  work  can  be 
avoided  if  arrangements  could  be  made  for  keeping  conservancy  appliances 
like  the  wooden  planks,  chowkis,  chongas,  etc,  at  some  suitable  place  on 
or  near  the  Bund. 

(iii)  It  had  been  a  general  corap'aiut  that  the  temporary  staff  of 
medical  officers  deputed  on  the  medical  inspection  posts  and  some  of  the 
temporary  sanitary  inspectors  and  conservancy  jamadars  did  not  work 
conscientiously  and  that  they  required  a  constant  supervision. 

It  is  suggested  that,  as  far  as  the  medical  officers  are  concerned,  chose 
who  have  been  enrolled  for  permanent  service  or  for  reserve,  should  be 
appointed  or  that  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  this  staff  should  be  of  a  permanent 
nature. 

(iv)  Some  of  the  districts  had  sent  two  mates  with  one  gang  of  sweepers. 
At  the  time  of  recruitment  of  sweepers  it  should  be  made  clear  that  only  one 
mate  is  required  and  that  the  mates  must  be  prepared  to  help  in  the  manual 
work,  in  case  of  necessity,  like  sweeping,  filling  in  of  trenches,  etc.  Most 
of  the  mates  did  not  do  any  manual  work.  As  far  as  possible  the  districts 
should  be  addressed  not  to  send  female  sweepers  with  children  less  than 
3  years  old  and  no  sweepers  with  trachomatus  and  half  blind  eyes  or 
others  suffering-  from  skin  diseases  like  scabies  should  be  sent.  Several 
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sweepers  were  incapacitated  owing  to  such  troubles  on  the  busy  mela 
days.  Only  strong  and  able-bodied  sweepers  can  properly  ram  down  the 
nightsoil  trenches. 

(v)  At  least  one  dozen  water  hand-pumps  for  Jhusi  and  half  a  dozen 
for  Arail  are  required  for  the  supply  of  good  drinking  water  to  these 
are  as. 

(vi)  The  advisability  of  having  one  combined  infectious  diseases 
hospital  both  for  the  Mela  and  the  Municipality  at  a  central  place  would 
be  considered.  At  present  there  are  two  separate  hospitals  of  the  same 
nature  and  at  no  great  distance  from  one  another. 

Many  other  suggestions  have  been  made  by  the  circle  officers,  but  they 
concern  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health  in  charge  of  the  fair,  and 
need  not  be  detailed  here. 

(vii)  The  following  are  some  of  the  suggestions  made  by  the  chief 
medical  inspector  in  charge  of  the  railway  and  road  posts  : 

(1)  To  relieve  congestion  at  Prayag  Ghat,  the  railway  authorities 
may  be  advised  to  buy  up  the  land  on  either  side  of  the  railway 
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station  and  to  construct  one  other  waiting  shed  in  the  circulating 
area, 

(2)  Separate  access  should  be  given  to  latrines  at  Prayag  Ghat 
in  pens. 

(3)  Ca^es  detected  at  Phaphamau  and  Prayag  may  be  allowed  to 
travel  to  Allahabad  Junction  or  Prayag  Ghat  (when  it  is  open)  and 
not  detrained  at  the  stations.  For  this  purpose  the  medical 
inspectors  and  their  staff  should  be  given  free  travelling  passes 
between  their  stations  and  Allahabad  Junction.  This  will  do  away 
with  the  detention  of  trains  and  other  necessary  inconveniences,  as 
for  example,  evacuation,  etc.  For  outgoing  trains  the  guard  should 
be  made  responsible  to  get  the  cases  detrained  at  next  junction. 

(4)  Stoppage  of  trains  at  Phaphamau,  Prayag,  Naini,  Izat  Bridge 
and  Jhusi  should  be  increased  in  mela  days  and  every  train  should 
have  a  stoppage  of  at  least  5  to  10  minutes. 

(5)  There  should  be  police  on  sanitary  duty  in  the  fields  opposite 
railway  stations  so  ag  to  prevent  fouling  of  the  neighbourhood 
and  thereby  preventing  smell  as  well  as  breeding  of  flies  near 
stations. 

(6)  At  Allahabad  Junction  drains  should  be  provided  under 
platforms  nos,  4,  5  and  6  so  that  the  track  may  not  be  fouled  by  the 
washing  of  platforms  and  trains. 

(7)  The  trains  were  allowed  to  be  very  much  overcrowded.  It 
was  noticed  that  sometimes  twice  the  scheduled  number  of 
passengers  were  packed  in  compartments.  This  should  be  avoided 
as  far  as  possible. 

(8)  It  was  noticed  that  the  tracks  were  very  much  fouled  and 
sometimes  were  smelling  badly  specially  at  Prayag  Ghat.  It  would 
be  better  if  a  few  sweepers  are  detailed  for  cleaning  of  tracks  only. 
As  far  as  possible  the  tracks  at  stations  should  have  ashes  only  as 
ballast  is  not  easy  to  clean. 

(9)  Posters  in  Urdu,  Hindi,  and  English  should  be  posted  in 
carriages  requesting  passengers  to  inform  anyone  who  may  happen 
to  be  on  duty  on  platforms  if  there  be  any  case  of  sickness.  It 
was  done  at  my  suggestion  this  year  but  not  to  the  extent  that  it 
ought  to  have  been. 

(10)  The  land  within  the  railway  boundary  between  Phaphamau 
bridge  and  Jumna  bridge  on  the  East  Indian  Railway  is  used  as 
public  latrines.  The  railway  and  municipal  authorities  should 
depute  sweeper  gangs  to  keep  these  lands  free  from  accumulation 
of  nightsoil  and  thus  prevent  fly  breeding  and  public  nuisance 
specially  during  mela  period, 

(11)  The  staff  should  be  appointed  from  different  dates  according 
to  the  importance  of  stations.  This  will  mean  saving  under  this  head 
which  may  be  utilized  in  providing  greater  number  of  inspectors.

40.  A  statement)  showing  the  expenditure  incurred  by  the  Assistant 
Director  of  Public  Health,  II  Range,  out  of  the  grants  placed  at  his 
disposal  to  meet  the  charges  on  account  of  the  entertainment  of  the 
medical  and  public  health  staff  for  the  mela  area  proper  and  for  the 
medical  inspection  posts  and  to  meet  the  cost  of  construction,  equipment 
and  running  expenses  of  the  hospitals ;  and  of  the  public  latrines,  etc.
